In the Ndme of the tnoft Holy Trinity^ Father, Soq, and 
Holy Ghoft, three diftind: Perfons, and one only true God* 

THEIR mod Serene J^ajefties the King of Great*. 
Britain^ the moft Chriftian King, and the Gatholick 
King^ defiring, with equal earneftneli, not only to renew 
and bind more dpfely their antient friendlhip, but likewife 
to remove whatever might hereafter difturb it, to the end 
that being united in fentimentsand inclination, they ifiay 
for the future a£t in eVery thing as having but one and the 
feme view and inter^ft ; and for this purpofe;, the moft Sc-» 
rene King of Great-Britain having given full power for 
treating in his name to M; Williafti Stanhope, Vice-Cham- 
berlain of hh Britannick Majefty^s Houihold, one of hi^ 
Privy-Councilj Member of the parliament of Great-Bri- 
ton, Colonel of a ri^iment of dragoons, and his (aid Ma* 
jefty's Ambaflador qxtraordinary to his Catholick Majefty ;. 
as alfo to Mi Benjamin Keene.^ his faid Britannick Majefty^s 
Minifter Plenipotentiary, to his Gatholick Majefty : The 
moft Serene moft Chriftian King having given full 
power for treating in his name to the Marquis de Brancas,

tieulariy thiat the commerce of the Englifh nation in Ame- 
rica ftanldibe exercifed m hereto|bre ; it is agreed by the 
Iffefent. artictej /that all neceffary c^(fcrs fliall he difpatched 
on both fides^ without any delay, if they have not been 
fent already, as well for the execution of the faid treaties 
of commerce, m for fupplying what may be wanting for 
the entire re-dliibliihment of comtoorce on the foot of the

V« Although it was flipulated by the preliminaries that 
ail hoftilities ihould ocafe on l;x>th fides^ ;E»!id that if any 
tiQu!:^ or hoftilities {k>vl6, hsm^Si ;bet^ec^ the fubjeds 
^ the CQDCra&ing. parties, eit^ la ]^^pe,. or in the 
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Indies, the contra>fting powers ihould concur for die * re-^ 
paration of damages fuftained by their refpeftive fubjeds ; * 
and liotwithftanding this it is alledged, that on the part o£ 
the fubjeds of his Catholick Majefty adh of difturbancc 
and hoftilitics have been continued ; it is agreed by this 
prefent article, that as to what relates to Europe, his Ca-- 
tholick Majefty Ihall forthwith caufe reparation to be made' 
for the damages which hav^ been fu&red there fince Ae. 
time prefcribed by . the preliminaries for the ceffation of 
hoftilities ; and as to what relates to America, he ^11 . 
Ukewiie forthwith caufe rep^ratbn to be oiade for the da-. 
mages which fhall have been fullered there fince the antval> 
of his orders at Cartagena on the 44 day of June One 
thoufand feven hundred twenty eig^t. And his feid Ca- 
tholick Majefty Ihail publiih the mofl: rigorous prohi-* 
bitions for preventing the like violences on the part of • 
his fubjeds; their Britannick and moA Chriftian Ma- 
jefties promifing on -their part, if there be' like cafes, to - 
caufe reparation to be made for what fhall have been fo ' 
done, and to give Ukc> orders for the prefervation of the ' 
peace, tranquility, and good intelligence* 

VL Commiffaries fliatl be nominated, with fufficient 
powers, on the part of their Britannick and Catholick 
Majefties, who ftiall aflfcmble at the court of Spaih within 
the fpace of four months after the exchange of the ra- 
tifications of the. prefcnt treaty, or fooner if it can be 
done, to examine and decide what concerns the fliips and 
effects taken at fca on either fide to the times, fpecified in* 
the preceedins: article. The faid commiffaries fhall like* 
wife examine, and decide, according to the treaties, the 
rcipeftive pretennons which relate to the abufes that arc 
fuppofed to have been coibmitted in commerce, as well in 
the Indies as in Euro^^, and all the other refpeftive pre- 
tenfions in America, founded on treaties, whether with 
iiefped: to thq limits or otherwife.

<>omniiffion within the fpace of three j^ars, or fooner if it 
can be^ne, to be computed from the day of the figning. 
of the prefent treaty, and this without any further delay, 
on any motive or pretext whatever. 

IX. The introducing, of garrifons irtto the places of 
i-egbome, Porto-ferraio, Parma, and Placentia, to the 
number of fix thoufand m&i of his Catholick Majefty's 
tixxjps, and in his pay, Ihall be -cfFeduated without lofs 

of time ; which troops ihall ferve for the better fecuring> 
and pre^rving ^f the immediafte fucceffion of the faid 
'States in favour of the moft Sejpene Infante Don Carlos^, 
-and to be ready to withftand any enterprize and opjX)iition 
which i:might be formed to the prejudice of what has been 
cegulated torching the faid fuccefllon. 

X. The contratting powers Ihall forthwiA ufe all the

*the dignity and quiet of the mofl: Serene Great Duke of

L A LTHOUGH, conformably to the preliminary 
jfX articles, it is faid in the fourth article of the 
tteaty figned this day, that the commerce of the Englilh 
^nation in America ihould be re-eftabli(hed on the foot of 
the treaties and conventions antecedent to the year One 
thoufand feven hundred twenty five ; however, for the 
^eater exadtnefs, it is further declared by the prefent ar- 
ticle between their Britannick and Catholick Majefties^ 
which Ihall have the fame force, and be under thfe fatnc 
guaranty as the treaty figned this day, that under that gc- 
|)ef^ denomination are comprehended the treaties of peace 
and Qf commerce, conicluded at Utrecht the thirteenth 
4of. July aiiid ninth of December, in the year One thoufand 

feven. 


ftven hundred thrrteen,^ in which arc compnfed the treaty 
of One thoufand fix hundred fixty feven; made at Madrid, 
and the cedulas. therein mentioned ; the latter treaty made' " 
it Madrid the fourtdedth of December, One thoufand 
fcven hundred fifteen ; as alfa the particular contraft, com- 
monly called the Afl[ient6, for bringing negro fiaves into 
the Spanifh Indies, which was^ made the twenty fixrfi day 
of March, in the faid year One thoufand feven hundred^ 
thirteen^ in confequence of the Twelfth article of thei 
treaty of Utrecht ; and likewifef the treaty of declaration/ 
touching that of the Afliento, made the Twenty fixth^ 
6f May, One thoufand feven hundred fixteerf : Air which? 
treaties mentioned in this article, with their declarations,- 
Ihall from this day (even during the examination by the* 
commillaries) be and remain in their force, virtue and fulf 
tigour; for the obferv'atlon of which hisCatKolick Msjefl:^ 
ihall caufe to be difpatched forthwith, if they have not 
been difpatched, the neceflary orders and cedulas to his' 
Vice-roys, Governors, and other Minifters, to whom' it' 
Ihall appertain, as well in Europe as in the Indies, to thcf

In like manrier bis Britannick Majefty promifes and en- 
jgages'to publilh the neceflary orders, if any be wanting, 
iTQr re-eftablilhing the commerce of the fubjefts of Spain 
in jJl the countries under bis dominion, on the foot fpte- 
cified by the faid treaties, and for Caufing them to be 
cxaftly obferved and fulfilled. 

IL Confequently, all Ihips, merchandize and efFeAs j 
which fliall not have beert taken or feized on account of 
unlawful commerce, and whicli ihall now be proved, by 
^uthentick proofs and dpcum^rltSy to have been dctainedy 
feized, or confifcated in the ports of Spain, cither in Eu^ . 
rope or in the Indies, and namely the Ihip Prince Fre-i ^ 
derick and her cargo, if they have not been r^ftored ak 
icady, fiiall be immediately reftored, in the fame kind as .

VIII. That if an Engliflunan has the misfortune to kill 
an Indian, the King or Chief of the Cherrokees ihall firft 
of all make his complaint to the Englilh Governor, and 
the perfbh who committed the murder fliall be puniflied 
according to the laws, as much as if he had kiUed aa 
Engliifamtn, and in like manner if an Indian kill an 
Englifliman; the guilty Indian Ihall be delivered up to

'I. That there fhall be from this time forward, betwecrt 
his Sacred Imperial Catholick Majefty, his Sacred Royal 
Majefty of Great-Britain, the heirs and fucceflbrs o( both^ 
'and the High and Mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands, a firm, fincere, and 
inviolable friendfhip, for the mutual advantage of the Pro- 
vinces and fubjeds belonging to each of tne contradihg 
powers : and that this peace be fo eftabliflied, that each <5 
the contractors Ihall be obliged to defend the territories 
4iind fubje<9:s of the others ; to maintain the peace, and 
promote the advantages of the other coritradlors as much 
as their own ; and to prevent and avert all damages and 
injuries of every kind whatfoever, which might be done 
to them. For this end, all the former treaties or con- 
v^entions of peace, friendihip and alliance, fhall have their 
full effeft, and Ihall preferve in all and every part their full 
Jotcc atid virtue, and Ihall even be !^ooked upon as re- 
newed and confirmed by virtue of thf • prefent treaty, ex-

Moreover, ^s it has been frequently remonftratcd on 
the part of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, that ths 
publick tranquility could not reign and laft longv and that 
iio other fure way could be found out for maintaining 
the balance of Eujx)pe> than a general defence, engage- 
ment, and evidlion, or as they call it, a guaranty for the 
order of his fucceflion, as it is fettled by the impearial 
4eclaration of 17 1 3 j and received in the moft Serene Houfe _ 
of Auftria ; his Sacred Royal Majefty of Great-Britain, and 
the High and Mighty Lords the States of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, moved thereto by their ar^. 
dent defire to fecure the publick tranquilit)^, and to pre- 
fcrve the balance of Europe^ as alfo by a view of the. 
terms agreed upon in the following articles, which are ex- 
ceedingly well adapted to anfwer both purpofes, do, by: 
yirme of the prefent article, take upon them the general 
guaranty of the faid order of fuccefEon, and oblige then> 
^Ives to maintain it as often as there Ihall be occafion,, 
againft all perfons whatfoever ; and confequently they pro^; 
mife, in the moft autKentick and ftrqngeft manner that can, 
be, to defend, maintain, and (as it is called) to gua^ 
tanty, with all their forces, that order of fucceflion which

«f Auftria;: aJJ which have humbly and thankfully ac^ 
knowledged it, and tranfcribcd it into their publick regi- 
fters, as having the force of a law and pragmatick fanc- 
tion, which is to ifubfift for ever in full force* And where- 
as according to this rule and order of fucceflion, if it 
Ihould pleafeGodof his mercy to give his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty ifliie male, then the eldeft of his fons^ 
or, he being dead before, the eldeft fon's eldeft fon ; and; 
in cafe there, be no male ifliie, on his Imperial and Ca- 
tl^olick Majefty's demife, the eldeft of his daughters, the

tight 6f feniority, which has always been indivifiblf pre- 
{tcvedj is to fucceed his Imperial Majefty in all his king-* 
doms, provinces, and domains, in the lame manner as he 
W^ poiiefTes them : nor Ihall they at any tinie^ ilpon aiiy 
tccoant^ or for any reafon whatever, be divided or fepa- 
rated in favour of him, or her, or Aem^ who may be of 
the fecoftdj the third, or more diftant branch* And this 
feme order and indivifible right of feniority i$ to be prc- 
ferved in all events, and to be obferved ih all ages ; as

JV, That therefore all the articles thus agreed to, witlj 
the irrevocable confent of the contracting parties, be {q 
firmly and reciprocally eftablilhed, and fo eijtirely decided^; 
tha; it ihall not be |awful for the contraftiqg partie«j to de4 . 
viate from theiTi in ai^y wife ; meaning as well thofe whid^, 
are to be piit in execution vy^ithout delay, and immedjatei^ 
^cr the exchange of the ratifications^ as Aofe whic^ 
ought to remain for ever inyiolable: 

Yr Whereas for attaining tp the end which the con-^

VI. As the examination and difculEon of the other' 
points which remain to be difcufl'ed, either between the ^ 
contradting parties, or any of their confederates, require 
piuch more time than can be fpared in this critical iStu- 
ation of afFah*s, therefore to^ avoid all delays which might 
be too prejudicial to the common welfare, 'tis covenantea 
and agreed to declare mutually, that all the treaties and : ' 
conventions which any of the faid contracting powers have 
made with other Princes and States, fhall fubfift as they 
now are, excepting only fo far as they may be contrary tg 
any the points regulated by the prefent treaty ; and more* 
over,.- that all the difputes which are aftually between 
the feid contrafting parties, or any of their allies, Ihall 
be amicably adjufled as foon as pofiible ; and in the mean 
time the contradting parties Ihall mutually endeavour to * ■' 
prevent any of thofe who have differences, from having*, 
recourfe to arms to fupport their pretenfions* 

VII, To take away all manner of doubt from the fub* 
jafts of the King of Great-rBritain> and the I-ords the 
States General, touching their commerce in the kingdom ' 
of Sicily, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty has been 
pleafed ,to declare, that from this time forward, they (hall 
be treated in the fame manner, and upon the fame foot^as; ' 
they were or ought to have been treated in the time of 
Charles 11. King of Spain rf glorious memory, and as '♦ 
any , natbn in the ftridteft friendihip has been ufually 
treated. 

VIIL There Ihall be included in this treaty of peace, , 
all thofe who within the fpace of fix mont4is, after its ra- 
tifications are ^exchanged, Ihall be propofed by either party, 
and by common donlent, 

IX. Tills prefent treaty Ihall be approved and ratified - 
by his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, by his Sacred ^, 
Royal Majefty of Great-Britain, and by the High and 
Mighty I^ords the §tates General of .the United Nether- 
lands, and the ratifications Ihall be given and exchanged 
at Vienna, withip. fix weeks, to be computed from the 
day of figqing. 
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In witncfs and confirmation whereof, as well the Ln-^ 
penal cbmmiflioiiprs, in quality of anibal&dofs extraonii- 
nary and plenipotentiaries, as the Minifter of the King of 
Great-Britain, equally ftrniihed with full powers, hayc^ 
figned this tfeaty with their own hands, and fealed it with 
their feals. Done at Vienna in Auftria, the 1 6th day c£

DECLARATION concerning the SucaJJion of Parma. 

IT being apprehended that the unexpedked death of the 
late moll Serene Prince, Anthony Famefe, in his life- 
time Duke of Parma and Placentia, might ia fomc fort 
retard or obftruct the conclufion of this treaty, it having 
happened at the very time when it was upon the point of . 
being concluded ; his Imperial and Catholick Majefty doth 
by virtue of' this prefent aft, declare and engage, that in 
cafe thehdpes of the pregnancy of the moft Serene Duch^fs 
Dowager, wife of the laid moft Serene Duke Anthony 
whilft he lived, do not prove abortive, and the fai^ Duchefs 
Dpwager Ihould bring a man-child into the world, all that: 
has been regulated, as well by the third article of the treaty 
conclu<ied this day, as by the aft of declaratioii above re- 
cited, fhall take place, as much as if the unforefeen death 
of the Duke had not happened : but that if the hopes 
conceived of the pregnancy of the faid Duchefs Dowager 
Ihould vanilh, or Ihe ihould bring a Jx>fthumous daughter 
into the world, then his faid Imperial Majefty declares, and 
binds himfelf, that inftead of introducing the Spanilh fol^ 
diers Into the ftrong places of Parma and Placentia, the 
moft Serene Infante of Spain, Don Carlos, fhall be put 
into the poffeffion of the laid Duchies, in the fame manner 
aSv was, agreed upon with the court of Spain, by confent of 
the empire, and purfuant to the letters of eventual invefti-. 
ture, the tenor of which Ihall be looked upon as repeated 
and confirmed in all its articles, claufes and conditions ; 
in fuch manner notwithftanding, that the faid Infante of 
Spain, as alfo the court of Spain', Ihall firft of all fulfil 
the former treaties, wherein the Emperor is a contrafting 
party widi the confent of the empire. And wherea;s upon 
the deceafe of the faid Duke Anthony Farnefe, the Impe- 
rial troops were not put into the ftrong places of Parma 
and Placentia, with a view to hinder the eventual fuc- 
cclEon, as it was fecured to the moft Serene Infante Don 
Carlos by the treaty of London, commonly called the 
Quadruple Alliance, but only to^ prevent any enterprize 
which might have difturbed the traticmility of Italy ; his 
Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majefty perceiving, that 
by the treaty concluded this day, the publick tranquility 
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is reftored and confirmed as far as poffible, he doth again 
declare, that in putting his troops into the ftrong places 
pf Parma and Placentia, he had no other intention than 
to fupport as far . as lay in his power, the focceflion of 
the moft Serene Infante Don Carlos, as it is fecured to 
the faid Infante by the faid treaty of London : and that 
very far from oppofing the faid fucceflion, in cafe the male 
branch of the houfe of Famefe Ihould be utterly extindt;. 
or from oppofing the introdudiion of the Spanifh garrifons,. 
if the Duchefs Dowager Ihould happen to bring a poft- 
humous fon into the world, his Imperial Majefty doth on 
the contrary declare and promife, that the faid forces Ihall

A Declaration cmcerntng Eaft Friefland. 

THE States General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands, having upon feveral occasions aflured 
hb Imperial and Catholick Majefty, that how much foever 
they are interefted in the re-eftabli£hment and prefervation. 
of the peace in their neighbourhood, and by confequence 
that of the province of Eaft Friefland, it was never their 
intention to prejudice in the leaft the dependence of the 
faid province of Eaft Friefland* upon the Emperor and 
the Enipire ; his faid Imperial and Catholick Majefty, 
to give the States a frefli proof of his defire to oblige them 
ai far as is confiftent with juftice, has been pleafed to ex-, 
plain to them his true fentimcnts on that affair, and by that 
means to recover them from the fears they feem to have re- 
ceived. In order to this, no hefitation has been made to 
declare to them on his part by the prefent a(3, that his in- 
tention always was and ftill is. 

L That an amnefly which he has moft gracioufly grant- 
ed to thofe of Embden and their adherents, fliall have its 
entire eflTeft ; and therefore that the feveral pains and pe- 
tiakies. pronounced agamft thofe of Embden and their ad- 
herents, upon the fcoro of their renitency (refiftance) 
Ihall not be put iii executioji. And' as for thofe of theni 
which have actually been executed floce the moft gracious 
acceptance of the iiibmiflion made bv the people of Emb- 
den and their adherents, the whole mall be reftored upoa 
the foot it ftood before the feid fubnufllion was accepted, 
that is to fay before the third of May, 1729, faving what 
is hereafter mentioned of axi ^jeement to indemnify thofe 
fer tjieir lofles, who were plundered during the late troubles* 

IL His Imperial and Catbolick Majefty. having by hoi, 
tcfqlution of the 12th of Sept* I7295 nioft gracioufly per* 
mitted thofe of the town cf Emben, and their adh^- 
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rents, to draw up> a frclli account of their grievances, dt 
matters wherein they thought themfelves aggrieved by thd 
decrees of 1721, a^d the years following, concerning the 
ground of the afR^rs upon which they differed with the 
prince ; and the feid grievances having bden afterwards 
exhibited to the Imperial Aulick council, with all fub- 
miffion,^thc of November the fame year, his feid 

Majefty has already ordained by his moft gracious relb- 
lution of the 31ft of Auguft, that thofe grievances fhould, 
be examined as foon as poffible. And as it has been o/ten 
declared, it has been and ftill is his conftant defire, thiat 
they fliould be determined and decided with all the juftice 
^nd difpatch that is poffible, according to the agreements, 
,' conventions and decifions, which make the particular law 
of the province of Eaft Friefland, and whicli are referred 
to in tlie Prince's reverfal letters, pafled and fworn to at 
his acceffion to the regency : Provided neverthelefs, that 
under the denomination of thofe agreements, conventions, 
and decifions, none be comprehended which were abro- 
gated and annulled by his Imperial Majefly's auguft prede- 
ceflbrs in the empire, or which ftrike at the fupreme rights 
of the 'Emperor and the Empire over the province of Eaft 
Friefland. And his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, as a 
farther proof of his mbft gracious intention to cut as Ihort 
as juftice will admit him, the examination of the grievances 
of the people of Embden, and their adherents, has al- 
ready ordained by his refblution of the 31ft pi Auguft laft 
"year, that as foori as the account thereof is delivered to 
thofe who are properly to take cognizance of the fame, ac- 
cording to the tenour of the refolution above-mentioned,, 
they Ihall anfwer it very foon, and once for all ; aft^r 
which his Imperial Majefty, with the advice of his Impe-. 
rial Aulick council, will redrefs .every complaint, article, 
by article, which ftiall appear to be grounded on the agree* 
ments' above-mentioned. 

III. It having been already ordained, purfuant tq his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty's laft refolution of the 31ft! 
of Auguft, 1730, that the people of the town of Embden/ 
ancl their adherents, ought to be admitted into^the af* 
fembly of the States,' which is* to be called together td. 
deliberate fir&ely upon the affairs that Ke before them; his' 
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Imperial and Catholick Majefty, will take care, that this 
rcfolution Ihall have its entire effedt, and that none of 
thofe who have a right to affift therein be excluded, con? 
trary to, the tenor ot it. 

IV. As to the indemnification, his Imperial Majefty 
thinks it proper, that an account be taken of the da- 
mages, which according to the tenour of the amnefty pub- 
lilhed the in the year 1728, and of the relblution 

of the 1 2th of September, 1729, ought to be made good 
by the Renitcnts ; and that the faid account be commu- 
nicated to them, that they may make their objeftions : 
after which his Imperial and Catholick Majefty will caufe. 
the difference to be amicably adjufted, or on failure of 
an accommodation, will, with the utmoft equity, fix the 
fum which Ihall be required to make good the damages^ 
fi^ftained^ 

v. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty perfifts in the. 
intentioi> he always had to take particular care of the 
payment of the intereft of the fums which the States of 
Eaft Friefland, and of ' the town of Embden, have bor- 
rowed of the fubjefts of the United Provinces, as alfo of, 
the reimburfement of the 'capital, according to the en- 
gagements entered into on that account.

That different troubles having arifen, 
which feemed even to threaten the pubKck tranquility, 
about the introduction of the Spaniih garrifons into the 
ftrong places of Tufcany, Parma and Placentia, which 
his Catholick Majefty thinks it proper to guard with his 
own troops inftead of Neutral, which were to have been 
there, purfuant to what had been agreed upon in the treiity 
of the Quadruple Alliance: la confequence whereof, his 
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Imperial and Catholick Majeftyi and his Majefty tlie Kic^ 
of Great-Mtaih, to prevent the evils which might refiift 
therfefrom, did formerly come to an agreement by the thitd 
article of the treaty, concluded and figned at Vienha the 
i 6th of March this prefent yeat, and by two declaration^ 
thereunto annexed. 

Nolv the faid article, and the declarations thereon de- 
' pending, having' been communicated to his Mijfefty the 
Catholick King, according^ to his defirc, and -he having 
likewifc feen that the faid article a[nd declarations tended 
only to render more fecure to the Serene Infante Don Car- 
loi his Son, the eventual fucceflion to the Duchi^ of Tuf- 
cany, Parnia and Placentia x In Ihort, his faid Catholick 
Majefty perceiving that the engagements entered into be- 
tween him and his Majefty the King of Great-Britain, as 
they had been communicated to his Imperial and CatHolicfc 
Mzljeftj% and explained in the aforefaid declarations were 
entirely performed, he would not be wanting on his part^ 
to do etery* thing in his power to eftablim the publicfc 
tranquility oh a furer foot. 

To this end, oh the part of his Sacred Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, the moft High Prince and Lord, Eu- 
gene^ Prince of Piedmont and Savoy, actual Ptivy Coun-

peace of Vienna in Auftria, figned the feventh of June,

JI, His Sacred Imperial ^nd Cadidick Majefty, and 
Bis Sacred Majefty the King of Grreat-Britairi, do likewife 
promife on their fide, and bind tliem|*elye$ to his Sacred 
Majefty the Catholick King, his heirs and foccefTors, that 
in favour to the male line of the prefcnt Queen of Spain, 
the laid made line having bepn called to the fuccefiion d 
the Duchies of Tufcany; Parma ^df Placentia, by virtue of 
the treaties above-named, and acconling to the tenor of the 
letters of eventual invcftiture^^ they will entirely accomplilh

WHercas differences have arifen, of late years, be- 
tween the two crowns of Great-Britain and Spain, 
on account of the vifiting, fearching, and taking of vef- 
fels, the feizing of efFecfts, the regulating of limits, and 
other grievances alledged on each fide, as well in the 
Weft-Indies, as elfewhere; which differences are fo fe- 
rious, and of fuch a nature, that if care be not taken ta 
put an entire ftop to them for the prefent, and to pre- 
vent them for the future, they might occafion an open 
rupture between the faid crowns ; for this reafon his Ma- 
jcftythe King of Great-Britain, and his Majefty thfe King 
i©f Spain, havuig nothing fo much at heart as to prefervc 
^d - corroboi-gte the good cprtefpondence, which has fo 
happily fubfifled, have thought proper to ^nt their full. 
powers, viz. his Britannic Majefty to Benjamin Keene, 
Efq; his minifter plenipotentiary to his Catholic Majeft}'^,

cal reparation of the damages already ftiftained, but abpvc 
all to find out niicans to prevent the like caufes of com- 
plaint for the future, and to remove abfolutely, and for 
ever, every thing wliich might give occafion thereto ; it 
is agi^ed to labour immediately, vrfth all imaginable ap- 
plication and diligence, to attain fo defirable an end ; and 
for that purpofc there fliall be named, on the part of their 
Britannic and Catholic Majefties fcfpedively, immediately 
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after the finning of the prefent conyentlon, two mlnifteri 
plenipotentiaries, who mall meet at Madrid within the 
ipace of fix weeks, to be reckoned from the day of the 
exchange of the ratifications^ there to confer^ and finally

BE it known to all, and every one, to whoqi it ap- 
pertains, or may appertain, in any manner what- 
ioever. 

Forafmucb as the difturbances, which, upon the deceafe 
erf the Emperor Charles the Sixth, of glorious memory, 
without male iflue, arofe in Germany, notwithftanding the 
dxprefs tenor of the moft folemn and recent treaties x)f 
peace and alliance, corroborated by the authentick gua* 
ranty of the body of thp Empire, which do. affure to his 
eldeft daughter, and to her pofterity, the entire and indi- 
yifible fucceflion to bis hereditary dominions, do niani- 
feftly tend to (he overthrow of all balance in Europe, and 
do expofe its liberty, and that of its commerce, to the 
moft evident danger ; which danger is ftill increafed by the 
ponqueft whjch tKp Kin^ of Spain and Naples have openly 
undertaken to. make ot the dominions poflefled by the 
moft Serene Houfe of Auftfia in Italy, contrary to the faith 
of their own engagenjents ; after which, the reft of Italy 
would no longer be able to refift them, and all the coafc 
of the Mediterranean fea would be under fubjeftion to 
bae and the lime family. - • ' 

To obviate, as much as in them lies, fuch imminent 
evils, aid an enterprize, whofe confequences would be fo 
fatal to all the Princes and States of Italy, to tfacir li- 
berty and commerce, and to that of the maritime powcn 
in the Mediterranean Sea, the moft Serene and moft potent 
Prince George the Second, King of Great-Britain, Eleftor 
of Brunfwick, Lunenburg, &c, the moft Serene and moft po- 
tent Frincefs Maria Therefia, Queeri of Hungary and Bone- 
mia, Archduchefs of Auftria, &c. and the nioft fere ne and moft 
yyottn:- Prince Charles Emi nuel King of Sardinia, Duke ci 
Savoy, kc. having fuch art cilentiai intereft in the pre- 
fervTttion pf a iuft balance in Europe, on which depends 
the iibcrt y of Europe, an J in thie maintenance of the li- 
berty and iecurity of Italy in particular, on which depends 
that of its coaimerce, and of the commerce of the Medi- 

' terraneaOtl 
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tcrranean, have refolved to enter iiito a clofer aud qjore in? 
feparablp union, in this fixt intention, and to perfevere in? 
yiolably in joining their Forces and counfels in order to ob? 
taining the effed: defired therefrpoi, and more efpecially 
for the fake of repelling, with one accord, the unjuft in-r 
y^Gon made by the Kings of Spain and Kf^ples, and for 
fecuring Italy, if poffible, for the future, from all attempts 
of the fame l^ind. 

In this view, and in order to prevent the faid invafion, 
"without lofs of time, his Majefty the King of Sardinia did 
enter, from the ift day of Februar}^, i74^j ^^^^ ^ P^^"^ 
Vifiohal convention with her Majefty the QHeeq of Hun- 
garV;! the^ tenor whereof is as follows. 

As it is fufficiently evident, that the motions of the 
5panifli troops, which having landed in the States of the 
Prsefidii, are advancing in the dominions of the Pope, in 
Wder to join tbofe of Naples, and froni thence to purfue 
their march as far as Imola, are bent, according to ccr? 
tain intelligence, towards Lqmbardy, and muft neceffarily 
very much afFeft his Majefty the King of Sardinia, as well 
as her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and Bdiemia, thejr 
Majefties have thought, by the means of the Marquis 
d'Orqaea and of the Count de Schulenbourg (they being 
cefpeftively provided with th^ neceflary full powers) of 
concerting and agreeing upoo the following a^ticle^, undejF 
the hopes qf their being ratified and accepted. 

Article I. 

The forces of her Majefty. the Queen qf Hungary 
alone, which are qow in Italy, appearing fufficieqt to make 
head againft the aggrejflbrs, they Ihall be brought to-» 
gather, in order to march towards them^, anid to give aq 
immediate check to their progrels, and particularly in order 
to tover the States of Modena, and Mirandola, which are 
as it were, a bulwark to the don^inion? of the Quce^ of 
Hungary ip Italy, 

Article II. 

•« 

The laid King of Sardinia ihall, in the mean Whilf , 
j?|V^ a confiderable body of his troops upon the fronii^rs

of his dominlpns towards the borders of die Milanefe^ and 
of the Duchy of Placentia, which ftiall be difpoied in fuch 
a manner, as that they m&y be brought together in a 
fliort time ; and in cafe jthe forces of the aggrelfors fhouM 
come to be augmented, and that there Ihould be cauic to 
fear a new invafion on any other fide, as is probable, ac- 
cording to the advices that have been received, that a fer 
cond convoy of Spanjifli troops Ijas alr<^dy let iajl at Bar- 
celona, and that they are to land in the harbour of La 
3pezia, his Majefty Ihall then co-operate with ajl his forces 
fpr preventing the body of 4^ftrian troops, which fliall 
have marched forward, from being either taJkcn in flank, 
or intercepted by that new reinforcempnt of Spanifh troops: 
^nd to this end, all the paflages in the States above-menr 
tioned, and principally, the places of Parma, Placentia^ 
and Pavia, Ihall remain free and open to the King's 
troops for their convenience and fecurit)^ 

Article III. 

As to what relates to further motions, and luch other 
military operations, as might be afterwards undertaken, a$ 
they muft depend upon the circumflances which fall out 
from day to day, it is neceflary to refer them to the con? 
cert which fhall be entered into, in proportion to the cir- 
cumflances which fhall happen ; and for this purpofe, his 
Majefly the King of Sardinia ihall fend one of his general 
officers to the army of her Majefty the Queen of Hungary, 
?Lnd her Majefty the Q^ccn of Hungary fhall fend one of 
her's likewife to refide with his Majefly the King of Sar- 
dinia : To which general officer? fhall be reciprocally comr 
municated, all the advices thaf fhall bp received about the 
'enemy ; and all the refdutions which fliall be taken o^ 
cither fide ihall be concerted with them. 

Article IV, 

Notliing being fo necefTary towards obtaining the end 
defired on each fide, . as the reciprocal fecurity of the tc- 
fpedtive pofTeffions, and rights, and a confidence ii) the 

good faith of the parties, ^ho are to co-operate towards 
1^ faiT^^ end, his Majefty the King of Sardinia promifcS|

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epon t3ie faith and word of a Prince, to her Majefiiy the 
Queen of Hungary; .Firft, That, for as long time as 
the prefent provifional agreement Ihall laft, he will not 
avail himfelf of his pretended righjts to the ftate of Milan, 
./which are not entered into in this provifional convention, 
forafiniich as the Queen of Hungary cannot admit them, 
and the King of Sardinia on the contrary thinks them 
founded ; and Secondly, That if it ihould be neceffary 
that his faid Majefty Ihould enter, with his forces, into 
any one of theftates above-mentioned, he will not exercife 
in the fame any adt of fovereignty, and will not in any 
wife hinder the Queen of Hungary from continuing to 
exercife them in the manner, that that princefs has done it 
hitherto ; neither will his Majefty exad: any contribution, 
and will content himfelf in the faid cafe with being fur- 
niftied with fuch things as are indifpenfably rcquifite to an 
army ; as for inftance, forage, wood, quarters, carts, 
beds, caferns, and ftraw, the rations whereof Ihall be re- 

fulated upon the foot on which they are ufually allowed to 
. is troops ; as alfo horfes, mules, and oxen, for the ufc 
^f die artiller}^, and victuals,

Af ticle V. 

On the other hand, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary 
declares in the like folemn manner, that it is not her 
meaning, that the abovefaid promifes of his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, nor the execution of them, Ihould pre- 
judice the rights by him pretended to the ftate of Milan, 
nor ever to avail hferfelf of them, fo as to infer from thence 
that the faid rights were no longer fubfifting ; the intention 
of the two high contrading parties being to preferve to 
^ach of th^em their refpedtive rights in their full forge, In 
fuch manner as they may appertain to them, indiepei^- 
dently of the prefent jtonyention. 

Article VI. 

t 

4^d it is likewife in this view, that his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia referves to himfelf exprefly the entire li- 
berty of availing himfelf of his faid rights^ at whatever 
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timr, and by whatever means, either by himfelf fif^yi^ 
or by fucb aHiance as he fliall judge to be moft for Im 
convenience* 

Article VIL

But as his Majefly does not mean to acquire any advan^ 
tage by the faid refervation, and defigns to proceed widi 
all the good faith, which is natural to him, he promi^ 
and engages, in the cafe above-mentioned, not to 2& 
himfelf, nor to permit any prince, with whom he might 
be allied, to a(ft, (which his Majefty will take care to 
ftipulate as a principal condition, in any treaty whatfoever, 
which he might conclude) fooner than after the fpace of 
one month, from the time that he ihall have caufea notice 
to be given by the means of the.general officer, which he 
fliall have at the Queen of Hungary's army ; to the end 
that the commanding officer of tne Auftrian troops^^ bcif^g 
thus put upon his guard, may take fuch meafures ^d re- 
folutions, as he iha^ judge moft for his advantage. 

Article VIII. 

Moreover the King rf Sardinia pfomifes, in that cafe^ 
to make his troops evacuate all the dominions of the Queen 
of Hungar>^, and all the places andpofb, which he fliould 
have taxen poffeffion of during the prefent provifions^ 
agreement, without carrying any tlnng off; to the end 
that the troops of the abovefaid Queen, may, during the 
faid month, retake, freely, and without any hindrance^ 
the pofts which they {hall think proper. 

Article IX. 

The present conveiftion ihall be ratified by the King of 
Sardinia and by the Queen of Hungary, and the adts of 
ratification Ihall be exchanged wthin the terri[i of twenty 
days. ' \ 

Article X. 

During the faid term, the King of Sardinia Ihall not 
undei^ftand hii\ife^f to be obliged to ^aufe hi^* tropps to en-

and if, after the expiration of the faia term, the Queen 
fhould not have fent her ratification, fo that for want of it, 
the prefent convention Ihbuld remain without effed, ne- 
verthelefs the King fliall 4;iot, in that cafe, caufe his troops 
to enter into the above-mentioned ftates, 4uring the term, 
of other ten days, i^ither during that term fliall he give 
any hindrapce to the free return of the Auftrian troops into 
the fame ftates, and into fych pofts as the Queen of Hun* 
gary's generals flxall judge tq he nr.Qft conYenient. 

In witnefe whereof, we the underwritten plenipotentia* 
ries havefigned the prefent convention, &c. at Turin, the 
firftofFebru2try, 1742, 

In confequence of this convention, his Majefty the King 

of Sardinia did immediately join a confiderahle body of his 

troops to thofcvof the faid^ C^een, his Majefty the King of 

- Great-Britain having fent a ftrong iquadron to co-operat<^ 

ifgr the maintenance of the liberti^ pf Italy. 
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In order not to leave fruitkfs fo great expences, and to 
fecure ilill farther, and to accelerate, for the prefent,. the 
entitle execution of fo neceflary and juft a refidution, and 
in order likewife to peri>etuate the effed of it for the times 
to come, their faid Majefties have authorized, and do au- 
thorize their minifters plenipotentiary to make an imme- 
diate regulation of the particulars and q£ the conditions, 
viz. His Majefty the King of • Great-Britain, his privy- 
counfeUor John Lord Carteret, Baron of Hawnes, one of 
his principal fecretaries of ftate, &c. . His Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, ^ the Chevalier. Offorio, Chevalier Grande 
' Croix, and Grand Confervator of the religious and military 
orders of the Saints Maurice and Lazarus^ envoy extraor- 
dinary and minifter plenipotentiary of his faid Majefty to 
His Majefty the King of Great-Britain, And her Majefty 
the Queen of Hungary ^nd Bohemia, the Sieur Ignatius 
John de Wafner, her minifter plenipotentiary to his iaid 
.firitannick Majefty ; who, after having communicated to 
wch pther their refpeitive full powers^ an,^ having ma- 

turely 
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turcly conferred together, have agreed upon the follovm^ 
ajticles* 

Article h 

There fliall be, from the prefent time, and for all times 
to come, between his Majelty the King of GreatTBritain, 
her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and Jiw 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, a clofe friendlhip, and fin- 
cere, perpetual, and inviolable alliance, by virtue of 
which they Ihall be obliged to fupport, defehd, and fuc- 
cour each other reciprocally and conftantly, to be attentive 
to the fecurity each of the other, as to their own, to pro- 
cure all advantages, and to keep off ?ill damage and prc-^ 
judice frona one another to the utn>Qft qf their power. 

Article IL 

To this end the allies engage themfclves afrefli to a moft 
exprefs guaranty of all the kingdoms, ftates, countries, and 
dominions, which they are now in pofleflion of, or ought 
to poffefs by virtue of the treaty of alliance made at Turin 

> in 1703 : Of the treaties of peace of Utrecht and Baden : 
Of the treaty of peace and allianoe, commonly called the 
Quadruple alliance : Of the treaty of padiication and aU 
liance concluded at Vienna the 16th of March, 1731 : Of 
the aft of guaranty given in confequence thereof, and 
pafled into a law of the empire, the nth of January, 
1732 : Of th? a<St of acceffion, figned Ukpwife in confer 
rquence of the faid treaty, at the Hague the 20th of Fe-? 
bruary, 1732 : Of the treaty of peace fign^ at Vieqna, 
the 1 8th ot November, X738 ; and of the acceffion there-r 
to, done and fi^ed at Verfailles the 3d of February, 1739 : 
All which treaties are fully recalled ^d confimied here, 
forafmuch as they may concern the Allies, and as far as 

^ they have nqt derogated frpm them by the pr^ftnt treaty, 

. Article III, 

In conformity to th^ guaranty contained in the foregoing 
article, and to the encTthat no fubjedt pf dilpute may 
remain betwe^eil the two ipoft ferene houfes of Auftria 
fir\d S^voy, his M^efty the Kingof Sardinia^, fpf blmf^lf? his 
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hdirs and iucceflbrs, renounces by name, ind for ever, blit 
Iblely in favour of her JMajefty the Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and of her heirs and fucceffors, to his pretended 
rights upon the Hate of Milan ; which rights, though never 
admitted on the part of the Queen, he had referved to him- 
ielf, by the provifional convention, the liberty of availing 
liimfelf of. And befides, his Majefty the King of Sardi- 
nia engages hinifelf formally and Ijpecially to the guaranty 
of the order of fucceffion eftablilhed in the faid moft fercne 
houie, by the Pragmatick SanAion, in the fame manner as 
it is fet forth in the treaty of pacification and alliance made 
at Vienna the 1 6th of March, 1731, excepting however, 
that his faid Majefty ihall never be obliged to fend fuccours 
out rf Italy. 

Article IV. 

For this purpofe his Majefty the King of Sardinia, who 
has already joined his troops to thofe of the Queen of 
Hungary, and who has already confiderably augmented 
them, fliall continue to concert and execute, jointly with 
her and her generals, all the meafures and operations which 
Ihall be judged the moft effe&ual for keeping oiF and re- 
pelling the mvafion now made, or to be hereafter made, 
againft the dominions of the faid Queen, and for fecuring 
them from all danger, prefent sui9 future, as much as 
poldible. 

Article V. . 

in order to attain this end, and as long as the prefent 
war fhall laft, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary engages 
not only to keiep in Italy the number of troops which flie 
has thfere now, but to augment them to the number of 
30,000 efFeftive men^ as foon as the fituation of affairs in 
Germany will i>ermit it And his Majefty t!he King of 
Sardinia engages to keep and employ the number of 40,000 
foot, and 5000 horfe, comprehending ia it what will be 
neceflary for the garrilbns, and defence of his own domi* 
nions^ 

Article VL 

His Majefty the King of Sj^rdinia {hall have the fupremc 
«omfiGiand of the allied army, .when he fliall be there in 

perfon 
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4)efibn, and he fliall regulate the militar>^ motions and 
operations of it, in concert with her l^ajefty the Queen of 
Hungary, according as the common intereft and occafions 
Ihali require* 

Article VIL 

As lotig lis it ihall be neceffary tbwkrds favourii^ and 
feconding thofe operations, and as long as the daiiger of 
the allies, and of Italy, ihall demand it, his Majefty the 
King of Great-Britain engages to keep in the Mediterranean' 
Sea a ftrong fquadron of Ihips of war, arid bomb veflels, 
and fire-fhips, the admiral and commanders whereof fhall 
.h^ve orders to concert conftantly and regularly with his 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, or with his* generals, and 
with thofe of her Majefty the Queen of Hungary, who 
Ihall be neareft at hand, the moft proper meafures for th€f 
' fervice of the common caufe; 

Article Villi 

Moreovei", and in order to aflift in bearing the eaafao^- 
-fllnary expence wiiich his. Majefty the- Kiag of Sardinia Is^ 
'flttd win be obliged to iupport, for raifing, and catrfing to 
Si&i a muchgregter number of troops than his own reve- 
nues can maihtiia, his Majefty the King of Gareat-Britain 
engages to furnilh to him, for as long as the war;, and the 
bccafion for it Ihall continue, a fubfidy of two hundred 
thoufand pbuiids fterling per annum, to b^ paid every 
three months, and to commence from the ift of February,' 
1742^ New Stjde, being the day upon which the provi- 
iional contention was iigned between the faid King and her 
Majefty the Queerf of Hungary ; and the faid Subfidy 
ihall be pttndtually paid from three ^ months to three 
months in advance; provided however, that what fliall 
haVe been advanced to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, 
before the figiiature of tha prefent treaty^ fliall be reckon- 
ed into it;

In tonfideration of the zfcal, aiid generofity, \Vith which 
his Sardinian Majefty .hais.l)eeR willing to ei^pofc his per- 
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'fi>n, ^nd his dominions, for the piiblick caufe>- and fef 
that of her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, 
^nd of the moft Serene houfe of Auftria in particular, and 
of the elFedual fuccours, which the faid caufe has ah*eady 
received from him ; in coniideration alfo of the burchen- 
ibme engagements of afliftance, and of the perpetual tye 
of guaranty, which he contrads with her, by the prefent 
'alliance, her faid Majefly the Queen of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia, for herfelf, hei* heirs and fucceflbrs, yidds> and 
transfers, from this prefent time and for ever> to his faid 
MaJ^fty the King of Sardinia, his heirs and fucceflbrs, to 
be united to his other dominions, the diftridt of Vige- 
vatio, called th6 Viggvenafco, the part of the dutchy of 
Pavia, which is between the Po and the Thefin, fo that 
the Thefin fliall for the future, by the middle of itsftream, 
fonn the feparation and limit between the refpeftive do- 
minions, from the Lago Maggiore, or greater lake, to 
the place where it falls into the Po, excepting, only the 
ifland formed by the canal over-againft the city of Pavia^ 
which ifland fliall be referved to her Majefl:y the Queen, 
upon thefe conditions, that the King fliall have neverthe- 
iefs the free communication of the river Thefin for the 
paflfage of barks, without their being either fl:opt, vifited, 
or fiibjefted to the payment of any duty, and that the faid 
■ canal fliall never be filled up, and fliall ferve in this placfe 
for a limit* Moreover, that other part of the dutchy. of 
Pavia, called the Pavefe, beyond the Po, Bobbio, and *ft$ 
territory being reckoned into it, thecityofPlaifance, with 
that part of the dutchy of Placentia, which is between the 
Pavefan^ ^ftd as far as the bed of the river Nura, from its 
fouree quite to the Po ; in fuch manner that the middle, 
as well of the Nura as of the Po, do make iii this part the 
limit of the two ftates ; and confequently, that which has 
hitherty belonged to the dutchy of Placentia on the other 
'fide of the Po, do remain feparated from lU 

L^ftlyj That pih of the county of Ah^tra, or of the 
iftate of Milarij whatfbever particular narro may be given 
to it^ which borders • upon the Novarefe, the valley of 
Sefta, the Great Alps ^ and the country of Vallais, extend- 
iag to the Swifs prefcdtures of Val Maggia and Loearno, 
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and along the banks of, and in the Lago Ma^iQrc, id 
the middle of the faid lake, in fuch manner, tliat for the 
future the confines between the dominions of his Majefty 
the King of Sardinia, and tliofe of her Majefty the Queen 
of Hungary, Ihall be continually fixed by a line drawn 
from the borders of the Swifs, in the middle, and all along 
the Lago Ma^ore to the mouth or the Thefin, ^which 
line fhali go from thence along the middle of the. ftream 
' of that river to the place of its falling into the Po^ ex- 
cepting the front of the above-niehtioned ifland before 
Pavia, and fron:> thence go on along the middle of the 
courfe of the Po, to the place where the Nura falls int^ 
the Po, and go up by the middle of the bed of the Nufa. 
quite to its fource, which is oppofite to the country of 
Genoa4 

The abovefaid divifion of the courfe of the rivers fliall 
not prevent the navigation remaining free, as it is to re- 
main to the fubjjcfts of the two fovereighs, in the whole 
breadth o»f the faid rivers, with liberty to pafs upon the 
banks on either fide, for the towing of boats which go lip 
ftream, the faid banks being neverthele^ to appertain^ 
as well with regard to the property^ as in all other relpefts 
to the fovereigns refpedtively, on either fide of the faid 
rivers, who fhall be allowed, each on their own fide, td 
make fuch reparations as they Ihall judge neceflary towards 
flrengthening of them, provided that thofe reparations be 
not prominent, that b to fay, that they may not force the 
ftream of the river againft the Oppofite fide, and that, ori 
che part of the King of Sardinia, it ihall never be lawful^ 
^nder any pretence whatfoever, to make fuch works a^ 
might prevent the free entry of the waters into the canal of 
Navilio, which is on the fide of her Majefty the Queen of

To enjoy the fame in full property and fovereigntyj a^ 
her Majefty the Queen and her predeceflbrs have enjoyed 
them hitherto; which countries her Majefty the Queen 
difmembers for ever from her hereditary dominions^ atui 
from the ftate of Milan, derogating, fot that purpole, asi 
far as ther€ can be oocafion for it/ from every thing that 
might in ahy manner be contrary thereto, faving always 
the direct juriididtiou of the empire*

Article X. 

Bdicles^ as it is of importance to the public caufe, that 
his Majefty the King of Sardinia fliould have an immediate 
communication of his dominions with the fea^ and with 
the maritime powers, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, yields to him all die rights which Ihe may 
have in any manner, and upon any title whatfoever, to 
the town and marquifate of Final, which rights flie yields 
and transfifrs, without any reftridion, to the faid Kin^, 
in th^ fame manner as Ihe does the countries defcribed m 
the foregoing^ article ; in the juft expedtation, that the 
republick ofGenoa will facilitate, as far as fliall be necef- 
fary, a dlfpofition fo indifpenfably requifite f6r the liberty 
and fecurity of Italy, in confideration of the fum, which 
Ihall be found to be due to the faid republick, without his 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, nor her Majefty the Queen 
of Hungary being obliged to centribute to the payment 
of the faid fum, provided always, that the town of Final 
be and remain for ever a free port, as is Leghorn ; and 
that it fliall be allowable for his Majefty the King of 
Sardinia to re-eftablifli there the forts which have been de- 
moliflied^ or to caufe others to be built according as he 
Ihall judge convenient. 

Article XL 

His Majefty the King of Great-Britain, her Majefty the 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, engage themfelves not to make either 
peace or truce, without comprehending therein, in exprefs 
words, all the above-mentioned ceffions, and without fti- 
pulating alio a full reftitution to the King of Sardinia of 
every part of his other dominions, which may have been 
feized or occupied in hatred of his union with the allies ; 
provided, that the King of Sardinia flisdl hold himfelf to 
be from this prefent time indemnified for the revenue which 
might be fo withheld from him, by that of the countries 
yielded and transferred to him by the prefent treaty. 

Article XIL 

In return, his Majefty jthe King of Sardinia fliall reifiaia 

|Brm]y and infeparably united and attached to the interefts 
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and to the caufe of the allies, not only for as long as the 
war may laft in Italy, but to the conctofion of the j^eace in 
Germany, and of die peace between Great-&itain and 
Spain ; and this is ,the principal condition, sind fine qui 
non, of the ceffions made to him above by the 9th and 
I oth articles of this treaty, which ceflions Ihall not receive 
their full and irrevocable force, but from its entire accom- 
plifhment, after which the countries yielded to the faid 
King, fliall be deemed guarantied to him by the allies for 
ever, as his other dominions are. 

Article XIII. 

And as foon as Italy Ihall be delivered from enemies, 
and out of all apparent danger of being arfrelh invaded, 
her Majefty the Queen of Hungary fhall not only be at 
liberty to withdraw part of her troops, but, if (he requires^ 
it, his Majefty the King of Sardinia fhall furnilh her fome 
of his own troops to be employed for the fccurity of her 
Majefty 's dominions in Lombardy, that fo Ihe may be able 
to make ufe of a greater number of her own in Germany, 
in like manner as, at the requifition of the King of Sar- 
dinia, the Queen of Hungary Ihould caufe fome of her 
troops to pafs into the dominions of the faid King, if it 
were neceffary, for defending the paflages thereof, which 
an enemy V army fliould undertake to force, and for deli- 
vering from enemies all the dominions of his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, and freeing tliem from any danger of a 
frelli invafion. , 

Article XIV. x^ 

In any cafe, the allies Ihall not make either peace, or 
truce, or accommodation whatfoever, with the common 
enemy, but in concert, and with the participation and ad- 
vice one of the other, nor without the guaranty of fuch 
powers as Ihould have a iljiare in the pacification, for the 
pofteffipns and acquifitions of the allies, as fet forth in this 
treaty ; and after the conclufion of the peace, the prefent 
alliance ihall equally and unalterably fubfift, as well for 
the fecurity of its execution, as, in general, for the mufiual 
and couftant fecurity of the allies* , 

Article 
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Article XV. 

His Majefty the JCing of Sardinia, and her Majefty the 
Queeh of Hungary and Bohemia, in gratitude for the ge- 
nerous concern of his Britannick Majefty for the publlck 
fecurity, and for theirs, and for that of Italy in particular^ 
do not only cotifirm to the Britilh fubjeds the advantages 
of commerce and navigation, which they enjoy in their 
refpefitive dominions, but promife to fecure them ftill far- 
ther to them, and as far as it fhall be found reafonabl^ 
and pra&icable, by a fpecifick treaty of commerce and 
navigation, whenever his Britannick Majefty Ihall require 
It of them. 

Article XVL 

The Lords the .States-General of the United Provinces 
being already under the fame engagements towards the 
moft ferene Houfe of Auftria, and having the fame intereft 
with his Britannick Majefty in all the objefts of the prefent 
treaty, the allies will jointly invite them to enter into this 
alliance, as a principal contracting party. 

Article XVII. 

The other princes and ftates, who have at heart the 
peace, the liberty, and the fecurity' of Europe, of the 
Empire, and of Italy, and who will be willing to enter 
-into the prefent alliance, Ihall be admitted into it. 

. Article XVIlt 

This treaty of alliance ftiall be ratified by all the allies, 
and the ratifications of it fliall be exchanged within the 
fpice of fix! weeks, or fooner if poffible. 

In witnefs whereof, we the plenipotentiaries above- 
named have figned the prefent treaty with our own hands, 
and have fet our feals with our coats of arms thereunto. 
Done at Worms, this xV ^^Y ^f September, one thoufand 
feven hundred and forty-three.

We having feen and confidered the treaty above- written, 
iave approved and ratified it in all and Angular its articles 
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and claufes, as we do by thde prelents approve and ratify

The Definitive Treaty of Peace and Friendjhipj between bis 
Britannick Majefty, tbe tnoft Chriftian King, and the 
States General of tbe United Provinces. Concluded at 
Aix la Chapdle tbe iStb Day of Odtober N. S. 1748. 

In the Name of the moft holy and undivided Trinity, the 

Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft. 

BE it known to all thofe, whom it ihall or may con- 
cern, in any manner whatfoever. Europe fees the 
day, which tbe Divine Providence had pointed put for the 
re-eftablifliment of its repofe. A general peace fucceeds to 
'jtht Iptg and bloody war, which had arofe between the moft 
lercne and moft potent Prince George IL by the Grace ofl 
God, King of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, Dukeo{| 
Bruofvvick and Lunebourg, Arch-Treafurcr and Eledof 
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of the Holy Roman Empire, &c. and the moft Serene 
and moft potent Princefs Mary Therefia, by the Grace 
of God, Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, &c. Em- 
prefs of the Romans, on the one part ; and the moft Se- 
rene and moft potent Prince Lewis XV. by the Grace of 
God, the moft Chriftian King, on the other ; as alfo be- 
tween the King of Great-Britain, the Emprefs Queen 
of Hungary and Bohemia, and the moft Serene and moft 
potent Prince Charles Emanuel III. by the Grace of God, 
IGng of Sardinia, on the one part, and the moft Serene 
and moft potent Prince Philip V. by the Grace of God, 
King of Spain and the Indies, (of glorious memory) and 
after his deceafe, the moft Serene and moft potent Prince 
Ferdinand VI. by the Grace of God, King of Spain and 
the Indies, on the other; In which war the high and 
mighty Lords the States General of the United Provinces 
of the Low Countries had taken part, as auxiliaries to 
the King of Great-Britain ; and the Emprefs Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia ; and the moft Serene Duke of 
Modena, and the moft Serene Republick of Genoa, as 
auxiliaries to the King of Spain. God, in his mercy, 
made known to all thefe powers,, at the lame time, the 
way which he had decreed for their reconciliation, and for 
the reftoration of tranquility to the people, whom he had 
fubjedted to their government. They fent their minifters 
to Aix la Chapelle, where thofe of the King of Great- 
Britain, his moft Chriftian Majefty, and of the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces, having agreed upon preli- 
minary conditions for a general pacification ; and thofe of 
the Emprefs Queen of Hungjarj" and Bohemia, of his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, of the King of Sardinia, of the Duke 
of Modena, and of the Republick of Genoa, having ac- 
ceded thereunto, a general ceflation of hoftilities, by fea 
and land, happily enfued. In order to compleat, at Aix 
la Chapelle, the great work of a peace, equally ftablc and 
convenient for all parties, the high contradling powers have 
nominated, appointed, and provided with their full 
powers, the moft illuftrious and moft excellent Lords their 
Ambafladors extraordinary, and Minifters Plenipotentiary, 
viz. His Sacred Majefty the King of Great-Britain,. John 
Earl of Sandwich^ Vifcount Hinchinbrook^ Baron Montagu 
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of St. Neots, Peer of England, Firft Lord Conuniffioncr 
of the Admiralty, one of the Ix)rds regents of the king- 
dom, his Minifter Plenipotentiary to the States General of 
the United Provinces, and Sir Thomas Robinfon, Knight 
of the moft honourable order of the Bath, and his • Mi- 
nifter Plenipotentiary to his Majefty the Emperor of the 
Romans, and her Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, 

His Sacred moft Chriftian Majefty, Alphonfo Maria 
Lewis Count de St. Severin of Arragon, Knight of his 
orders, and John Gabriel de la Porte du Theil, Knight 
of the order of our Lady of Mount Cannel, and of St. 
Lazarus of Jerufalem, Counfellor of the King in his coun- 
cils. Secretary of the chamber, and of the cabinet of his 
Majefty, of the orders of the Dauphin, and of Mefdames 
of France. 

Her Sacred Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, Wenceflaus Anthony Count of Kaunitz 
Rittberg, Lord of Effens, StedefdorfT, Wittmund, Auf- 
terlitz, Hungrifchbrod, Wite, &c. aftual intimate Coun- 
fellor of State to their Imperial Majefties. 

His Sacred Catholick Majefty, the Lord E)on James Maf- 
ibne de Lima and Sotto Major, Gentleman of the bed-chamber 
to his Catholick Majefty, and Major General of his Forces. 

His Sacred Majefty the King of Sardinia, Don Jofeph 
Oflbrio, Knight, Grand Croix and Grand Confervator of 
the military order of the Saints Maurice and Lazarus, and 
Envoy extraordinary of his Majefty the King of Sardinia 
to his Majefty the King of Great-Britain ; and Jofeph Borre 
Count Chavanne, his Counfellor of State, and his Minifter 
to the Lords the States General of the United Provinces. 

The High and Mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, William Count Bentinck, Lord of Rhoon 
and Pendrecht, one of tlae Nobles of the Province of Hol-^ 
land and Weft Friefland, Curator of the Univerfity of Ley- 
den, &c. &c. &c. Frederick Henry Baron of Waffcnaer, 
Lord of Catwyck and Zand, one of the Nobles of the 
Province of Holland and Weft Friefland, Hoog-Heemrade 
of Rhynland, &c. Gerard Arnout Haffelaer, Burgo- 
mafter and Counfellor of the city of Amfterdam, Director 
of the Eaft-lndia company ; John Baron of Borfele, Firft 
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Noble and Reprefentative of the nobility in the States, -in 
the counciLand admiralty of Zealand, Diredtor of the Eaft- 
India, company ; Onno Zwier Van Haren, Grietman of 
Weft-Sterlingwerf, Deputy-Counfellor of the Province of 
Friefland, and ComrnvSkty General of all the Svvifs an J 
Griibn troops in the fervice of the aforefaid States General, 
.and reipecftive Deputies in the aflembly of the States Ge- 
neral^ and in the council of State, on the part of the Pro- 
vinces of Holland and Weft Friefland, Zealand, and 
Friefland. 

The moft Serene Duke of Modena, the Sleur Count de 
Monzone, his Counfellor of State, and Colonel in his fer- 
vice, and his Miniftcr Plenipotentiary to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty. 

The moft Serene Republick of Genoa, the Sieur Francis 
Marquis Doria. 

Who, after having communicated dieir full powers to 
each other, in due form, copies whereof are annexed at 
the end of this prefent treaty ; and having conferred on 
the feveral obje<^s, which their Sovereigns have judged 
proper to be inferted in this inftrument of general pacifi- 
cation, have agreed to the feveral articles, which are as' 
follow. 

Article I. 

There fliall be a Chriftian, univerfal and perpetual peace, 
as well by fea as land, and a fincere and lafting friendfliip 
between tlie eight powers above-mentioned, and between 
their heirs and fucceflbrs, kingdoms, ftates, provinces, 
countries, fubjedis and vaflals, of what rank and condition 
foever they may be, without exception of placer or per- 
fons. So that the high contracting powers may have the 
greateft attention to maintain between them and their faid 
uates, and fubjedis, this reciprocal friendfliip and corre- 
fpondence, not permitting any fort of hoftilities to be com- 
mitted, on one fide or the other, on any caufe, or under 
any pretence whatfoever ; and avoiding every thing that 
day, for the future, difturb the union happily re-eftablifli- 
ed between them ; and, on the contrary, endeavouring to 
procure, on all occafions, whatever may contribute to their 
tnutual glory, interefts and advantage, without giving any 
»ffiftai^ or protection, direflily or indirectly, to thofe 
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who would injufe or prejudice any of the contrafting 

parties. 

II. There Ihall be a general oblivion of whatever may have 
been done or committed during the war, now ended. And 
all perfons, upon the day of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of all the parties, Ihall be maintained or re-eftabliihed 
m the poiTeffion of all the efieds, dignities, ecclefiaftical 
benefices, hpnaurs, revenues, which they enjoyed, or 
ought to hdvc enjoyed, at the commencement of the war, 
notwithflanding all difpofleiSons, feizures, or confifcations^ 
occafioned by the faid wan 

III. The treaties of Weftphalia of 1648 ; thofe of Madrid, 
between the crowns of England and Spain, of 1 66 7, and 
1670 J the treaties of peace of Nimegen of 1678, and 
1679 ; of Ryfwick of 1697 ; of Utrecht of 1713 ; of 
Baden of 17 14; the treaty of the Triple Alliance of the 
Hague of 1 7 1 7 ; that of the Quadruple Alliance of Lon- 
don of 1 7 1 8 ; and the treaty of peace of Vienna of 1 73 8^ 
ferve as a bafis and foundation to the general peac;e, and to 
the prefent treaty; and, for this purpofe, they are re- 
newed and confirmed in the beft form, and as if they were 
herein inferted, word for word ; fo that they tiall be 
pundlually obferved for the future in all their tenotir, and 
religioufly executed on the one fide and the other ; (ubh 
points however, as have been derogated from in the pre^ 
fent trecty, excepted. 

IV. All th3 prifonen made on the one fide and the other, 
as well by lea as by land, and the hoftages required or given 
during the war, and to this day, Ihall be reftored, with- 
out ranfcm, in fix weeks at lateft, to be reckoned from the 
exchange of the ratification of the prefent treaty ; and it 
Ihall be immediately proceeded upon after that exchange : 
And all the fliips of war, as well as merchant veflTels^ that 
ihall have been taken fince the expiration of the terms 
agreed upon for the ceflation of holHlities at fea, ihall be, 
in like manner, faithfully reilored, with all their equipages 
and cargoes ; and fureties ihall be given on all fides for 
payment of the debts, which the prifoners or hoftages may 
have contraded in the ftates, where they had been de- 
tained, until their full difcharge, 
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V. All die conquefts, that have been made fince the com- 
mencement of the war, or which, fince the conclufion of 
fhe preliminary articles, figned the 30th of April laft, may 
have been or Ihall be made, either in Europe, or the Eaft 
or Weft-Indies, or in any other part of the world what- 
Ibever, being to be reftored without exception, in confor- 
mity to what was ftipulated by the faid preliminary articles, 
and by the declarations fince figned ; the high contrading 
parties engage to give orders immediately for proceeding 
to that reftitution, as well as to the putting the moft fe* 
rene Infant Don Philip in poffeflSion of the ftates, which* 
arc to be yielded to him by virtue of the faid preliminaries, 
the laid parties folemnly renouncing, as well for thcm- 
felves as tor their heirs and fucceflbrs^ all rights and claims, 
by what title or pretence foever, to all the ftates, countries 
and places, that they rcii>eftively engage to reftore or yield ; 
faving, however, the reverfion ftipulated of the States 
yielded to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip. 

VI. It is fettled and j^reed, thfat all the refpedive rcftitu- 
tions and ceflions in Europe fhall be entirely made and ex- 
ecuted on all fides in the fpace of fix weeks, or fooner 
if poffible, to be reckoned from the day of the exchange 
of the ratifications of the prefent treaty of all the eight par- 
ties above-mentioned ; fo that, within the fame term of fix 
weeks, the moft Chriftian King fliall reftore', as well to 
the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, as. to the 
States General of the United Provinces, all the conquefts 
tvhich he has made upon them during this war. 

The Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia fliall be 
put, in conlequence hereof, in full and peaceable pq{* 
leffion of all that flie poflefled before the prefent war in the 
Low Countries, and elfewhere, except what is otherwife 
regulated by the prefent treaty. 

In the fame time the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces fliall be put in full and peaceable poC- 
feffion, and fijch as they had before the prefent war, of 
the {daces of Bergen-op-Zoom and Maeftricht, and of all 
they poflfefled before the faid prefent war in Dutch Flan* 
ders, Dutch Brabant, and elfewhere : 

And the towns and places in the Low Countries, the fo- 
Vcreignty of which belongs to the Emprefs Queen of 
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Hungary and Bohemia, in which their Hig^ KG^ti- 
nefles have the /ight of garrifon, fhall be evacuated to the 
troops of the flepublick, within the fame Ipacc of time. 

The Kii)g of Sardinia Ihali be in like manner, and 
within the tiime time, entirely re-eftabliihed and maiutained 
in the Durchy of Savoy, and in the county of Nice, as 
well as in all the ftates, countries, places and forts con-^ 
quered, ^and taken from him on occafion of the prefent 
war. 

The moft ferene Duke of Modena, and the moft ferene 
Republick of Genoa, fhall be alfo, within the iamc time^ 
entirely re-eftablilhed and maintained in the ftates, coun- 
tries, places, and forts conquered and taken from them du- 
ring the prefent wilr, conformably to the tenour of the 
13th and 14th articles of this treaty, which relate to 
them. 

All the reftitutions and ceffions of the faid towns, forts 
and places, fhall be made, with all the artillery and war- 
like ftores, that were found there on the day of their 
furrender, during the courfe of the war, by the powers 
Tv4io are to make the faid ceffions and reftitutions, and this 
according to the inventories which have been made of them, 
or which fhall he delivered bona fide, on each fide. Pro- 
vided that, as to the pieces of artillery, that have been re- 
moved eliewhere to be new eaft, or for other ufcs, they 
Ihall be replaced by the fame number of the fame bore, or 
weight in metal. Provided alfo, that the plages of Char- 
kroy, Mons, Athe, Oudenarde, and Menin, the out- 
works of which have been demoliflied, fhall be reftored 
without artillery. Nothing Ihall be demanded for the 
charges and expences employed in the fortifications of 
all me other places; nor for other publick or private 
works, which have been done in the countries that are to 
be reftored. 

Vn. In confideration of the reftitutions that his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and his Catholick Majefty make, by the 
prefent treaty, either tcr her Majefty the Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, or to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, the 
duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla fliall, for the 
future, belopg to the moft ferine Infant Don Philip, to 
be pofleflcd by him and his male defcendants, born in 
3 laAvful 
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law&l marriage, in the fame intijner, and in the fame 
extent, as they have been, or ought ta be, poffefled by 
the prefent poffeflbrs ; and the faid moft ferene Infant, or 
hi^ male defcendants, Ihall enjoy the faid three duchies, 
conformably and under the conditions exprefled in the 
a<9ts of ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary an4 
Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia* 

Thefe a(9:s of cefBon or the Emprefs Queen of Hun<^ 
gary and Bohemia, and of the King of Samioia, fhall be 
delivered, together with their ratifications of the preieDi: 
treaty, to the An^baffador extraordinary apd plenipotentiary 
of the Catholick King, in like manner as the ambafladon 
extraordinary and plenipotentiaries of the moft Chriftian 
King and Catholick King, fliall deliver, with die ratifica* 
tions of their Majefties, to the ambaifador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the King of Sardinia, the orders to the 
generals of the French and Spaniih troops to reftore Savoy 
and the county of Nice to the perfons appointed by that 
Prince to receive them ; fo that the reftitution of the feid 
ftates, and the taking poffdfion of the duchies of Parma^ 
Placentia, and Guaftalla, by or in the name of the moft 
ferene Infant Don Philip, may be effeded within the lame 
time, conformably to the afts of ceffion, the tenor whereof 
follows. 

WE Mary Therefia, &c. make known by thefe pre* 
fents': Whereas, in order to put an end to the fetal 
war, certain preliminary articles were agreed upon the, 
30th of April of this year, between the minifters pleni- 
potentiaries of the moft ferene and moft potent Prince 
Geotge IL King of Great-Britain, and the moft ferene and 
moft potent Prince Lewis XV. the moft Chriftian King, 
and their high Mightinefles the States General of the Uni- 
ted Provinces, which have been fince ratified by all the 
powers concerned* The tenor of the 4th article whereof 
IS conceived in the following manner. / 

The duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla Ihall 
he yielded to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip to /ervc 
him, as an eftablifliment, with the right of reverfion tof- 
the prefent poffeflbr*, after that his Majefty the King of 
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the Two Sicilies fliall have fucceeded to the Crown of 
Spain; as alio in cafe the faid moft ierene Infant Doii 
Philip fliould happen to die without children. 

And whereas a definitive treaty of peace having fincc 
been concluded, the feveral points relating to this afiair, 
have been, by virtue of the articles thereof, explained by 
the cpmmon confent of the parties concerned, in the fol- 
lowing manner. 

In confideration of the reftitutions, that his moft Chriitian 
Majefty and his Catholick Majefty make, by the prefent 
treaty, either to her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, or to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, the 
duchies of Parma, Placenda, and Guaftalla Ihall, for the 
future, belong to die moft ferene Infant Don Philip, to 
be poflefTed by him, and his male defendants bom in 
lawful marriage, in the fame manner, and in the fame ex- 
tent, as they have been or ought to be poflefled by the 
prefent pofieflbrs ; and the laid moft ferene Infent, or his 
male defcendants, fliall enjoy the faid three duchies, con- 
formably and under the conditions exprefled in the afls of 
ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, 
and of the King of Sardinia. 

Thele ads of ceiEon of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia, Ihall be deli- 
vered, together with their ratifications of the prefent treat)^,. 
to the ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotentiary of the 
Catholidc King, in like manner as the ambafiadors ex- 
traordinai^, and plenipotentiaries of the moft Chriftian 
King and Catholick King Ihall deliver, with the ratifica- 
tions of their Majefties, to the ambaflfadors extraordinary 
and plenipotentiaries of the King of Sardinia, the orders to 
the Generals of th^ French and Spanifti troops to reftore 
Savoy and the county of Nice, to the perfons appointed 
by that Prince to receive them ; fo that the reftitution of 
the faid ftates, and the taking pofleffion of the duchies of 
Parma, Placentia, and Guaflalla, by or in the name of 
the moft ferene Infant Don Philip, may be cflTefted in the 
fame time, conformably to the faid ads of ceffion. 

Wherefore, in order to fulfil thofe things, to which ^^e 
have bound ourfelves by the articles before inferted, and in 
the firm hope, that the moft Chriftian and Catholick Kings, 

and 
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^nd the future pofleiTor of the aforefaid three duchies, and 
his male ddcend^ts will, on their part, bona fide, and 
punAually, fulfil the tenor of the articles above-mentioned^ 
and will liewife reftore to us, within the fame time, the flates 
and places which are to be reflored to us, in'confequence of 
the iecond and eighteenth articles of the (ame preliminaries, 
vrc do yield and renounce, for us and our fucceffors, under 
the conditions cxprefled in the above-mentioned articles, all 
tights, claims, and pretenfions to us under any title or caufe 
wnatfoever belonging, upon the aforefaid three duchies of 
Parma, Placentia, and Guaflalla, fomierly poflfefled by 
us; and to transfer'the lame rights, claims and pretenfions, 
in the beft and moft folemn manner poffible, to the i!noft 
ferene Don Philip Infant of Spain, and bis male defcen- 
dants, to be bora in lawful marriage, ablblving all the in- 
habitants of the faid duchies from the allegiance and oath, 
which they have taken to us, who fhall be obliged, for the 
future, to pay the fame allegiance to thofe to whom we 
have yielded our rights ; all which however is to be under- 
ftood only for that fpace of time, that either the faid moft 
lerene Infant Don Philip, or one of his defcendants, fhall 
not have aicepded either the throne of the Two Sicilies, or 
of Spain ; for at that time, and in cafe the aforefaid In- 
fant ihould die without male defcendants, we exprefly re- 
fervc to ourfelvcs, our heirs and fuccefibrs, all rights, 
claims and pretenfions, which have heretofore belonged to 
us, and confequently the right of reverfion to the faid 
duchies. In witnefs whereof7 &c. 

The dcfire we have 
to contribute, on our part, to the moft fpeedy re- 
eftabliflunent of the publick tranquilitjr, which lately in- 
duced us to accede to the preliminary articles, figned the 
30th of April kft between the niinifter of his Britannick 
Majefty, his moft Chriftian Majefty, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, which we did, on 
the 31ft of May laft, by our plenipotentiary, accordingly 
accede to, inducing us now to accompUfh as much as is to 
be performed, on our part, in purluancc of them ; and 
particularly for the execution of what is contained in the 
fourth article of the faid preliminaries, by virtue whereof 

the 
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ibe duchies of Parma^ P}acGiiti% dfid Gliaftatta^ 9lie to be 
yielded to the moft ferene Prince Doa Philip, Maftt <rf 
Spain, to hold^ as an eftablifluaent^ with the ri^t of re- 
Verfion to the prefent poifeflbn, 2b foon as his A^jeftjr the 
Kit^ of tlie two Sicilies fhiU hav^ fucceeded to the crows 
of %)ain, or that the iaid infant ihould hapi^n to die 
without iffue male ; we, in conformity thereto^ do, by the 
preient adr, renounce, yield, and transfer, for ourielves 
and our fucceilbrs, to the aforefaid moit ferene Infant I>on 
Philip, and to his male ifTue, aBd their deicendaat^ bom 
m lawful marriage, the town of Placcntia, and the Plai- 
fitntine, (whereof we were poffeflfed) to be held and pctf- 
iefied by him as Duke of Placentia ; renouncing to thb 
end all rights, claims, and piretcnfions, which we have 
upon them ; referving, however, exprefly to us,, and our 
fiiccefTofs, the r'^ht rf reverfion, in the cafes aboye-tfieft- 
tbned. 

In wknefe whereof, &c. 

VIH. In order to fecure and efFeftuate the faid reftt- 
tutions and ceffions, it k agreed, that they fhallbc wi- 
dely executed and accompHfhed on aU fidesy in^£urope, 
within the term of fix weeks, or fooncr, if pofSblc, . to be 
reckoned from die day of the exchange of the ratificadons 
of all the eight powers ; it being provided, that in fifteen 
days^ after the figning of the prefent treaty, the Generals, 
or other perfons, whom die. high' contra^ing parties fhaU 
think proper to appoint for that purpofe, Ihall meet at 
Bnaflcls and at Nice, to concert. and agree oh the method 
of proceeding to the reftlmtions, and of putting the parties 
in poiTeflion, in a manner equ^Iy convenient for.the good 
of the troops, the inhabitants, and the refpediivc countries ; 
but fo that all and each of the high contradtiog powers 
may be agreeable to their intentions, aend to thq engage* 
ments contradted by the prefent treaty, in full and peace- 
able poffeffion, without any exception, of ali that is to be 
acquired to them, either by reftitution or ccffion, within 
the feid term of fix weeks, or fooncr if polSble, after the 
exchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty bj^ ail the 
faid eight powers.

IX. In conllderation that, notwithftanding the recip^rocal • 
cBgagement taken by the 1 8th article of the preliminaries,' 
importing, that all the reftitutions and celEoM (hotild be 
earned on equally, and Ihould be executed at the firnic 
time, his moft Chriftian Majefty eng^es, by the 6th ar- 
tide of the prefent treaty, to reftore, within the fpace of 
fix wceks^ or fooner if poffible, to be reckoned from the. 
day of Ae dJtchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty^ 
all the conquefts which he has made in the Low Countries; 
whereas it is not poffible, confidering the diftance of (he 
countries, that what relates to America Ihould be efieftcdf * 
within the fame time, or even to fix the time of its entircr 
execution ; his Britannick Majefty likewife engages on his 
part to fend to his moft Chriftian Majefty, immediately 
after the exchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty^ 
two perfotss of snk and confideration, who Ihall remain 
there as hofts^es, till there Ihall be received a certain and ' 
authentick account of the r^ftitution of Jfle Royal called 
Cape Breton, and of all the conquefts which the arms ot 
fubjedts of^is Britannick Majefty may have made before, 
or after the figning of the preliminaries, in the Eaft aiid 
Weft-Indies. 

Their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majcfties oblige 
themfelves likewife to caufe to be delivered, upon the ex- 
, change of the ratifications of the prefent treaty, the dupli-- 
. cates of the orders addreffed to the commiflaries appointed 
to reftore, and receive, refpedively, whatever may havij 
been conquered, on either fide, in the faid Eaft and Weft:- 
Indies, agreeably to the 2d article of the preliminaries, 
alid to the declarations of the 21ft and ^ift of May, and 
the 8th of July laft, in regard to what concerns the faid 
conquefts in the Eaft and Weft-Indies. Provided never- 
thelefs, that Me Pioyal, called Cape Breton, fliall bt 
rcftored with all the artillery and warlike ftores, which 
(hall have been found therein on the day of its furrender, 
conformably to the inventories, which have been made 
thereof, and in the condition that the faid place was in, 
on the faid day of its furrender. As to the other reftim- 
tions, they fliaH take place conformably to the meaning of 
the fecond article of the preliminaries, and of the decla- 
rations and convention of the 21ft and 31ft of May, and

die 8th of July laft, in the condition in which things were 
on the nth of June, N.S. in the Weft-Indies, and on die 
31ft of Odtober, alfo N. S. in the E^-Indies, And 
every thing befides Ihall be re-eftablifhed on the foot that 
they were or ought to be before the prefent war. 

The fsud refpcdivc commiflaries, as well thofe for the 
Weft, as thofe for the Eaft-Indies, Ihall be ready to fet 
out on the firft advice that their Britannick and moft Chrif- 
tian Majefties fhall receive of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions, furniihed with all the neceflary inftru&ions, c(Hn- 
'Qiiffions, powers, and orders, for the nioft expeditious ac- 
cc»nplifliment of their iaid Majefties intentions, and of the 
cnmgements taken by the prefent treaty. 

A. The ordinary revenues of the countries that are to 
be refpedtively teftored or yielded, and the itnpofitions^ 
laid upon thofe countries for the entertainpient and winter 
quardars of the troops, fliall belcmg to the powers that are 
in pofleffion of them, till the day of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the prefent treaty, without, however, its 
being permitted to proceed to any kind of execution, pro- 
vided fufEcient fecurity has been given for the payment ; 
it bdng always to be underftood, that the forage and uten- 
fils for the troops Ihall be furniihed till the evacuations ; 
in confequence of which, all the powars prcwnife and en- 
gage not to demand or exadt impofitions and contributicms 
which they may have laid upon the countries, towns, and 
places that they have poffelied during the courfc of -the 
war, and which had not been paid at the time that the 
events of the faid war had obliged them to abandon the 
Md countries, towns, and places ; all pretenfions of this 
nature being made void by the prefent treaty. 

XL AH the papers, letters, documents, and archives, 
which were in the countries, eftates, towns and places 
which are reftored, and thofe belonging to the countries 
yielded, Ihall be refpedively, and bona fide, delivered or 
given up at the. fame time, if poflible, as polSefiion fliall 
be taken, or at fartheft two months after the exchange of 
the ratifications of the prefent treaty of all the eight parties, 
in whatever places the faid papers or documents may be, 
^ namely, thofe which may have been removed from the 
?r<;hive of the great council of Mechlin. 

XL His 
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XII • His Majefty the King of Sardinia fliall remain in 
poffeflion of all that he antiently and newly enjoyed, and 
particularly of the acquifition which he made in the year 
1743, of the Vigevanafqne, a part of the Pavefan, and the 
county of Anghiera, in the manner as this prince now pof- 
fefles them, by virtue of the ceffions that have been made 
of them to him, 

XIII. The raoft ferene Duke of Modena, by virtue as 
well of the prefent treaty, as of his rights, prerogatives, 
and dignities, (hall take poflfefEon fix weeks, or (boner if 
poflible, after the exchange of the ratifications of the faid 
treaty, of all his ftates, places, forts, countries, effedrs, 
and revenues, and, in general of ajl that he enjoyed before 
the war. 

At the fame time Ihall be likewife reftored to him, his 

archives, dpcuments, writings, and moveables of what 

nature foever they may be, as alfo the artiller}', and warlike 

ftores, which fliall have been found in his countries, at 

the time of their being feized. As to what Ihall be wantr 

ing, or fliall have been converted into another form, the 

juft value of the things fo taken away, and which are to 

be reftored, fliall be paid in ready money ; which money, 

as well as the equivalent for the fiefs, which the moft fe? 

rene Duke of Modena poffeffed in Hungary, if they ar? 

not reftored to him, fliall be fettled and adjufted by the 

refpeftive generals pr commiflTaries, who, according to the 

8th article of the prefent treaty, are to aflemble at Nice in 

fifteen days after the fignature, in order to agree upon the 

means for executing the reciprocal reftitutions and putting 

in poffeflion, fo that at the fame time, and on the fame 

day as the moft ferene Duke of Modena ihall take pofleffion 

of all his ftates, he may likewife enter into the enjoyment 

either of his fiefs in Hungary, or of the faid equivalent^ 

and receive the value of fuch things as cannot be reftored 

to him.

XIV. The moft ferene Republick of Genoa, as well by 
vir^e of the prefent treaty, as of its rights, prerogatives, 
and dignities, fliall re-enter into the poileffion> fix weeks.

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or fooner if poffible^ after the exchange of the ratification 
of the faid treaty, of all the ftatcs, forts, places, countries, ef-. 
fedts, of what nature foever they may be, rents and revenues, 
that it enjoyed before the war ; particularly, all and every 
one of the members and fubjedks of the faid republick Ihall, 
within the aforefaid terni, after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations of the prefent treaty, re-enter into the poiieiiion| 
' enjoyment, and liberty of difpofmg of all the funds, which 
they had in the bank of Vienna in Auftria, in Bohemia, 
or in any other part whatfoever of the ftates of the Emprefs 
Oueen of Hungary ai^d Bohemia, and of thofe of the King 
ofSardinia ; and the intereft Ihall be exadtly and regularly 
paid them, to be reckoned from the faid day of me ejCr 
change of the ratifications of the prefent treaty. 

XV. It h^ been fettled and agreed upon between the 
eight high contradtihg parties, that for the advantage and : I 
maintenance of the peace in general, and for the tranqui- 
lity of Italy iu particylar, all things Ihall remain there in 
the condition they were in before the war ; faving, and 
after, the execution of the difpofitions made by the prefent 
treaty. 

XVL The treaty of th^ Affiento for the trade of Ne- 
groes, figned at Madrid on the 26th of March, 1713, and 
the article of the annual ihip, making part of the laid 
treaty, ^re particularly confirmed by the prefent treaty, 
for the four years during which the enjoyment thereof has 
been interrupted, fince the commencement of the prefent 
war, and ihall be executed on, the fame footing, and under 
the fame conditions," as they have or ought to have been 
executed before the faid war. 

XVIL Dunkirl^ fhall renlain fortified cm the fide of the 
land, in the lame condition as it is at prefent; and as to 
the fide of the fea, it ihall remain on the footing of former 
treaties. 

XVIIL The depiands of money thajt his Britannick 
Majefty has, as El^ftor of Hanover, upon the crown of 
Spain ; the differences relating to the abbey of St, Hubert; 
the enclaves of Hainault, ana the bureaux newly eilablifli. 
ed in the Low Countries ; the pretenfions of the Eleftor - 
Palatine ; and the other articles^ , which could not be regu. 
Jated, fo as to enter into the prefent treaty^ fhall be ami^ 

cably 
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cably adjufted immediately by the commiffaries appointed ^ 
for that purpofe, on bqth fides, or othcrwife, as fliall be 
agreed on by the powers concerned. 

XIX. The 5th article of the treaty of the Quadruple 
Alliance, concluded at London the ad of Auguft, 1 7 1 8 ; 
containing the guaranty of the fucceflion to the kingdom 
of Great-Britain in the houfe of his Britannick Majefty 
now reigning, and by which every thing has been provid- 
ed for, that can relate to the perfon who has taken the 
title of King of Great-Britain, and to his defcendants of 
both fexes, is exprefly confiniied and renewed by the pre- 
fent article; as if it was here inferted in its full extent, 

XX. His Britannick Majefty, as Eledor of Brunfwick 
Lunebourg, as well for himfelf, as for his heirs and fuc- 
ceflxH^, and all the ftates and pofleffions of his faid Ma- 
jefty in Geraiany, are included and guarantied by the pre- 
fent treaty of peace. 

XXI. All the powers interefted in the prefent treaty, 
who have gu^antie^ the Pragmatick Sanation of the 1 9th 
of April 17 13, for the whole inheritance of the late Em- 
peror Charles VL in favour of his daughter the Emprefe 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, now reigning, and of 
her defcendants fpr ever, accorciing to die order eftablifhed 
by the faid Pragmatick Sand:ion, renew it in the beft 
manner poffible ; except, however, the ceffions already 
made, either by the l^id Emperor, or the (aid Princels, 
and thofe ftipulated by the prefent treat}^ 

XXII. The dutchy of Silefia, and the county of Glatz, 
^ hi^ Pruffian Majefty now poffeffes them, are guarantied 
to that Prince by all the powers, parties and contra<ftor$ 
p{ the prefent treaty. 

XXII|. AH the powers contrafting and interefted in the 
prefent treaty, reciprocally and refpeftively guaranty the 
i^cecution thereof, 

XXIV. The fplemn ratifications of the prefent treat)'-, 
expedited in good and jiue form, ftiall be exchanged iii 
this city of Aix h Chapelle, • between all the eight parties, 
widiin the fpace of one month, or fooner if poffible, to be 
reckoned from the day of its fignature. 

In witnefs whereof, we the under- written their Ambafl^- 
dors Extraordinary andMinifters Plenipotentiaries, hav^j 
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figned wth our hands, in their name, and by virtue of 
our full powers; the prefent treaty of peace, and have 
caufed the feals of our arms to be put thereto.

TH E States General of the United Provinces of tlic 
Netherlands. To all thofe, who fl\all fee thefe 
prefents, greeting. Whereas we defire nothing more ar- 
dently, than to fee the war, with which Chriftendom h at 
prefcnt afflided, terminated by a good peace, and the city 
of Aix la Chapelle has been agreed upon for the place of 
the conferences ; We, by the fame defire of putting a ftop, 
as far as ihall be in us, to the defolation of fo many pro- 
vinces, and to the effufion of fo much Chriftian blood, 
have been willing to contribute thereto all that depends 
upon us ; and, to this end, to depute to the faid aflembly 
fome peribns out of our own body, who have given feveral 
proofs of the knowledge and experience whioi they have 
of public affairs, as well as of the affedion which they 
have for the good of our ftate.

fhall happen b<?tween Muflelmeh in England, or in any of the 
Englifh dominions, by^which hurt may enfue, the lame tp 
be heard before one Chriflian and one MufTelman, and to 
be determined according to the laws of Great-Britain. 

X. If it fhall happen that this peace by any means, 
fhall be broke, the Conful, and all other Englifh, fhall 
have fix n^onths time tp remove^emfelvcs with their fa- 
milies and e|Fedt$ to any place they pleafe without inter- 
ruption ; apd that all debts owing to them fhall be juflily 
j)aid to them. • ^ 

XL If any Eiaglifh in the Emperor^s dominions, or the 
Emperor's Tubjefts in' the Englifh dominions, fhafl mali- 
ciqufly endeavour to break the peace, fuch of them whq

fliall be proved fo to intend, Ihall by each power be pu« 
qiflied for fuch offence, each power to take cognizance of 
their own fubjeifts. 

XII. If any of the Eniperor's fubjeds Ihall purchafe 
any commodity in the Englifh dominions^ they fball not 
be impofed on in price, biit pay the fame as is fold to the. 
Englifli, ' 

- XIII. That not any of the Spaniih, whether captains, 
failors, or other perfpns under the Englilh government in 
^Gibraltar or Port Mahon, Ihall be taken or molelted, faU- . 
ing under Engliih colours withf paffports, 

XIV. That no excufe be made, or ignorance pretend- * 
ed, ^pf this peace, the fame Ihall be publilhed and declared 
to all the fvibjefts of each power, which declaration Ihall 
be figned by each power, and kept by them to prevent 
/difputes. 

XV, If any men of war fliall be on the Emperor's coafts, 
that are enemies to the Englifli, and any Engliih men of 
war, or other Englifh fliips, Ihall happen to be or arrive 
there alfo, that they fliall not in any manner be hurt or 
engaged by their enemy ; and when fuch Englifli Ihips 
fliajl fail, their enemies fliips fliall not fet fail under forty- 
hours afterwards. And if after the conclufion of this peace, 
any fliips Ihall happen to be taken by either powers within 
fix months after J:he proclamation of the peace, that the 
f^me, with the people and efFedls, fliall be refl:ored. Made 
pd declared - in the prefence of the Emperor's fervant 
Ahammed Baflia, fon' pf AUi, fon of Abdula, by the 
authority given to him by the Emperor. Dated, this 23d 
pf Januar)', in the year 172 1, Englifli ftile. Wrote and 
given to Charles Stewart, Efq; the Englifli ambaflador,' in 
the feventh year of the reign of pur lag^^ royal father King 
George the Firft, 

WE having feen and confidere4 fhe above- written 
treaty, with the additional articles, have approved, 
ratified, and confirmeid the fame, in all and Angular their 
^laufes, as by thefe prefents we do approve, ratify, and 
pnfinn the fame, for us, our heirs, and fucceflbrs, en- 
gaging and promifing op our royal word, facredly and in- 
violably to perform and pbferve ail and Angular their con-? 

I tents. 
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tents, and never to fuffer, as far as in us lies, any pcrfon 
to violate the fame, or in any manner to adt contrary 
thereto, vln witnefs whereof we have caufed pur great: 
feal of Great-Britain to be affixed to thefe prefents, figned 
with our royal hand. Given at our Court at Kenfington 
the Thirty-firft'day of July, in the year of our Lord, 1751X

Article I, 

IN the firft place it is agreed and concluded. That from 
this time forward, for*ever, there Ihall be a true and ip^ 
violable peace, between the moll Serene King of Greats 
Britain, and the moft ilkiftyious Lords and Governors of 
the city and kingdom of Tript)li in Barbary ; and between 
all the dominions and fubjeas of either fide ; and if the 
Ihips and fubjeds of either patty, fhall happen to meet 
upon the feas, or elfewhere, they Ihall hot moleft each 
other, but Ihall Ihew all poffible refpefl: and friendihip. 

IL That all merchant Ihips belonp-ins: to the domiaions 
ot Great-Britain, ' and trading to the city, or any part of 
the kingdom of Tripoli, ihall pay nq more than Three 

ner 
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per Cent, cuftom, for all kinds of goods they fliall fell \ 
and for fuch as they fliall ngt fell, they fliall be permitted 
freely to embark it again on boar4 their fliips, without 
paying any fort of duty whatfoever, and fliall depart with- 
put any hindrance or moleftation. 

III. That all A^ips and other veflels, as well thofe be- 
longing to the faid King of Great-Britain, * or to any of 
his Majefty -s fubjed:s, as thofe belonging to the kingdom 
or people of Tripoli, fliall freely pafs the feas, and tmifick; 
•where they pleafe, without any fearch, hinderance or mo- 
lefl:atipn from each other : And that all perfons or paf« 
fengers, of what country foever ; and all monies, goods, 
merchandizes, and moveables, to whatfoever people or 
nation belonging, being on board of any the laid fliips .or 
yeflels, fliall be wholly free, and fliall not be. flopped, 
jaken or plundered from either party. 

IV. The Tripoli fliips of war, or ^ny other veflels there- 
unto belonging, meeting with any merchant fliips, or other 
veflels of the King of Great-Britain's fubjeds not being in 
any of the feas appertaining to any of his Majefty^s do- 
minions) may fend on board, one Angle boat^ with two 
fitters, befides the ordinary crew of rowers ; and no more 
but the two fitters to enter any of the faid merchant fliips, 
or any other veflels, without the exprefs leave of the com- 
mander of every fuch fliip or veflel ; and then, upon pro- 
iducing unto then^ a pafs under the hand and feal of the 
Lord High Admiral of England, ' the faid boat fliall pre- 
fently depart, and the merchant fliip or fliips, veflel or 
veflels, fliall proceed freely on her or their voyage ; And 
although the commander or cpmipanders of die faid mer- 
chant ftiip or fliips, veflel or veflels, produce no pafs from 
the Lord High Admiral of England, yet if the major part 
of the ihip's or yeflel's company be fubjedts to the faid King> 
of Great-Britain, the faid boat fliall prefently depart, and 
the merchant Ihip or fliips, veflel or veflels, fliall proceed 
Ireely on her or their voyage ; And any of the faid fliips of 
war, or other veflels of his faid Majefty, meeting with 
any fliip or fliips, veflel or veflels, l?elonging to Tri- 
poli, if the commander of any fuch fliip or fliips, veflel 
jDr veflels, fliall produce a pafs, figncd by the chief go- 
y ernprs of Tripoli, and a certificate from the Englifli Con- 

ful 
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{u\ living there ; or if they have no fuch pafs or certificate^^ 
yet if the major part of their Ihip's company *or companies 
be Turks, Moors or Slaves belonging to Tripoli, then the 
faid Tripoli Ihip pr fhips^ vellel or v^flelSj^ Ihall proceed 
freely. 

V, That no commander, or other perfon, of any Ihip 
or veffel of Tripoli, Ihall take out of any Ihip or veffel of 
his faid Majefty's fiibjefts, any perfon or perfons what- 
foever, to carry them any where to be examined, or upoq 
any other pretence, por Ihall ufe any torturie or violence 
unto any perfon of what nation or quality foever, being 
on board any fliip or veflel qf his Majefty's fubje<5b, ypon 
any pretence whatfoever. 

VL That no fliipwreck belonging to the faid King of 
Great-Britain, or to any of his Majefty*s fubjefts, upon 
any part of the coafts belonging to Tripoli, Ihall be made 
or become prize ; aiid that neither the goods thereof Ihall 
be feized, nor the men' made flaves ; but that all the fub- 
jed:s of Tripoli ihall' do their beft endeavours to.fave t|ie 
feid men and their goods. 

VII. That no fliip, or any. other veffel of Tripoli, ihall 
have 'permiffion to be delivered up, pr to go to any ^ other 
place in enmity with the faid King of Great-Britain, to 
be made ufe of as Corfairs at fea againil his fajd Majefty^s 
fubjefts. . 

VIIL That if any ihip or veiTel of Tunis, Algier, Tcr 
tuan, or Sally, or any other place, being in war with the 
faid King of GreatrBritain, bring any ihips or vclTels, men 
or goods; belonging to his faid Maj^ily's fubjefts, to Tri- 
poli,* or to any port or place in that kingdom, the go- 
vernors there ihall not permit them to be fold within the 
territories of Tripoli, liko as it agreed at Algiers. 

IX» That if any fubjecft of the King qf Great-Britain 
happens to die in Tripoli, or its territories, hisi goods or. 
money ihall not be feized by the governors, or any minir 
fters of Tripoli, but ihall all remain wi^Ji th^ Engliih 
Conful. 

X. That neither the Engliih Conful, nor any other 
iubjedt of the faid King of Great-Britain, ihall be bound 
to pay the debts of any other of his Majeily's fubjedls, 
unleis they become furety fdr the fame by a'publick adk. 
- ^. ' ■ "^^ XL That' 


XL Thht the ilibjefts of his faid Majefty in Tripoli, of , 
5ts territories, in matter of controverfy, Ihall" be liable to 
no other jurifdi&ion but that of the Dey or Divan, except 
they happen to be at difference between themfelves, in 
which cafe they ihall be liable to no other determination 
but that of the Conful only. 

XII. That in cafe any fubjeft of his Majefty, being in 
any part of the kingdom of Tripoli, happen to ftrike, kill, 
or wound a Turk or Moor, if He be taken, he is to be 
punilhed in the fame manner, and wtK no greater feyerity 
than a Turk ought to be, being guilty of the fame offence; 
but if he efcape, neither the faid EngUfli Conful, nor any 
other of his faid Majefty^s fubjefts, ihall be in any ibrt 
queftioned or troubled upon that account, and no tryal or 
fentence to be paffed without the Conful being prefent. 

XIII. That the Engliih Conful now, or at any time 
hereafter, living at Tripoli, ihall be there at all times with 
entire freedom and fafety of his perfon and eflate, andiliall 
be permitted to choofe his own druggerman and broker, 
and freely to go on board any ihip in the road, as often 
and when he pleafes, and to have the liberty of the country ; 
and that he ihall be allowed a place to pray in ; and that 
no man ihall do hinl any injur}^, either in word or deed ; 
and th^t he ihall have liberty at all times of hoifting his 
Majefty's ilag at the top of his houfe, and on his boat, 
when he paffes on the water. 

XIV* That not only during the continuance of this peace 
and friehdihip, but likewife if any breach or war happen 
to be^ hereafter, between the faid King of Great-Britain^ 

' and thfe city and kingdom of Tripoli, the faid Conful, and 
all other his Majeily's fubjedts, inhabiting in the kingdom 
of Tripoli, ihall always, and at all times, both of peace 
and war, have full and. abfolute liberty to depart, and go 
to their own country, or any other, upon any ihip or veilel, 
of what nation foever they iliall think fit, and to carr}'^ with 
them all their eftates, goods, families and fervants, al- 

' though born in the country, without any interruption oi 
hinderance* > 

XV i That no fubjedt of his faid Majefty, being a paf- 

fenger frotti Or to any port, ihall be any way moleiled or 

fheddled with, either in perfon or property, although on 

' board 
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board any fliip or veflel in enmity with Tripoli ; and ^i 

fauie is to be regarded in favour of the fubjefts of TripoU; 

XVI. That when any of his Majefty's Ihips^ of war Ihall 
appear before Tripoli, upon notice therepf given by the 
Engliili Confui, or by the commander of tbe faid fhips, to 
the chief governors of Tripoli, publick proclamation IhaU 
be immediately made to fccure the Chriftian captiyes ; and 
if after that, any Chriftians whatfoever make their efcape 
on board any of the faid fliips of war, they Ihall riot be re- 
quired back again, nor Ihall the faid Confui or coitimander, 
or any other his Majefty's fubjedts, be obliged to pay any 
thing for the faid Chriftians; 

XVII. That all merchant ftiips comipg to the cit}^ or 
kingdom of Tripoli, though not belonging to Great-Bri- 
tain, fliall have free liberty to put themiclves under the 
protection of the Britifli Confui, in felling and difpofing 
of their goods and merchandize, if they fliall think proper, 
witboilt any hindrance or moleftation; 

StVIIL That at all times when any fliip of wair of the 
King of Great-Britain, &c. carrying his laid Majeftj''^ 
flag, appears before the faid city of Tripoli, and comes to 
an anchor in the road, immediately after notice thereof 
given by his faid Majefty's Confui, or officer from the 
fliip, unto the Dey and government of Tripoli^ they .fliall, 
in honour to his Majefty, caufe a falute of twenty -) fevc a 
cannon to be fired from the caftle and forts of the city, and 
that the faid fliip fliall return an anfwer by firing the fame 
number of cannon. 

XIX. That no fubjeft of the King of Great-Britain 
fliall be permitted to turn Turk or Moor in the city and . 
kingdom of Tripoli, (being induced thereunto by any fur^^ 
prize whatfoever) unlefs he voluntarily appear before the 
pcy or Governor, with the Englifli Conful*s druggermanj 
three times in three days, and each day declare his refo- 
lution to turn Turk or Moon 

XX» Whereas it is cuftomary for the European, Ccmful* 
to pay their refpedts to the Bafliaw at tlje feafts of Rama- 
dam and Birham, it is hereby declared. That bis Britan- 
nick Majefty *s Confui fliall be admitted firft to audience j 
and take the precedency of all other Confuls^ in confide- 

ration 
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ration of the Englilh being the oldeft friends to the Stat4 
of Tripoli. 

XXI. That whereas the liland.of Minorca in the Medi- 
terranean fea, and the city of Gibraltar in Spaip, do now 
belong to his Majefty the King of Great-Britain ; it is 
theretore hereby agreed. That from this time forward, for 
ever, the faid ifland of Minorca, and city of Gibraltar, 
Ihall be efteemed, in every refpeft, by the Baftiaw and go- 
vernment of Tripoli, to be part of his Britannick Majefty's 
own dominions, and the inhabitants thereof Ihall be look- 
ed upon as his Majefty's natural llibjefts, in the fame man- 
ner as if they had been born in any part of Great-Britain ; 
and they, with their Ihips and veffels wearing Britifh co- 
lours, and being furniihed with Mediterranean paffes, 
(hall be permitted freely to trade and trafEck in any part ■ 
of the kingdom of Tripoli, or dominions thereunto be- 
longing, and fliall pafs without any moleftation whatfoever, 
cither on the feasor elfewhere, in the fame manner, an^ 
>yith the fame freedom and privileges, as have been ftipu- 
iated in this and all former treaties, in behalf of the Britifli 
nation and fubjedts ; and that none of the fliips or veflels' 
belonging to Tripoli, Ihall cruize or look for prizes, be- 
fore, or m fight of the ports of the ifland of Minorca, and 
the city (5f Gibraltar, to difturb or molefl; the trade thereof 
in any manner whatfoever. 

XXII. That if any of the fliips of war of the faid King 
6f Great-Britain come to Tripoli, or to any other port or 
place of that kingdom, with any prize, they may freely 
fell it, or otherwife difpofe of it, at their own pleafure, 
without being molefted by any ; and that his Majefty^s 
faid fhips of War fliall not be obliged to pay cuftoms In 
any fort ; and that if they fliall want provifions, viftuals, 
or any other things, they may freely buy them at the rates 
in the market* 

XXIIL That whenfoever it fliall happen hereafter, that 
any thing is done or committed, by the fliips or futyeds 
of cither fide, contrary to any of thefe articles, fatisfaftioa" 
being demanded thereforCj the fame fliall be made to the 
foil, and without any manner of delay ; and it fliall not 
be lawful to br^ak this peace, until fuch fatisfadtion be 

denied j 
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denied ; and whofoever Ihall be the caufe of breaking thi^ 
peace, Ihall afluredly be punifhed with prefent death. 

XXiV. That his Britannick Majefty's fubjedts (over 
^nd above the ftlpulations contained in this and all former 
treaties) fliall enjoy all the privileges and advantagesy 
tvhich now are, or which hereafter may be, gratited to 
any, of the fubjedts of the mod favoured nation. 

XXV. That' m cafe any pf his faid Majefty's fubje<3:5 
Ihall import into the faid kingdom of Tripoli, or inta 
^y of the ports or dominions thereunto belongmg, any 
warlike ftores, as cannons, mufketsf, piftols, cannon pow-^ 
der, or fine powder, brimftone, bulletsf, iron, planks, and 
all forts of timber fit for building of fliips, pitch/ tar,' 
rolin, ropes, cables^ mafts, blocks, anchors, fails, and 
all other habiliments of war, as well by feat as by land ; a^ 
alfo provifions, viz. wheat, barley, beans, oats^ or the 
like, they Ihall not pay any fort of duty or cuftom what- 
foever. 

XXVL That new Mediterranean pafles Ihall be iilued 
out and given to his laid Majefty's trading- fubjeds, w4th 
all convenient fpeed, and that the time for the continuancef 
of the old pafles, for the ftiips in the Indies and remote 
parts, Ihall be three years ; and for all other ftiips and 
veflels, one year ; to commence from the .delivery of thd 
counter-tops of the new palFes at Algiers ; of w;hich his 
Majefty's Conful here, Ihall give the earlieft notice to the 
Balhaw and government ; and it is hereby exprefly agreed 
and declared, that the faid new paflies Ihall/ during the' 
al)6ve-mentioned fpaces of time of three years and one 
year, be of full and fufficient force and efFefl: to prote<9: all. 
ihips and veflels of his faid Majefty*S fubjed:s> who ftiall 
be provided with the fame. 

XXVII. That no merchant ftiip belonging to Great- 
Britain, or any other nation under the p:ote(3:ion of thef 
Britifli Conful, being in the pbrt of Tripoli^ ftiall be de- 
tained from proceeding to fea on her voyag^^ longer thac 
eight daysy under the pretence of arming out the fliips oi 
War of the government, or any other whatfoev,er. 

XXVIII. That if at any time the garrifons of Gl 

. Braltar or Port-Mahon Ihould be in want of provifions-* 
jt'od Ihould fend for. the /ame to Tripoli, or any part o 
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Afe clicmmons thereof, they ihall, if it is to tjfe had, be 
fupplied with it at the market-price* 

XXIX. That all packets, bearing his Britannick Ma* 
jefty's commifEon, which fliall be met by any of the 
cruizers of Tripoli, fliall be treated with the feme refpect 
as his Meyefty's fliips cdF war, and all due refpedt fliall be 
paid to his Majefty's commiffion ; and both at meeting 
and parting, they fliall be treated as friends ; and if any 
of the Tripoli cruizers commit the leaft fault or violence 
s^inft them, the captains or raizes, fo offending, fliall, 
on their arrival at Tripoli, and proper complaint being 
made of them, be moft feverely puniflied> without ad* 
mitting of their exculeSi 

XXX« That all and every the articles in this treaty fliall 
be inviolably kept and obferved between his moft facred 
Majefty of Grreat-Britaiii, and the moft illuftrious the Ba* 
fiiaw. Lord and Governors of the city and kingdom of 
Tripoli, and between the dominions and fubjeds of either 
fide ; and out faith fliall be our faith, and our word o\ir 
word. Dated in the prefence of Almighty God, in the 
city of Tripoli, this nineteenth day of September, One 
thoufend feven hundred and fifty one, according to the 
Chriftiart computltion, and of the Turkifli Hageira, One 
thoufand one hundred and fixty four, the twenty ninth day 
of the moon Shawan*

Artick I. 

THAT all former grievancea and toffes, and otlier 
pretences between both parties, jftiall be void and of 
BO qffeift ; and from henceforward there fliall be a firm 
peace for ever, and free trade and commerce, betweea 
his Britannick Majefty's fubjeds, and the. people of the 
kingdom of Tunis, and dominions thereunto belon^ng ; 
But this article fliall not cancel or mdce void any juft 
debt, either in commerce or otherwife, between the fiib- 
' jeds on both fides, but the fame may be demanded and 
recovered as before. 

11* That the fliipS of either party ihall have a free li- 
berty to enter into any port or river belonging to tke do- 
minions of the other, where they fliall pay duty only for 
what they fell, and, for the reft, may freely export it 
again without moleftation ; and fliall elijoy all other ac- 
cUftomed privileges : And the late exaftion that hath bt a 
at the Golerta iand the Marine, fliall be reduced to t c 
ancient cuftoms in thofe cafes. 

III. That there fliall not be any feizure made of any i 
the fliips of either party, either at fea or in port, but th y 
fliall pafs without any interruption, they difplaying th< ir. 
colours ; and to prevent any mifunderftandings, the flii i^ 
of Tunis fliall be furniflied with certificates, under le 
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hand and fealrf the Britifli conful, of their belonging to 
Tunis^ which they are to produce oli meeting any Engllfli 
fliip, on board of whom they fliall have liberty of fend- 
ing two men only, peaceably to fatisfy themfelves of their 
being Englilh, who, as well as any paffengen of other 
hadoM t&y may have on board, Ihall go free, both them 
and their goods. 

IV. Thajt if an Englifli fliip receive on board any goods 
or palfertgers belonging to the kingdcmi of Tupis, they 
fliall be bound to defend them and their goods, fo far as 
lyetih in their power, and not deliver them unto their ene- 
mies ; and the better to prevent any unjuft demands being 
made upon the crown of Great-Britain, and to avoid dis- 
putes and differences that might arife, all goods and mer- 
Xdiandize that Ihall fr€«n henceforward be fliipp'd by the 
fobje^s of Tunis, either in this port, or in any other 
whatfoever, on board the fliips or veffels belonging to 
Greai>Britain, fliall be firft entered in the office of Can- 
<:eliana, before the Britifli Conful refiding at the refpec- 
tive port, expreffing the quantity, quality, and value of 
the goods fo fliipp'd, which die (aid Conful is to manifeft 
in the clearance givett to die faid ftiip or veflel before (he 
drafts ; to the end that if any caufe of complaint (hould 
happen hereafter, there may be no greater claim made on 
the Britiftv nation, than by this method fliall be proved to 
be juft: and equitable. 

V. That if any of the fliips of either party fliall, by 
tcddent of foul weather, or otherwife, be caft away upon 
any of the coafts belonging to the other, the perfbhs fliall 
be free, and the goods faved and delivered to the pro- 
prietors thereof- 

VL That the Englifli which do at prefent, or flxall at 
any time hereafter, inhabit in the city or kingdom of Tu- 
nis, fliall have free liberty, when theyj)leafe, to tranfport 
diemfelves, with their families and children, although 
6orn in the country. 

Vll. That the people belonging to the dominion of 
dtbcr party, fliall not be, abufed with ill language, or 
x)therwife ijl treated, but the parties fp offending, fhall be 
Jpunilhed feverely according to their deferts. 
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Vlli. That the Conful or any other of the Englitfi 
nation refiding in Tunis, (hall not be obliged to mak# 
their addreffes, in any difference, unto any court of juf 
tice, but to the feafhaw hin>felf, from whom only they 
(hall receive judgment, in cafe the difference fliould bap- 
pen between a ftibjeft of Great-Britain and another (rf 
this govetntnent, or any other foreign nation ; but if it 
Ihould be between two of his Britannick Majefty's fub-. 
jefts, then it is to be dedded by the Britifh Conful only. 

IX. That neither the Englifh Conful, nor any other of 
his Maiefty*s fubjedts^ (hall be liable to pay the debts' of 
any other of the nation, unkfs particularly bound thereto 
under his own hand, 

X. That whereas the ifland of Minorca in the Medi-*, 
terranean fea,.and the city of Gibraltar in Spain, do now 
belong to his Majefty the King of Great-Britain ; it is 
hereby agreed and fully concluded. That from this time 
forward, for ever, the faid ifland of Minorca, Ihall be 
efteemed, (as likewife Gibraltar) by the government of 
Tunis, to be, in every refpedt, part of his Britannick Ma- 
jefty'^s dominions^ and the inhabitants thereof (hall be 
looked upon ^ his Majefty's natural born fubjeds, in the 
fame manner as if they had been born in any other part of 
Great-Britain ; and they, with their (hips and veffels wear-' 
mg Brit:i(h colours, (hall be permitted freely .to trade and 
trafEck in any part of the kingdom. of Tunis, and (hall 
pa6, without any moleftation whatfoever, either on the 
feas or elfewhere, in the fame manner, and with the fame 
freedom and privileges, that have been ftipulated in this 
and all former treaties, in behalf of the BritUh nation and 
fubjedsw 

' XL' That the tetter and more firmly t5 maintain the 
good correfpondence and friend(hip that have been fo long 
and happily eftabliihed between the crown of Great-! - 
tain and the government of Tunis, it is hereby agreed j i 
concluded by the parties before-mentioned, that none f 
the (hips and velTels belonging to Tunis, or the dot - 
nions thereof,, (hall be permitted to cruize or look : r 
jprizes, of any nature whatfoever, before, or in (ight f 
the aforefaid city of Gibraltar, or any of the ports in i i 
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illand of Minorca, to hinder or molefl: any veflels bringing 
provifions and refrefliments for his Britannick Majefty's 
troops and garrifons in thofe places, or to give any difturb- 
ance to the tirade and commerce thereof: And if any prize 
ihall be taken by the fliips or veflels of Tunis, within the 
ipace of ten miles of the aforelaid places, Ihe Ihall be re-^ 
ftored without any contradiction. 

XIL That all the fliips of war belonging to the do- 
rniiiions of either party, Ihall have freely liberty to ufe each 
other's ports, for warning, cleaning and repairing any their 
defecSts, and to buy and ftiip off any Ibrt of victuals, alive 
or dead, or any other neceflaries, at the price the natives 
buy at in the market, without paying cuflom to any of-. 
£cei:- And whereas his Britannick Majefty's Ihips of war 
do frequently aflemble and harbour in the port of Mahon 
in the ifland of Minorca ; if, at any time, they, or his 
Majefty's troops in garrilbn there, fliould be in want of 
provifions, and ftiould fend from thence to purchafe fup-. , 
plies in any part of the dominions belonging to Tunis, 
tfaey fhall be permitted to buy cattle alive or deadj^ and all . 
other kinds of provifion, at the prices they are fold in the 
market, and ihall J^e fuffered to carry it off without pay-. - 
ing.duty to any officer, in the fttne mannier, as. if his Ma-.. 
jefty's Ihips were themfejves in the port, 

XIIL That in cafe any fhips of war belonging to the 
dominions of Tunis, fhall take, in apy pf their enemies . 
fliips, any Engliflimen ferving for wages„ they are to be 
made flaves; but if merchants or paffengers^ they aje to. 
€njoy their liberty arid goods free* 

XIV. That if any flave of Tunis fl:iould make his 
cfcape from thence, and get on board an Englifh man of 
war, the f^id flave be free, and neither the Englifh Con-, 
ful, qpr any of his nation, fhall in any manner be cjuef-- 
tioned about the fame* 

XV. That the better to prevent any difputes that may 
hereafter arife between the two parties about falutes and* 
publick ceremonies, it is hereby agreed and concluded, 
that whenever any flag officer of Great-Britain, fhall ar- 
rive in the Bay of Tunis, in any of his Majefty's fhips of 
war, there fhall be fhot off from the caftles of the Go- 
letta. or other the nearefl fortification belonging to Tunis, 
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a number, of guns according to cuftom, as a royal falvite 
to his Britifh Majefty's colours, and the fame number 
fhall be returned in anfwer thereto by his Majcfty's (hips; 
and it is hereby ftipulated and agreed, that all ceremonies 
of honour fliaU be allowed to the Britifh Conful who re- 
fides here, to reprefent equal in every refpefl: his Majefly's 
p^fon, to any other nation whatfoeVer, and no othci: Con(ul 
in the kingdom to be admitted before him in precedency. 

XVL That the fubjeAs of his moft facrea Majefty of 
Great-Britain, &c. either refidingin, or trading to the do- 
minions of Tunis, fhall not, for the time to come, pay 
any more than three per cent,' cuftom, on the value of 
the goods or merchaadize which they Ihall either bring 
into or carry out of the kingdom of Tunis, 

XVII. It is moreover agreed, concluded and eftablHh- 
ed, that at whatfoever time it (hall pleafc the government 
of Tunis, to reduce the cuftoms of the Frencn nation to 
lefs than they pay at prefent, it ihall always be obferved, 
thaf the Britifti cuftoms fhall be two per cent, lefs than 
any agreement that fhall for the future be made with the 

iaid French, or that Ihall be paid by the fubjeds of 
France. 

XVIII. It is moreover agreed, concluded and eftablifh- 
cd, That in cafe any Britilh fhip or fhips, or any of' the 
fubjecls of his Majefty of Great-Britain, fhall import at the 
port of Tunis, or any port of this kingdom, any warlike 
Itores, as cannons, mufkets, piftols, cannon powder, or 
fine powder, bullets, mafts, anchors, cables, pitch, tar, 
or the like ; as alfo provifions, viz. wheat, barley, beans, 
oat^, oil, or the like, for the faid kind of merchandize' 
they fhall not pay any fort of duty or cuftom what- 
ever. " 

XIX. That in cafe a war fhould happen between his 
Britannick Majefty and any other ftate or nation what- 
ever, the fhips of Tunis fhall not in any fort afford al- 
fiftance to the enemies of his Majefty or his fubjefts. 

XX. That if an Englifhman kills a Turk, he fhall be 
judged before the Caddi of the place, according tojuftlce: 
If he is found guilty of the crime, he (ball be punifhed 
with death ; but if he efcape, the Conful fhall not be mo- 
kftcd, or called upon for that account; and the Gonful 
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Iball alwaj's have timely notice, that he may have an op- 
portunity of being prdfent at the tryal. 

XXL That if at any time a war or rupture happen 
btfween the two contrafting powers, the Englilh Conful 
and his nation may freely depart with all their goods and 
effe&B : And d^ifr ardcie is to be redprocai for the fub-> 
ye&s of Tunis^ 

XXIL That whereas Gibraltar and the ifland of^Mi- 
i3orca <te belong to his Britannick Majefty, if at any time 
any <rf tht cnrizers of Tunis ftiould taeet with any vtfFek 
<3f die fiiid places, under Englifh colours, furniihed with 
proper pafl^pcMts, they fliall be treated 'in all refpefts like 
other Englifh fhips^ provided that there be no more thant 
'<mc third part of dw (hip's company who are not fubjeds 
of bis faid Majefty, for, in fuch cafe, they (the faid 
firangers) fhall be deemed as j:>rifbners : But it is allowed 
to etnbark as many ntierchants or paffcogers as they fee 
good, be they of what nation foever ; And if at any time 
a Tunis man of war fhall take a fhip from their enemies, 
on board of which may happen to be any Englifh fubjofts, 
Aey fhall be immediately releafed, with all their goods and 
merchandize, provided always, that they be provided with 
pipper pa0potts ; and this article is to be obferved red- 
prbcaliy on the parts of the Englifh* 

XXUI. That if any Britifh fliips or vefTek meet with 
any of the fhips or veffels belonging to the flate of Tunis, 
and there Ihould be any injury or offence given by either 
fide, juftice being properly demanded, fhall be immedi- 
ately done, and the aggteflbr fhall be feverely punifhed^ 
without it occafioning any breach of war. 

XXIV. That his Britannick Majefly's fubjefts fhall b^ 
always treated, by the flate of Tunis, with the higheft 
degree of' refpeft, love and honour, bccaufe the Englifh, 
of all other powers, are their firfl: and beft friends, 

XV n That new Mediterranean paffes fhaU be if fued out 
nd given to his faid Majefty -s trading fubjeds, with all 
XMivenient fpeed, and that the time for the continuance 
if the old pafTes, for the fhips in the Indies and remote 
►arts, fhaU be three years ; and for all other (hips and 
'efiels, one year; to commence from the delivery of the 
wnter-4;ops of the new pafTes at Algiers ; of which his 
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Majcfly's Conful here, fhall give the earliefl: notice to this 
ftate i and it is hereby exprelly agrc«d and declared, that 
the faid new pafles ftiall, during the above-mentioned 
fpaces of time of three years and one year, be of full and 
fufficient force and effeft to protdft all (hips and veflels of 
his faid Majefty's fubjefts, who fhall be provided with the 
fame. 

XXVL That all packets bearing his Britannick Ma* 
jefty's commiflioii, which fliall be met by any of the 
cruizers of Tunis, (hall be treated with the fame refpeft 
as his Majefty's Ihips of war ; and all due refped fhall be 
piid to his Majefly's,commil£on, and both at meeting and 
parting they fhall be treated as friends ; and if any of th^ 
cruizers of Tunis commit the leail fault or violence agaiqft 
jhem, the captains or raizes fo offending, fhall, on their 
arrival at Tunis, and proper complaint being made cf 
them, be mofl feverely puniflied^ without awutti^ qS 
their excufes. 

All the preceding articles of this treaty^ having been 
approved of and agreed to, are hereby ratified, renewed 
and confirmed, between his mofl faqred Majefly the King 
of Great-Britain, &c, and the moft illuftrioua Lord AU 
Pafha, Begler Bey and fupreme Commander of the 
State of Tunis, which let no one prefume to infringB 
or violate.

Ijiedt .ihall be paid to his Majefly's commiffion ; and both 
at meeting and parting they Ihall be treated as friends : 
And if any of the Algerine cruizers commit the leaft fault 
or violence againft them, the captains or raizes fo offend- 
ing Ihall, on their arrival at Algiers, and proper complaint 
bemg made of them, be moft feverely punimed, without 
admitting of their excufes.

In the name of the Holy and Undivided Trinity* 

WHEREAS the fincere and intimate frictidftiip, 
which unites his Britannick Majefty and her Impe- 
I il Majefty of all the Ruffias, as well as the engagements 
\ hich they contrafted by the treaty of defenfive dlliancc of 
t e year 1742, oblige thenf, at all times, to be watchful 
c the publicic tranquility, and their reciprocal fecurity : 
i n4 whereas, in the prefent conjuncture of affairs, the 
J efervation of the general peace, and the defence of their 
t fpedive domioiong, rights and fubjefts, have appeared- 
t Jbem neceffarily to require, that they Ihould be guarded 
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againfl: the attacks, with which they may be threaten^ on 
the part of any power whatever, ' by fecuring a body of 
teoops capable of making a powerful diverfion, in cafe of 
fuch attacks : And' whereas, confidering the prefent fitua^ 
tion, die contingents of the fuccours^ ftipulated by the

I. The high con trading parties renew expreily, by ihis 
convention, the treaty of defenfive alliance, ccHicluded be^ 
tweea tWm, the i ith of December, 1 742, at Molcow, 
in all its articles ; and confirm the ftipulations of the foe- 
cours to be given reciprocally, as they are contained in tlw 
i Vth article of the faid treaty ; which fuccours fliall be ftar- 
niihed, on each fide, in the manner and on the conditiou 
therein exprefled- 

IL Whereas it is declami by the XVIIth article of the 
above-mentioned alliance ; *^ That if the fuccours thereid 
*' ftipulated (hould not be fiifficient, the contracting par-^ 
*' tics ihajl then agree, without delay, on the 6mh.tv fiic-» 
**' cours to be given ;" and as that would laoc iuafwer the 
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ends propofed, and there may happen cafes, which iliay 
not allow them time to agree thereupon ; in order to ob- 
viate the inconveniences which would neceffarily refult from 
liich a delay, they have agreed to fettle from henceforth, 
and at all events, the means of their defence. With this 
view, her Imperial Majefty of all the Ruflias has not 
only cayfed to march towards the frontiers of Livo-

in. Her Imperial Majefty engages, moreover, to caufe 
to be held in readincfs, during the time above Ipecified, on 
the coafts of the above-mentioned province, 40 or 50 gal- 
lics, with the neccflarj'' crews, in condition to ad: on the 
firft order. 

IV. The body of troops and the gallics, mentioned in 
the two preceding articles, fliall not be put in adivity, but 
in cafe his Britannick Majefty, or any of his allies, Ihould 
be attacked ; and, in that cafe, the general commander in 
chief of the faid corps, who, for this purpofe, fliall be 
furniihed before-hand with the orders of her Imperial Ma- 
jefty of all the Ruflias, fliall march as foon as he fliall re- 
ceive the requifition on the part of his Britannick Majefty ; 
and fliall make, as fopn as poffible, a diverfion with a bo-

< ermany^ fliould be invaded on account of interefts or 

difputcs 
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dlfputcs which regard his kingdoms ; her Imperial Ma- 
jefty declares, that flie will Iook upon fuch an invafion, a& 
a cafe of the above- faid alliance of 1742, and that the faud 
dominions Ihall be therein comprized in this refpedt, 

VL In conifideration of fo important an augmentation 
of the fuccour ftipulated by the treaty of defenfive alliance^ 
above-mentioned, as alfo of all the other extraordinary ex- 
peaces, which the march and maintenance of troops in 
Livonia, with the artillery and its appurtenances, as well 
as the preparations of galleys may have coft, or Ihall ftill 
coil; his Britannick Majefty promifes and engages to 
caufe to be. paid to her Imperial Majefty of all the Rujffias, 
the fum ot 500,000 pounds fterling per annum, to be 
reckoned from the day when the body of her troops ihall 
have paffed the frontiers of her dominions, in confequence 
of the requiiition made by his Majefty the King of Great- 
Britain ; this fuDi ihall be paid by Baron Wolff, reiident of 
Great-Britain, in the place where it ihall be demanded, at

tion will probably be made, and the facility her troops will 
have of fubiifting immediately in an enemy's coimtry ;. 
ihe takes upon herfelf alone, during fuch a diveriion, the 
fubliftcnce and treatment of the faid troops, by iea and 
land, as alfo the heavy artillery, which they may have oc* 
caiion for, and of the details thereto belonging. 

VIII. Her Imperial Majefty engages to contmue tl 
diveriion to be maide, and not to recal her troops, eve 
though ihe Ihould be attacked by any other power.

IX. In cafej that, contrary to all expedation, . a waf 
Ihould break out, his Britantiick Majefty engages to lefid 
kitD the Baltic Sea a fquadron of his Ihips, of a force fuit- 
able to the circumftances ; and the Admiral of this fqua- 
dron fliall aft in concert with the Imperial Ruffian army, 
as long as they Ihall be within reach of each other- 

X. For the conveniency and readinefs of correfpondence> 
his Britannick Majefty fhall keep, with the auxiliary body, 
(which (hall be commanded folely by the General, whoni 
ner Majefty. the Emprefs ftiall put at their head, to whom 
alfo the perfon who ftiall command the galleys, is to be 
fubjeft) a commiflary, who, as well as the Admiral of the 
Britiih fquadron, in cafe there fhould be one, ftiall always 
be invited and admitted to the general councils of war ;

XIIL This convention fhall fubfift for the fpace of four

Firft Separate and Secret Article. 

WHEREAS her Imperial Majcfty of ail the Ruffiat 
has caufed to be reprefented to bis Britannick Ma- 
jefty, that the march of the troops, as well infantry als ca- ' 
valry, ftipulated in the treaty figned this day, towards the 
frontiers of Livonia, as alfo the artillery, with what belong^ 
thereto, with which her Imperial Majefty has charg^ her- 
felf ; and the expence required to maintain * them there 
during four years, as well as the neceflary preparations fcMf 
keeping in readinefi the galleys during the faid terni, have 
already coft, and muft Itill coft great funis of money, over 
and above what would otherwife have been neceflBary for 
the ordinary fervice of thefe troops : In confideraticm of 
what is above, and of the great utility which tlie remaining 
of fuch a body of troops in the above-mentioned provincoi 
during the term of four years, will be of; and the better 
to enable her Imperial Majefty to fupply the expence 
thereof ; his Britannick Majefly haa been pleafed to engage 
himfelf by this article, to furnlfh a iuccour of looyDOO 
pounds fterling per annum, paj^ablc each year in advance^ 
to be reckoned from the day or the exchange of the ratlir 
cations to the day, that, on the requifition of his Britai ; 
nick Majefty, this body of Ruffian troops ihall go out ( • 
her Imperial Majefty's dominions ; for, from that da; 
tlie abovefaid fuccour of 100,000 pounds fterling is ei 
tirely to ceafe, becaufe the payment of the fum of 500,0c ' 
■ pounds fterling per annum, which has been agreed upai 1 
by the Vlth article of the treaty, muft commence and U 
fubftituted in the room of it ; fo that, whatever ihall tbett 
A be 
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be &und paid m advance at the rate of the abovcfaid 
iOQ,ooo pounds fterliflg per ann. fhall be difrt)unted and 
deducted ftom the payment of the 500,000 pounds fterling. 
It being to be underftood, that his Britannick Majefty 
ihould be at liberty to fend once every year, into the faid 
province of Livonia, a commiflary, to fee and examine 
the number and condition of the fmd troops. Moreover, 
what is ftipulated in the Vlth article of the treaty figncd 
this day, with regard to the manner of paying the fuccour 
in money, is exprefly confirmed by this prefent article.

WHEREAS the mod ferene, moft high, and moil 
p6tent Prince and Lord, George the &ebnd. King 
of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, Duke of Brunfwick 
and Lunenburg, Eleftor and Arch-Treafurer of the Roman 
Empire, &c. And the moft ferene, moft high, ^nd moft 
potent Princefs and Lady, Elizabeth Petrowna, Emprefi 
and fole Monarch of aU the RufSas, &c« (pleno tiuilo) 
have confidered, how ufeful and falutary it might be to 
their refpeftive ftates and fubjed:s, and alfo how much ft 
might contribute to the maintaining of the geriefat tranqui- 
lity of Europe, and of that of the north in particular, not 
only to cultivate by all manner of good offices, as they have 
done hitherto, a ftrift union between themfelves, but alfo 
to extend the obligations of their friendfliip, and to rendef

BE it known to all whom it may concern ; That \i\% 
Majefty the King of Great-Britain, and his moft fe- 
rene Highnefs tjie Landgrave of Hefle-Caffell, having cal- 
led to mind the ftrift ties, wdiich unite the interefts of their 
refpedtive Houfes ; and having judged, that, in the pre* 
fent fituation of affairs, it would contribute to the reci- 
procal benefit of Great-Britain, and the States of Hefle, to 
ftrengthen and confinn, by a new treaty of defenfive id-, 
liance, the union, which fubfifts between theni ; his Bri*- 
tannick Majefty, and his moft Serene Highnefs the faid 
Landgrave, have thought proper to dired: for this pur- 
pofe, their refpedtive minifters ; that is to fay^ his faid 
Majeft}'^^, Robert Earl of Holdernefle, one of his principa 


Secretaries of ftate, and the moft Serene Landgrave, hi3 
Major-general, General of the artillery, and GoVernor of 
therefidence of Caflell, Commander of the Teutonick order, 
the Sieur Diedric Diede de Furllenftein, and the Sieur 
Juftus Henry Alt, his Privy-Counfellor of legation, and 
Minifter charged with his affairs, to enter into conference 
thereupon ; \vn6, after the exchange of their refpedlive full 
j>owers, have agreed upon the points and articles follow- 
ing. 

• Article L 

There Ihall be, between his Majefty the King of Great- 
Britain, and his moft Serene Highnefs the Landgrave of 
Hefle-Caflell, their fucceflbrs and heirs, a ftridl friendihip, 
and a fincere, firm, and lafting union; infomuch that the 
one Ihall confider the interefts of thfe other, a^ his own; 
and ihall apply himfelf fincerely to advance them to the 
utiAoft, and to prevent, and to avert, mutually, all 
trouble and damage. 

IL To this end it is agreed, that all former treaties, 
principally of guaranty, be deemed to be renewed, and 
confirmed, by the prefent treaty, in all their points, ar* 
tides and claufes, and fliall be of the fame force, as if 
they were inferted in this, word for word, fo far as is not 
derogated from them by the prefent treaty. 

III. His Majefty the King of Great-Britain having de- 
fired to fecure, for his fervice, a body of the troops of the " 
moft Serene Landgrave, in cafe the good of his kingdoms 
and ftates ftiould require this fuccour ; his moft oerene 
Highnefs has willingly complied with thefe views ; pro- 
mifing and engaging, by virtue of this article, to hold in 
readinefs for this fervice, during the fpace of four fuccef- 
five years, to be reckoned from the day of the figning of'- 
the prefent treat}^, a body of eight thoufand men ; to wit, 
eight battalions of infantry, each of eight hundred men, 
including the officers ; and three regiments of dragoons, 
or cavalry, making in all fourteen hundred horfe ; which 
corps ftiall be provided with the necefiary, general, and 
fubaltern officers : The Infantry fliall be held in a condition 
to march, for the fervice of his Britannick M^gefty, two 
nionths after the requifitidn (hall havfe been made for that ^ 
purpofc, or fooner if poffible, efpecially if it fliould be for 
-_ tl 
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the immediate defence of the kingdoms, or eledtcfral do-J 
minions, of his Majefty, or of the Lovv-Cpuntrlfes ; irt 
which cafe the faid Infantry fliall march immediately after 
requifition made ; which requifition, however, is not to 
be made feparately for the infantry, but for the whole 
corps together ; and as the moft Serene- Landgrave ihall 
not be obliged to remount the cavalry or dragoons, before. 
this requifition fhall haVc been made to him, the term of 
fix months' lias been agreed upon, at the end of which,- 
the faid cax^lry or dragoons fllall be in a condition id 
march likewife, and (hall then forthwith join the Infantry^ 
which compofe this corps ; which faid corps Ihall not be 
feparated, ulil^fs reafons of war requite it, but Ihall al-

IV. Each battalion of infantry of this corps, ihMl be 
provided with twb pieces of field artillery^ with the ofEcersj 
gunners, and othi^r perfons, and the train j thereunto be- 
longing. 

V. Towards defraying the expences, to which the moft 
Serene Landgrave will be engaged, to remount, and equipji, 
the faid corps of 8000 hien, his Majefty the King of 
Great-Britain prcmifcs to pay, to bis moft Serene High-* 
nefs, for every trooper or dragoon^ duly armed and mount- 
ed, 80 crowns ; and for every ^foot-foldier 30 ierowns^ 
iBanto, in manner following ; that is to fay, the faoiety of 
the levy money, for the infantry, 'and artillery^ amount- 
ing to ninety^niuQ thoufand croU'ns, Bancoj fhall be paid 
at the exchange of the ratifications ; and the remainder for 
the infantry and artillery, when 'they fhall march : And 
With regard to the cavalry, one moiety of the remount 
money Ihall be paid,, when the requifition fl:i2tll be made to 
put the faid corps of 8000 qaen in .a condition to march ;

VI. Befides what is ftipulated in the precedbg article,i 
his Majefty the K5ng of Great-Britain engages to pay to 
the.moft Serene Landgrave, during the time;that this trea- 
ty Ihall laft, an annual fubfidy, in the manner, and propor- 
tion following; that is to" fey, this fubfidy 'Ihall com- 
mence from the day of the %ning of this treaty ; and for 
the time, which Ihall elaj')fe' from that day, to .die time of 
the requifitton to put thern*' iii a condition to; tnlrc'h, ihall 
be paid at the rate of 15,0,000 crowns, Band6, p'er annum, 
the crown reckoned , at. 5 jfol? of Holland, or at four 
shillings and 9d. ^ Englifll money ; frbrt) the "faid time of 
making the requifition, to the day,'whei^ the whole body, 
as well cavalry as infrantry, fhall be in the pay of the 
Crown of Great-Britain, the fubfidy fliall ,be augmented 
and paid at the rate of 300,000 cr6wns aforefpd ; and 
during the whole time that the faid corps flikll be aftually 
]fl the pay of his Majefty, the moft Serene Landgrave

yil.' With regard to the pay^ aiid treatment, as well 
ordinary as extraordinary, of the faid troops whilft they 
fhall be adtually'in'the pay of Great-Britain : It is agreed, 
that, g;? long as they ferve in the Empire, they fhall enjoy 
the fame ac|vantages and emoluxents, in every thing,' as 
}iis Majefty allows to hii^'German troops,' according to the

jdelivered; which fliall be alcertained by a Tabelle figned 
by the refpedtive miniftcrs of the high-contradting parties, 
which fhall have the .fame force, as if it was inferted, 
word for word, in the prefent treaty.

VIII. If it ihould happen unfortunately, tliat any regi-

IX. His Britannifk Majefty ihall be at liberty, to keep 
this body of troops in his fervice, the whole time of the 
duration of this treaty, and to employ it wherefoever he 
Ihall have occafion for it, provided it be not on board the 
fleet, or beyond the Tea, when once it has departed out of 
the territories of the moft ierene Landgrave ; excepting, 
always, for the defence of Great-Britain and Ireland ; in 
which cafe, thefe troops ihall enjoy, fully, and without 
any reftrid:ion whatfoever, the fame pay and emoluments^ 
as tlie Englifh troops enjoy, as has been faid above.

over, to his mpft ferene Highn^s all the fuccour of troops, 
which the cafe Ihall require ; * whicjh fuccour ihall be con-r 
^inuied to him, until helhf^U.havc obtained an entire fecu- 
rity arid juft indemnification. And the mod ferene Land-^ 
grave promifes, in like manner, on his part, that in cafe

XL In order to render this alliance and union the more 
perfed:i and, to. leave no dqubt,..with the parties, about 
the certainty of the fuccour, which they may expedt by vir- 
tue of this treaty ; it is cxprcfly agreed, that, to judgc^ 
for the future, , whether the cafe of this alliance and fuccour 
exills, or not, it fliall fufficc, that either of the parties ar^ 
actually attacked by force of arms, without his havipg firft 
jLifed open force againfl: hmi who attacks him- 

XII. His .ixioft ferene Highneft, to give the fiiUer proof 
that he is defirous to attach himfelf entirely tp the jntercfts 
pf his Britannick Majelty, and to. advance them with all 
his power, engages, moreover, to augment the ,faid oorp3 
with 4QOO men mpre, viz. 700 horfe or dragoons, and 
33QP foot ; each regiment of infantry provided with two 
field pieces ; and confequently to raife the faid corps to the 
number of 1 2,000 men, as foon as his Majefty the King 
of Great-Britai»' fliall jvdge it neccflary or advantageous for 
his fervice ; the whole, on the fame conditions, in pro- 
portion, as have been ftipulated in the preceding articles 
of this treaty, for the body of 8000 men ; and thefe 4000 
men fliall be put in a condition, tp be delivered, and to 
join the firfl: body of 8000, within the fpace of fix months^ 
;jfter the demand of them, which fliall be made to him ; 
his faid Majefty promifing, or his part, to make good, 
for thcle 4000 meq, not only the remount and recruit:

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trdtiper cr dragoon, and of 30 crowns, Babco, for each 
foot foldier; but alfo to raiic the fubfidy for this body of 
12,060 menj from the day, when his ntoft fertne High- 
hefs (hall be required to keep them in readinefs, to the 
fuiii of 450,600 crowns. Banco, per afrinum, fo long as 
they ihall be at the charge of the finances of .his npft fe- 
rene Highnefs ; and to the fum of 225,000 crowns, Ban- 
co, annually, fo long as they Ihall be in the pay of his 
Britannick Majefty ? the pay and treatment, a:s well ordi- 
nary lafe extraordinary, as aifo all the emoluments for this 
c^rps of 12,000 men, being to be regulated on the fame 
foot as i» fixed, by this treaty, for the cor^^s' of the firft 
^00 men.' 

XIIL This treaty ihall fubfift for the -term'of four years, 
to be reckoned from the day of the fignature : and if his 
Britannick Majefty, arid the moft fercne Lahdgrave, (hould 
think proper to continue, prolong, or change it, they 
ihall treat thereupon three inonths betbrc its expiration, 
according to the exigence of the cafe. .* ' 

XIV; -The ratifications of this treat}^ fHalh be exchanged 
at M^noxrcr, \tithin the fpace of fix w^i^ks scfter thcfigna- 
tilre, or fooner if it can be don^, In witnefs whereof, we 
the underwritten, fumiihed with the full powers of his

AS the differences^ which haVe arifen in America, be-i 
tween the King of Great-Britain and the moft Chrif-^ 
tian King^ ihd the confequences of which become every 
day more alarming, give room to fear for the public tran- 
quility of Eurqge ; his Majefty the King of Great-Britain, 
Eleftbr of Bft^vick Lunenbourg, &c* and his Majefty 
the King^f Pruffia, Eleftor of Brandenburgh, attentive 
to an object fo.very interefting, and equally defirous of pre- 
ferving the peace of Europe in general, and that of Ger* 
many in particular, have refolved to enter into fuch mea- 
fures, as may the moft effectually contribute to. fo defirable 
an end ;. and for this purpofe, they have refpe<Stively au- 
, thorized their Minifters Plenipotentiary, viz. In the name 
and on the part of his Britan nick Majefty, his Privy Coun- 
fellQU3', Philip Earl of Hardwicke, Chancellor of Great- 
Britain ; John Earl of Granville, Prefident of the Council ; 
Thomas Holies Duke of Newcaftle, firft Commiffioner cf

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ftc Treafury ; Robert Eatl of Holderneffe, one of tlid 
principal Secretaries of State ; and Henry Fox, another (rf 
the principal Secretaries of State ; arid in the name, and 
bn the part of his Pruffiah Majefty^ the Sieur Lewis Mi- 
chel!, his charge d'affaires at the court of his Britannick 
Majefty 5 who, after having mutually communicated their 
full powers, have agreed upon the following Articles; 

L There fhall be, between the faid moft ferene Kings^ 
a perfedt peace and mutual amity, notwithftanding the 
troubles that may arife in Europe> in confequence of the 
above-mentioned differences ; fo that neither of the con- 
tra<9:ing parties (hall attack^ or invade^ direftly or indi- 
reftly^ the territories of the other ; but on the contrary, 
Ihall exfert their utmoft efforts, to ptevent their fefpedive 
allies from undertaking any thing againfl: the faid territories 
in any manner whatever. 

11. If, contrary to all exped:ation^ and in violation of 
the peace, which the high contrafting parties propofe to 
tnaintaul by this . tteaty in Germaniyj any foreign power 
fliould caufe troops to enter into the faid Germany, under 
any pretext whatfoever ; the two high contracting parties 
fliall unite their forces to punilh this inff-aftion of the 
peace, and maintain the tranquility of G^rmany^ accord-* 
Ing to the purport of the prefent treaty. 

III. The high corlttaftirig parties reneiV exprefly all the 
treaties of alliance and guaranty, which actually fubfift be- 
tween them, and particularly the defenfive alliance and 

, mutual guaranty concluded at Weftminfter between their 
Britannick and Pruffian Majefties^ the iSthofNovemb^ry 
1742,. the convention entered into between their faid Ma- 
jefties at Hanover the 26th of Auguft, 1745,- and the aft 
of acceptation of his Pruffian Majefty of the guaranty ot 
his Britannick Majefty, of the 13th of Oftober, 1746. 

IV. The preTent treaty fhall be ratified by his Majefty 
the King of Great-Britain, and his Majefty the King of 
Prufiia ; and the letters of ratification in due form ftiall bcf 
delivered on both fides, within the fpace of one month, or 
fooner^ if poffible, reckoning from the day of figning the 
prefent treaty;

Jr\^ concluded and figned, between their Britannick and 
Fruffian Majefties, a treaty, the purport of which was tq 
prcferve the peace of Europe in general, and that of Ger-? 
many in particular ; and whereas, fince that period, France 
hath not only invaded the empire with numerous armies, 
and attacked their forefaid Majefties and their allies^ bqt 
hath alfo excited other powers to do the fame ; and w^hercr 
as it is notoribus, that the extraordinary efforts made by 
his Pruffian Majefty to defend himfelfagainft the numerous 
enemies, who have aflailed him on fo many. fides at once, 
Jiaye ocpaficped vcjrj^ heavj^expcnccs, whilft^ cntheothef 
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handy his revenues have beeu confiderably diminifhed in 
thofe parts of his dominions, which have been the feat of 
war ; and their Majefties having jointly refolved to conti- 
nue their efforts for their mutual defence and fecurity, for 
recovering their dominions, protecting their allies, and 
niaintaining thg liberties of the Gern^anic body ; his Bri- 
tannick Majefty is determined^ in confequence of thel^ , 
confiderations, to give an immediate fupply, in money, 
to his Pruffian Majefty, as being the moft fpeedy and ef- 
feftual ; and their forefaid Majefties have thought proper, 
that, upon this head, there Ihould be concluded a con- 
vention, declaring and fixing their mutual intentiqns in 
this particular : For this purpofe, they have named and 
authorized their refpedtive Minifters, viz. in the name, 
and on the part of his Britannick Majefty, his Privy Coun- 
fellprs.

Minifter Plenipotentiary at the court of his Britannick Ma^

jefty has ordered a camp ro be formed in the ifle of Wight- 
And as Mn Michell, the Pruflian Minifter, refident at his 
Majefty^s court, has reprefented, how advantageous it 
would be to the affairs of his Pruffian Majefty, that a de- 
tachment of the Englilh troops IhouW be fent to fecurc 
the town of Embde^n, till fuch time as the King of 
Pruffia ihall be able to take proper meafures for the 
proreftion of that place ; the King hefitates not to give 
his Pruffian Majefty this frefti proof of his fincere friend- 
ihip, and for that purpofe hath ordered one of his batta- 
lions to march, without lofs of time, toEmbdenj andh^; 
will caufe to be communicated to the Minifter of his PniP- 
fian Majefty a copy of the inftnidtions drawn up for the 
commander of that battalion. 

As foon as the convention figned to-day fliaU have been 
communicated to the parliament, (a ftep_neceflary fcr 
making good the pecuniary fupply therein ftipulated) and 
as foon as, in confequence of that communication, the 
fum fliall have beeii voted ; it will then depend upon his 
Pruffian Majefty to make ufe of it at fuch times as he ftiall 
judge proper. 

*Tis with the fincereft regret, that the King again finds 
himfelf under an abfolute neceflity of refufing to enter in- 
to any engagement with regard to fending a (quadron of 
fhips into the Baltic. In order, however, ftill further to 
convince his Pruffian Majefty, that the (ble and only fource 
of the difficulties which occur on this point, is the inutility 
and danger of fending thither a fmall fleet, and theimiX)f- 
fibility of being able to fpare one that could make itfelf 
fufficiently refpected in thole parts, and by no means a re- 
gard to any of the powers, who have taken part in the 
war ; ai)d in order to demonftrate the more clearly to all 
Europe, that, from the moment of the ratification of the 
prefent treaty, their Britannick and Pruffian Majefties have 
the fame friends and the fame enemies ; the King is ready 
to make fuch a declarat4on, as, in the opinion/ ot his Prul- 
fian Majeftyj may ftrengthen the common caufe, and pro- 
mote their mutual interefts ; in cafe the King of Pruffia,

HISMajefty [the French King] thinks itcorififtent 
with his goodnefi and juftice to inform his fubjeds 
of the endeavours he has ufed, and the facrifices he re* 
folVed to itiake, in order to reftore peace tb his kingdom* 
France^ and the whole uniVerfe> Will judge from a plaint 
aiid faithful detail of the negotiation^ which has been car- 
ried On betweeb the Courts of Verfailles and London^ 
which of the two Gouits have befen averfe to the re-^eftab- 
liftunent of public tranquillity^ and have facrificed th# 
common peace and welfare to their own ambitioni^ 

In order to form a clear arid juft opinion with regard to 
the N^otiation which has lately broken off between France 
and England^ it is neeeffaty to recolleft the motives which 
occafioned the ruf^ture between the two Crowns^ and the 
particular circumftanties> which have involved a confider- 
able part of Europe in a war> which had at firft America 
only for its objed:. 

The limits of Acadid Snd Canadd, Which, by the treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapellcj were left to the difcuflicMi of commif- 
faries tg be named by the two Potentates ^ have ferved Eng- 
land as a preterice for commencing hoftillties^ and for 
taking two French fliipsj the Alcide and the Lys ; while> 
in the midft of peace, and under the fandbn of the law 
of nations) thci Duke of Mirepoix^ the French Ambaf- 
fador, was treating at London in order to prevent a rup- 
ture, and to termini;te thofe diflferetiees ^ which might have 
been eafily accommodated at Aix-la-Chapelle^ atid which, 
while the peace fubfifted, had met with the moft unrea- 
fonable and extravagaiit oppofition on the part of the En|^ 
lllh CoriimiflarieSi 

The unexpeded violence offered On the part of the 
Englilh necdfatily brought on the war t his Majefty found 
himfelf obliged, though with regretj^ to repel by force the 
indignity oflered to Ftance, and to pr^cr the honour of 
the nation to the tranquillity, it enjoyed*

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, If the court of -London had no other defign than to 
cftablilh the refpeftive pofleffions of the two Crowns b 

' North America upon a firm footing, Ihe would have en- 
deavoured to obviate, as France has done, every incident 
which might engage the powers of the Continent of Europe 
to take part in a war which is abfolutely foreigh to them, 
and which in fed, having no other objeft but vsrhat re* 
ktes to the limits of Acadia and Canada, could not laft 
long, and did not require the interpofition of any other 
power. But England had more extenfive views : flie en- 
deavoured to raife a general war againft France, and hoped 
to renew the famous league which was formed againft 

' i-ewis XIV. upon the acceffion of Philip V. to the throne 
of Spain ; and to perfuade all the Courts of Ejurope, that 
they were as much interefted in the Ihnits of ' Acgidia, as 
in die fucceiEon of Charles II. 

The conduct of France, in confequence of the firft hof* 
tilitics in 1755, was very different from that of England i 
his Majefty pacified his neighbours, reftrained his allies, 
refufed the advantageous profpeQ: of a war, which was 
profjofed to him, on the Continent, and gave all the powers 
to underftand, tb^t his fole ambition was to reftrain his 
enemies, the Engliih> within due limits, and to maintain 
^peace and juftice imOng the powers, who ought ta regard 
the differences refjl^fting AiHerica with the moft impartial 
neutrality:. 

• The Court of London, to accomplifli their ends, took 
advantage of his Majefty's equitable and pacific condu<3:« 
She knew tliat one of the allies of France might prove a 
lively obftacle to the eftabliftiment of peace and tranquil* 
lity^ and mad^ no doubt, butj in fecuring that ally, Ihe 
flioUld be able to make that Houfe, which was considered 

, as the antient rival of France, entei: into all her views : 
but the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohania, ani- 
tT[^jted by the feme principles of equity of which his Ma- 
jefty gave liich laudable proofs, refuted tbe*propoials of 

: England, and rather chofe to run the rilk of an unjuft 

^ war, which was the natural and forefeen confequence of 
the treaty figned at Whitehall between the Kings of En- 

•gknd and -Pruffia, than to engage in one contrary to the 
good faith of her Imperial Majefty.

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His Majefty and the Emprefs-Queerii previoUs fo the 
King of Pruma's invafion or Saxony, entered into an al- 
liance on the ift o£ May 1756, which was purely defen- 
five. Their Majefties hoped, that their alliance would; 
theck the fire which was ready to kindle in Gemiany^ and* 
Oiat it would prevent a war on the Continent of Europe. 
*rhey were deceived in their expectations : the Court 0^ 
London had armed the King of Pruffia : nothing could 
reftrain a Prince whofe pamoh for war was linhappil/ 
violent : and he began it at the end of the year 1 756, by^ 
ihe invafion of Saxony and' the attack of Bohemia; 

From that rime two diftinft wars fubfiftedj one o^. 
France with England^ and which at the beginning had 
hodiing in common with the war* in Germany ; and the 
ipther which the King of Pruflia waged againft the Eniprefs-^ 
i(5ueen^ and in which the King of England was interefted 
is an ally of the King of Pruflia^ and his Majefty, as 
jgaurantee of the treaty of Weftphalia, and, after his de-^ 
tenfi ve treaty of the i ft of May, as an ally of the Court of 
Vienna; 

France was caiitidiis. In tke erigageriients ihe! wis con- 
ttrained to make with the confederate powers^ not to 
Bleild the differences which difturbed the peace of Ame- 
Hcaf'with thofe which ralfed a commotion in EUropfe. In 
truth, his Majefty having always itiade it his principal 
objeQ: to fecal each potentate to terms of reconciliation^ 
tod to reftore public tranquillity^ he judged it improper to 
blend interefts of fo diftant and eomplicated a nature 
ias thofe of Europe and America would prove, were they 
to have been jointly treated of in a negociation for a general 
and final peace* His Majefty proceeded farther, and with 
to intent to prevent a diredt land war in Europe, he pro- 
pofed the neutrality of Hanover in the year 1757; th6 
King of England, Eleftor of Hanover, refufed the pro- 
pofition j and fent his fon the duke of Cumberland, into 
his hereditary dominions in Germany, who, at the head 
of an arhiy entirely compofed of Germans, was ordered to* 
oppofe the march of thofe' forces, which his Majeftyi in 
purfuance of his engagements, fent to the afliftance of his 
Allies who were attacked in their donumoas^ 

' Na- The- 


The elcdtoral army of Hanover fiiiifiied the campaigi! 
of i757> with the capitulation of Clofter-feven. 'Die 
Court of London thought proper to break that capitulation, 
a few tnonths after it nad been concluded by the confent 
of thie King of Englr.nd*s foh ; the chief pretence aUedged 
was, that die army which had capitulated belonged to the 
Ele^or, and that the fame army which, contrary to the 
right of nations and all military laws, re-entered into ac- 
tion, was from that time to be confidered as a Britifli 
grmy. From that moment, (and it is neceflary to attend 
to this circumftance) the army commanded by Prince 
Ferdinand of Brunfwick, is become an Englilh army : 
The Elector of Hanover, the Duke of Brunfwick, the 
tlie Landgrave of Hefle, their forces and their countries, 
have been blended together in the ciaufe of England ; fo. 
that the hoftilities in Weftphalia and Lower Saxony have^ 
had and ftill have the fame objedt as the hoftilities in. 
America, Afia, and Africa ; that is to fay, the difputes 
lubfifting between the two crowns concerning the limits of 
Acadia and Canada. 

His Majefty confequently from that time being obliged 
to fupport a war both by fea and laiid againft England his 
profeiled enemy, has afforded no farther fuccour of troops 
to his Allies to enable them to carry on their war in par* 
tjcular, tut has only undertaken to preferve the places on 
the Lower Rhine for the Emprefs Queen, which were^ 
acquired by conqueft from the King of JPruffia, in the 
name of her Imperial Majeft}\ It would therefore betray^ 
ignorance of the moft pofitive fa&s, to fuppofe that the 
war which is adtually carried on in Weftphalia, is for the 
Intereft of his Majefty's Allies ; that war is purely Englilh,, 
w^liich is carried on only becauie the army of England, in 
that part, defends the pofleffions of the King of Great 
Britain and his Allies. 

We muft conclude from w^hat has been faid with regard 
to the ftatc of the two belligerant Crowns, that the war of 
France with England is in fadlr, and in its origin, very 
tllftindt from that of the Emprefs againft the King of 
I^'ufSa: neverthelefs there is a connexion between the 
two wars, which confifts in the cqm.mon engagement be-' 
'tween the King and the Emprefs Queen, not to make a" 
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feparate peace with the common enemy but by mutual 
confent. This engagement, which is fo conformable to 
the fentiments of friendlhip and confidence by which their 
Majefties are united, was neoeflary for their reciprocal fe- 
curity. As it would be dangerous for the forces of the 
King of Pruffia to join againft France, Uith thofe of Eng- 
land, commanded by Prince Ferdinand, it would be 
equally prejudicial and contrary to the faith of his Majefty*s 
engagements with the Court of Vienna, that the Britifli 
a^my Ihould join the King of Pruffia againft the Emprefe 
Queen, and ^inft the Princes of the Empire who are in 
idliaiwe with France. 

, Although the year 1758, produced no political event, 
which might give room to a negotiation for the re-efta- 
blilhment of j^eace, yet France, ever zealous to promote 
it with the fame fincerity, made ufe of the mediation of 
Denmark to inform England of her perfcverance in the 
fame pacific diipofitions ; the anfwer from the Court of 
London was as naiighty as it was negative, and deftroyed 
all hopes of a negotiation* 

In 1759, the Courts of London and Berlin tranfmitted 
the following declaration from the Hague, to the Minifters 
di France, Vienna and Ruffia. 

- Diclaratum of their Pruflian and Britannic Majefties. 

THEIR Britannic and Pruffian Majefties, touched 
with compaffion, when they reflefi: on the evils 
5vhich have been occafioned, and muft ftill neceflary refult 
Jfr6m the war which has been kindled for fome years paft, 
would think themfelves wanting: to the duties of humanity, 
and particularly regardlefs of the intereft they take in the 
prefervation and welfare of their refpe(3:ive kingdoms and 
fubjefts, if they negkfted to ufe proper meafures towards 
checking the progrefs of this cruel peftileiice, and to con- 
tribute towards the re-eftabliftiment of public tranquility. 
It is with thij view, and in order to afcertain the fincerity 
of their intentions in this refpedt, that their aforefaid Ma- 
jefties have refolved to ;fiake the following declaration : 

That they are ready to fend PIenipotenti;iries to any 
place which flxall be judged moft convenient^ in order to 
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tfcat, bconjun&ion, concermng a general and flrm peace^ 
with thofe whom the belligerant powers (hall think proper 
to authorize on their fide, towards. tlie '^ccpmpliftiment of 
fo falutary an end. 

I certify, that the above declaration is the faine which 
was dilpatched to ipe by the Earl of Holdernefle and the 
Baron Kniphauzen, in the name, and qn the part of their 
Britannic 9Jid Pruffian Majefties. 

Given at the Caftle qf Ryfwick, this 25th of Nbvember 
J759, Signed L, D. de Brunfwick. 

This declaration made no mention either of Sweden, or 
of the King of Poland,. Eledior of Saxony, two powers 
who were principally interefted in the war. France and 
her Allies were not aware of this proceeding of the courQ 
of London and Berlin. They were obliged to wait for aa 
anfwer from Peterfbourg, in order to tranfmit in commoQ 
a counter declaration, which the great diftance betweeii 
the countries obliged them to defer longer than France 
pould have wilhed^v J^t length it \yas tranfmitted in the 
following terms, and the Courts of London and Ejerlir} 
pever made any reply to it^ 

CpunifT Declaration of f>is Mofi Chriftiap Majefty, 

THEIR Britannic ^nd Pruffian Majeffifs ha^i^ 
thought proper to teftify, by a declaration whicl» 
V^as delivered on rh^r parts at the Hague, the 25th of 
November laft, to the Ambafladors and M^nifters of the 
pourts of V^rfaiiles, Vienna, and Peterfbourg, refident 
with their High Aiightineffes the State? General of the 
ynited Provinces, that, froni a fincere defire of contri^ 
buting to the re-eftablilhment of public tranquillity, they 
were reaciy to fend Plenipotentiaries to any place which 
fliould be judged mod convenient^, in order to treat con- 
cerning tJ^at important objed: with thofe whom the bclli- 
gerant power? flioi^ld think proper to authorize- oh their 
parts, for the ^gcompliihmeht of fo falutary an end. 

His Maje% the Mod Chriftian King, her Majefty the 
pniprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, ^nd her Ma^ 
ieftytl^e Bmprffi of ^ll t^e Rulfias, being e<|ually ani^ 
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t^Titcd with a defire of contcibuting to the re^eftabHlhment . 
of public tranquillity, on a juft and foUd footing, do d$- 
<Jare in return. , 

That his Majefty the Catholic King having been pleafed 
to offer his mediation with refpeft to the war, which has ^ 
iubfifled fome year^ between France and England ; and 
tfeiis WjM: hsiviug no ol^etSJ: in common with that which has 
like^ire for fome years been carried on by the two Em- 
prefles with their Allies, againft the JCing of Pruffia ; ' 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty is ready to enter into a 
freaty of peace with England, fo far as it regards himfelf, 
tl^rough the good offices of his Catholic Majefty, whole 
mediation he accepts with plealUre, 

With refped: to the war which direftly concerns his 
PruiEan Majefty, their Majefties the Moft Chriftian King, 
the Emprefs C^een of Hungary and Bohemia, and the 
Emprefe of all the RuljKas, are dif^wfed to co-operate to» 
wards the appointment of the propofed corigr^fs ; but as, 
by virtue of their treaties, they cannot enter into any en* ' 
gagements relative to peace, but in conjunction with their 
Allies, it will be neceflary, in order that they may explain 
themfelves precifely on this fubjed:, that their Britannic 
and Prulfign Majefties would firft be pleafed to fend their ' 
invitation to the Congrefs, to all the powers who are di-* 
recfcly at war with the King of Prulua, particularly his 
Maj^y jof Sweden, as well as his Polifli Majefty Eledlor 
of Saxony, who ought to be exprefly invited to the future 
Congrefs, 

In this counter declaration, France exprefly Separated 
her.particul^r war with England, whether in Africa, Afia, 
America, or in Weftphalia, from the war which was car-" 
ri^d on in Saxony and Silefia. The King of Spain had 
then offered his good offices to bring about a reconciliation 
between France and England, The feparation of the two 
wars, and the tender which his Catholic Majefty made of 
his good offices, induced the King to hope that the fepa- 
rate peace of France might be fuccefsfuUy negociated at 
the Court of London. In confequence of this expectation, 
he ordered the Count D'Affry, his Majefty's Ambaflador ^ 
at the Hague, to enter into a conference with General 
Vorke, jj^e Envoy Eixtraordinary from the King of Great 

Britain* • 
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Britain. Thofe two Minifters had fcvcral confercnees, 
which evidently proved that the Court of London was ex* 
tremely averfc to an accojxupodation, and that the decla^ 
ration, which Ihe caufed to be tranfmitted by Prince Lewb 
of Brunfwick (to put the moft favourable conflrufWon on 
it) was no more than an external aft of complaifance for 
her allies,, and that (be abfolutely never intended it fho&id 
take effeft. 

His Majefty was not difcouraged by the inflexibilky he 
ftill experienced on the part of his eneniics, from endea- 
vouring to bring about a juft accommodation* His Ma- 
J€%, ,in 1 761, thought proper to declare his fentiments, 
and pacific inclinationis to his allies, He found them in-* 
clined to concyr in any meafures which might facilitate 
and accelerate the re*eftabliihment of public peace, and in 
confequence of Aefe falutary difpofitions, all the confedo^ 
, rate powers agreed to tfaniinit th^ following declaration tQ 
I^ondon, 

^be Declaration of bh Moft Chriftian Majefly, 

THE pacific difpofitions which the Kings df England 
and Pruffia expreffed the laft year, and which are 
conformable to the fentiments of all the belligerant powers, 
having met with fome difficulties which have proved ob- 
ftacles to their fuccefs^j the Courts of France, Vienna, 
Peterfburg, Stockholm and Waifaw, have unanimouily 
agreed to invite thofe of London and Berlin, to the renew4 
or a negotiation fb expedient for the welfare of mankind, 
and which ought tp intereft ajl the powers at war in the 
caufe )f humanity. 

With this view, and in order to proceed towards tb© 
rc-eftablifhment of peace, they propofe the meeting of a 
Congrefs, at which they think it will be convenient to 
admit, with the Plenipotentiaries of the principal belli- 
^rant powers, no other than thofe of their allies. If the 
;ings of England and Pruffia adopt this mcafure^ hi§ 
Moft Chriftian Majefty, the Emprefs Queen, the Emprefi

|)Iace pf Congrefs, which they only poiot out as* town 
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within the reach of all the parties intcrefted, which by its ** 

fituation feems to fuit the convenience of all the States, 
and they will not oppofe the choice of any other town in * 
- Oermany, which their Britannic and Pruffian Majeftics* 
may deem mcwe convenient. 

' His Moft Chriftian Majefty, the Emprefs Queen, the 
Emprefs of RpfHa, and the Kings of Sweden and Poland, 
declare farther, that they have made choice of Plenipo- 
tentiaries, to whom they will commit their interefts at the 
Congrefs, in expeftation that the King o( England, the 
King of Pruffia, and their allies, will fpeedily make choice 
of their refpefkive Minifters, that the negotiation may not 
tje retarded. 

- The fincerity ©f this . declaration, which the Courts of 
Prance, Vienna, Peterlburg, Stockholm, and Warfaw 
have, out of regard to the general good, determined to • 
make to the Courts of London and Berlin, gives them to , 
hopfe that their Britannic and Pruflxan Majefties, will 
fignify, by a (needy anfwer, their fentiments on a fubjedt, 
jfo eflential to the peace and welfare of Europe.

Allies in 
general, was not fuffif lent to put a ftop to the miferics of 
w^r, fo fpeedily as France could have wjlhed^ 

• In fa£t, what delays^nd perplexing incidenti were not ^ 
to be expeiSed from a O^ngrefs at which the interefts of 
America were to be treitfed of at tlie fame ome with 
thofe of the two Jlmpreflb, Sweden^ Saxony, par d the 
King of Pruffia ! - ' ' 

; To remove thefe obftacles, the King, with the confcnt 
of his allies, thought proper to prefs for a feparatiod of the 
two wars, which had been agreed upon fin^e the year 
1759. In confequence of this intuition, his 'Majefty 
i::auled a feparate memorial to be addreffed to the Court of 
Jx)ndon, which was accompanied by a letter from the. 
Duke de Choifeul, his Minifter and Secretary^of State for 
foreign affairs, to Mr. Pitt, Minifter and Secretary of State

SIR, 

THE King my Mafter, ading in conformity with the 
fentiments of his Allies, in (Mxier, if poflible^ to 
poQurc the re*ftabliihment of a general peace, has autho-r 
rizcd me to tranfinit to your Excellency the memorial hereto 
annexed, which fokly coocerns the interefts of France and 
England, with refped to the particular war between the 
two Crowns.

H E moft Chriftian King wifhes, that the leparate 
peace of France with England could be united with 

the 
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Ithe general peace of Europe, ^hich his Majcfty moft fin^^ 
,eercly defires to eftablHh ; but as the nature of the obje&s, 
which have occafioned the war between France and Eog-' 
land, is tot^ly foreign from the difputes in Germany, hia 
inoft Chriftian M^efty has thought it neceffary to agree 
with his Britanuig Majefty on the principal articles, which 
piay form the bafis of their feparat^ negotiations, in ordef 
to accelerate, as much as polEble, the general conclulioii 
of the peace* 

The beft method to accompliih the end propofed, is to 
remove thofe intricacies which might prove obftacles- to its 
fuccefs. In the bufinefs of peace, the difputes of nations 
icpncerning their reciprocal cpnquefts, the different opini- 
pns with refpe<ft to the utility of particular conquefts, and 
the compenlations for reftitutions, generally form matter 
pf embarraflment at a negotiation of peace. As it is na^ 
rural for each nation, with regard tq thefe different points, 
fo endeavour the acquifition,of all pofllble advantages, in- 
tereft and diftruft occafion oppofitions and produce delays. 
To obviate thefe inconVepieiicies, and tq teftify the fincerity 
pf his proceedings in the courfe of th$ negotiation of peacp 
with England, the moft Chriftian King propofes to agree 
with his Britannic Majefty, that, with refpeft to the par-.. 
ficular war of France and England, the two Crowns Ihall 
femain in pofTefllon of what they have conquered from eacH 
pther, ai^d that the fit mtion in which they ftiall ftand on 
ihe I ft of September, J ' 'itrhe yey 1761, in the Eaft In- 
dies, on the I ft of Ji'J\ ; il(i the fa. as year, in the Weft 
Indies and in Africa, and on the ift of May following in 
Europe, ftiall be thepdfition which fliall ferve as a bafis

Which fliews that the nioft Chriftian King, in 
prder to fet an example of hun^anity, and to contribute to 
l:he re-eftablifliment of the general tranquillity, will make 
a facrifice of thofe reftitutions which he has a right to 
claiiii, at the fanie time that he will maintain thofe acqui- 
fitions which he has gained from England during die 
courfe of the war* 

Neverthelefs as his Britannic Majefty may think that 
the periods propofed of the i ft of September, July, and 
May^ ape either tp9 i^ear or top diftant for the interefts of 

the 
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the Britifli Crown, or that his BiitaBQic Majefty may judge 
k proper to make compenlation for the whole, or for part 
of the reciprocal conquefts of the two Crown^, the rhoft 
Chriftian King wiH readily enter into negotiaticMi with his 
Britannic Majefty in relation to thcfe two obje(ffa, when he 
fliall know his fentiments concerning them, the principal 
view of his moft Chriftian Majefty, being to teftify -not 
only to England, but to the whole world, his fincere diA 
pofition to remove all impediments which might defer the 
falutary objeft of peace. 

The moft Chriftian Kin^ experts, that the difpofition 
of his Britannic Majefty will be correfpondent, and that 
he will, with equal fincerity, anfwer all the articles con- 
tained in this memorial, in which the two Powers are fo 
dJentialiy intereftei 

Tlfciefe pieces were dated the 26th bf March. England 
had then conquered from France Ifle Royal or Cape Bre- 
ton, all Canada, the Ifles of Guadalope and Marigalant, 
and that of Goree in Africa, with Senegal; Europe at 
that time was ignorant of the precife fituation of affairs 
between the two Crowns in Afia, and the expedition 
againft Bell-Ille had not then taken place. 
' France, on the other hand, had conquered the Ifland of 
Minorca, had repaired fome parts of the port of Dunkirk, 
and in Germany were in pofleflion of Hanau, the Lan- 
graviate of Hefle, and the town of Gottingen in the Elec- 
torate of Hanover. It is neceflary to obferve, that Caflel 
was befieged on the 26th of March, and that it was to be 
feared that on the ift of May the King's forces would no 
longer be in pofleflion of Hefle, and of the town of Got- 
tingen. 

Wefel and Gueldres could not be comprifed in the oiFer 
of [/// ^?^^?m which France propofed, becaufe thofe two 
towns, and the countries dependant on them, appertain to 
the Emprefs Queen : that the King has only the cuftody 
of them, and mat juftice is adminiftred there in the name 
of her Imperial Majefty. 

All Europe was aftoniflied at the facrifices which th^ 
King was difpofed to make to England : His Majefty 's 
Miniftry were reproached on die part of thofe Courts who 

were 
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^ere moft afffe&ionate to France, and no one doubted but 
that England would prefer the quiet poffeffion of her con-^ 
qUcfts, and the repofe of her allies in Germany, to the 
continuation of the war- The memorial of France, by 
eftabJifliing a fixed bafis for the negociation, propofcd to 
make necefiary compenfations for the advantage of the 
two crowns, and opened a way for the evacuation of Ger- 
tnany on the part of the French troops, in compcnfatioi>. 
of the conquefts of England in America^ 

The full extent of the propofition contained In the mcT 
morial of the 26th of Marcl^, addreffed to Mr^ Pitty wa» 
known in France ; but the Kit^, like a true father of hisr 
people, thought of nothing but their relief; and ia con-' 
lequence of tnis fentiment, determined to adhere to the 
offers which feemed to him the moft fure and ready exr- 
pedients for infpiring his enemies with that fpirit of recon-* 
ciliation, which dire(Sted all his Majefly^s wilhes and 
meafures* 

Mr* Pitt anfwered the Duke of Choifeurs Letter, and 
at the fame time fent him a memorial, in anfwer to that of 
France of the 26th of March. 

Mr. Pitt's Letter to the Duke de Choifeul. 

IS 1 R, London, 8th April, 1761. 

THE King my Matter has authorized me to tranfmit 
to your Excellency, with all the difpatch which was 
found poffible, the memorial hereto annexed, in anfwer 
to that of the 26th of the laft month, made by the order 
and in the name of his moft Chriftian Majefty, folely con- 
cerning the interefts of England and France, relative to 
the particular war between the two Crowns, which was 
accompanied by a letter from your Excellency of the fame 
date, tranfmitted to me by M, the Prince Galiti:in. 

His Majefty has publilhed his real fentiments, with re- 
gard to the falutary bufinefs of peace, with the fincerity 
which his Chriflian Majefty defires, and of which he him- 
felf fet the example ;. the King my Mafter, on his part^ 
defires nothing more than, by the fincerity of his conduct, ' 
to remove all diftruft in courfe of the negoclation,

t will likcwife acquaint your Excellency, that the Kiiig 
feattit with great fetis&ftibn, that your Excellency wai 
authorized to give affurance thatj in relation to the war 
which concerns thfc King of PruflSa, the allies of his moft 
Chriftian Majcfly are determined to treat with the fame' 
6pcnne6 and iincenty at thfe Court of France^ and that 
they will bring widi them^ to the negotiation at the future 
Congrefe^ all the acquiefcence which their unanimity dic- 
tates tdr the general good of Elurope* 

I muft add that< widi regai*d to the; w^r which concerns 
the King of Pruflia, as well as with refped: to the other 
allies of the King my Madefy his Majefty, always coh- 
ftant in fiilfilUiig the engagemerits of his crown with the 
moft fcrupulous exaftnefs, eah never fail to fuppoit their 
refpedtive intetefts^ whether in the courfe of the negocia- 
tion, (which may God prolper) or in the continuance of 
the War^- (if contrary to all expectation this misfortunef, 
Ihould be unavoidable) with die cordiality and efficacy of 
a fincete and faithful ally. 

As to what remains, it is fviperfluovis to tnfentioh to what 
degree his Majefty wiflies for this fpcedy eftabliihmeiit of^ 
the general peace in Germany^ ^ter the diftinguifhed 
proof his Majefty has giveil, in fo readily consenting to the 
proportion of fo diftant a place as thfe town of Augfbourg 
for the meeting of the Congrefsi

HI S Britannic Majefty, equally deftrotis with the Moil' 
Chriftian King, that the feparate Peacfe of England 
and France could be united with the general peace, for' 
which the King of Great Britain is fo fincerely interfefted^ 
that, in regard to this point, he even means that the eon-^ 
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tcfts which might arife between the two Crowns ^ronc^ni* 
ing their particular differences, Ihould not ocCafion the 
kaft delay to the ipeedy conclufion of Co falutary a work 
as the general peace of Germany ; and his Britannic Ma- 
jefty is the more confirmed in this fentiment, diftated by 
humanity towards fo many nations, that he feels in all its 
extent the propofition which the Moft Chriftian King 
eftabliihes as a fundamental principle ; that the nature of 
the objefts which have occafioned the war between Eng- 
land and France, is totally foreign from the dilputes ii^ 
Germany. 

. In confequence of this inconteftible principle, . the King 
of Great feritain entirely adopts the fentiment cf his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty, that it is neceifary to agree between the 
two Crowns on fome principal articles, which may form 
the bafis of their particular negociations, in Order the 
more to accelerate the conclufion of a general peace. 

The King of Great Britain equally agrees in general to 
the propofition which the Mofi: Chriftian King has made^ 
with an opeilnefs, in which his Britannic Majefty will 
concur throughout the courfe of the negotiation ; that is 
to fay, that, in relation to the particular war between 
England and France, i . The two Crowns fliall remain in 
pofleflion of what they have conquered, one from the 
other. 2. That the fituation in which they Ihall ftand at 
certain periods, ftiall be the pofition to ferve as a bafis for 
the Treaty which may be negociated between the two 
Powers. 

With rqgard to the firft branch of the aforefaid propo- 
iitio^, his Britannic Majefty takes pleafure in doing juftice

quite on the contrary; it is exprefly about thofe very 
periods that the Moft thriftian King offers to enter into a 
negotiation.

THE King, my Mafter, entirely adopts the principle 
advanced in the letter with which your Excellency 
honoured me on the 28 th of laft Month, as like wife in 
the memorial thereto annexed, with refpeft to the neceffity 
of difpatching refpedtive Minifters, in order to elucidate a 
number of diiBcultics, w^hich it is impoffible to obviate by 
letters and memorials, I Ihould neverthelefs have been 
proud of the honour of negotiating fo imporfant an affair 
perlbnally with ' your Excellency. No one has a higher 
confidence than myfelf in the integrity and the uncommon 
talents which your Excellency poflefles, and I do prefume, 
that the intentions of the Kings, our mafters, being , at 
once determined on peace, the fagacity of your Excellency^ 
joined to my zeal for fo precious a bleifing, would have 
fmoothed all difficulties ; but as our employs neceflarily 
keep us at a diftance from a perfonal negotiation, M. dc 
Bufly, who is Wed to tranfadt bufinefs with me, will fup- 
ply, near your Excellency, tlie defire I have of concur- 
ring in the falutary views of peace, which feem to animate 
all the belligerant po^vers. I entreat your Excellency to 
grant him }our favour, and I am certain that he will ufc 
his qtmoft endeavours to deferve it.

the ^b of M&y, 1761. 

I HAVE received the paffport of the King of Great- 
Britain, which your Excellency did me the honour to 
fend for M. 'Bufly, in quality of Minifter of the King my 
mailer ; and I fend you in return his Majefty's paflport for 
Mr. Stanley, whom bis Britannic Majefty has been pleafed 
to appoint in order to come to this court in the fame capa- 
city. I think it my duty, on this occafion. Sir, to make 
fome obfervations, which feem to me neceflary to warrant 
tjie execution of the commiflions of thofe two Miniftdrs, 

It The King thinks, that his Britannic Majefty will 
judge it convenient that the two Minifters ihould be charged 
with full power from the refpeftive courts, to ule upon 
pccaiion^ 

2, That the two Minifters ihould each of them have 
letters of credence from the Kings their matters, which 
tjiey ihall deliver to the Secretaries of State only ; that isi 
to fay, in France, tp the Minifter and Secretary of State 
for the (department of foreign affairs ; >and in England, to 
the Minifter and. Secretary of State for the Southern de- 
partment. 

3. As his Majefty 's, intention is, that the Englifti Mi- 
nifter ftiall enjoy the fame privilege in France, as if the 
two courts were in the midft of peace, as well with regard .

to the court of Great-Britain ; if not, the King will keep 
a veffel in the port of Calais, which Ihall tranfport M. 
Buffy to England, in which cafe it will be proper to know . 
what kind of veffel his Britannic Majefty will chufc to bring 
Mr. Stanley to Calais. • 

I believe your Excellency will find thefe obfervations 
proper, and that you will fend me your ahfwer as foon as

1HAVE received the three paflTports, which your Ex- 
cellency has done me the honour to tranftiiit for Mr. 
Stanley, in quality of Minifter from the King my maftcr, 
and I in return tranfmit to you a fecond, which his Ma- 
jefty has granted for the veflel which the moft Chriftian 
King fliall think proper to order for tranfporting M. Bufly 
into England ; and I annex the order to the officers of the 
cuftoms, for the free importation of the effefts and bag- 
gage of the faid Minifter. 

As to what relates. Sir, to the obfervations which you 
thought yourfelf obliged to make, to warrant the execu-

3, It is the mtenttofi of his Majefty, that }d. Bufly 
fliould abfolutely enjoy in England the fame rights, pre- 
K^tives, franchifes, and liberties, as if the two courts ^ 
were in the midft of peace, and which Mr.^ Stanley, ia 
piurfuaace of the intention of his moft Chriftian Majefty, 
IS to enjoy in France ; aiid that as to the difpatch of cou- 
riers, as well as every thing elfe which concerns the two 
Minifters, the tenor of the third article of obfervations re- , 
lative to this head, ihall be obfervcd in every refpedL 

As to what remains, concerning the time of the depar- 
ture of the faid Minifters, as alfo concerning the manner 
of their crofling the fea, the.

be inconvenient to the court of France ; and the King my 
inafter relies, with full confidence, in M. Bufly^s repair* 
fng to Calais on the aforefaid day, that the two Mimfters 
may crofs the fea without delay, as far as the circumftances 
of wind and navigation will permit them. I will add to 
your Excellency, that Mr, Stanley will make ufe of a 
packet-boat from Dover, and that M. Bufly may crofs from 
Catais to Englajid in whatever veilel !^is moft Chriftian 
Msiiefty ihall judge convenient. ^. 

I flatter mylelt, that your Excellency will find that thefe 
arrangements will equally fecilitate the method of the two

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The courts in alliance with France, , without Dpix)(ing 
this negotiation, with the court of London, expreffed great * 
uneafinefs at the reciprocal difpatch of the two Minifters : . 
they .were encouraged, however, by the promife which 
the King made to tnem, of communicating, with the ut- 
moft confidence, a detail of the feveral objects which (hould ' 
be treated of, either at London or Verfailles, Jn the de- 
claration made to them on the part .of die King, they at 
once admired his Majcfty's fteadiiiefs to his engagemeiAs, 
and that generofity, with, which he determined to facrifice 
his pcrfonal interefts, in order to ^ome to a fpeedy and 
firm reconciliation with Englan4# 

M/Bufly fet out for London : his inftrudions were ex- 
tremely fimple ; the bafis of them regarded the propofition 
Un Pcjfidetis^ and he was enjoined, 

1. To demand of the Britilh AJinifter, wliether the 
King of England accepted of the periods annexed to the 
propofition of Statu ^Oy and if his Britannic Majefl:y, did 
not accept of them, what new periods he propofed to - 
France ? 

2. To declare to the court of London, That the war, 
which the King waged againft England, was entirely dif- 
tinft from that of the Emprefs-C^een againft the King of 
Pruflia, and that copfequently, except as to Wefel and 
Gueldrcs, , w^hich appertained to hjer Imperial Majefty, the 
King was at liberty to caufe his forces to evacuate Gottin- 
gen, Heffe, and the county of Hanau, but that his Ma- 
jefty made this evacuation to depend on two conditions ; 
firft, That the court of England Ihould give proper fecu- 
rity, that the army commanded by Prince Ferdinand ihould 
be dift)anded, and not ferve againft the King's allies, Se» 
condly. That his Britannic Majefty would agree on fome 
reftltution which fliould be judged reafonabk on^ the part 
of England, as a compenfation for the French troops eva- 
cuating Gottingen,. tlie Landgraviate of Hefle, aad the 
county of Hanau. 

Mr» Stanley arrived at Marly at the fame time that Mr, 
Bufly arrived at London. The Englilh Mi^ifter, at the 
very firft conference, declared in the name of his court, 
that the King his Mafter would fupport his allies with effi" 
cacy and good faith ^ [Thefe were the terms he made uie 

of:] 
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•V>f,] The King^s Minifter, who conferred ^vith Mr. Staii- 
ky, anfwered him by a' declaration equally precife, with 
refp^dt tp his Ms^efty's intention to folfil his engagements 
with regard' to the allies of France i but as the peace be- 
tween* the Emprefs Queen and the King of TPruffia was to 
be negotiated at the congrefe at Augfbourg, which was 
fixed for the pacification of Germany, the £)• de Choifeul 
obferved that the difierences ben^^een her Imperial Majefty 
and the King of :Prufiia vvqre by no means the fubjeft on 
which the French and Englilh Minifters were reciprocally 
difpatched. 

The fubfequait conferences pafled in difcufling the pe- 
riods fixed in the memorial of the 26th of March ; but the 
Englifli Minifter, both at London and Paris,' eluded giv- 
ing any pofitive anfwer on that fiabje<S. 

It is neceflary to obferve, that the Britifli court had re- 
folved on the enterprizc againft Belleifle, fince the memo- 
rial of the month of March.' The expedlation of liiccefs 
.jfxom |:hat expedition, no doubt, retarded, on their part^ 
a categorical anfwer in relation to the epochs. 

Mr, Pitt, being prefled on that fubjeft by M. Bufly, 
had Ihewn bimfelf averfe from declaring any thing decifive; 
on which his Majefty wrote to his Minifter at London, to 
elucidate and fix precifely the bafis of the negotiation, rela- 
tive to the Uii Pofftdetis and the epochs, and by that means 
to accelerate the negotiation of peace. The ifland of Belle- 
ifle was taken c Mr* Pitt then gave M. Bufly the memorial .

^he Memorial of the Britifh Mnijter^ of the ijtb 

of June, 1761. 

MR.. Stanley having reprefented by his letter of the 
8th of June, that the D. de Choifeul, inthecourfe 
of their conferences, had agreed, *^ That the epochs muft 
ftill remain a matter of negotiation, but that his Excellen- 
cy neverthelefs was of opinion, that in the prefcnt ftate of 
that affair, according to the natural arid ufual'courfe of 
things, his moft Chriftian Majefty having already named 
the I ft of September, July and May, bis Britannic Ma- 
jefty ftiould proceed, either by accepting of thofe days, or 
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by naming odiers more agreetjiblt to his intentkms^ wliicll 
were probably regulate4 by preparations and defigns^ tA 
which the court of Prance was ignorant 'j that this method 
appeared to him more likely to expedite the bufineis, than 
the making of reiterated propofitiohs (mi thdr part^ whidi 
could only be grounded qn mere coiyedure/* It is upon 
this footing, that^ in order tp make a return to &e above 
invitation on the part of Prance, ad well as in dohfeque^ 
of his Majefty's having accepted the propo&tion of th0 
faid court of the z6di df March laft, his Majefty offers to 
agree with the moft Chriftian King, that the firfJ day of 
July, September and November following^ Ihall refpee- 
tively be the different jitsriods or epochs/ to fix the Uti 
Pojftdttis which France has propofed to make the bafis of 
the treaty which may be negoci^ted between the twd 
powers* All other conqu^fts made beyond thofe periods 
ihall be mutually rcftored. JBut as his Msgefty is of opi- 
nion, that .epochs which have, no reference to the a^d 
fignature of ibmething obligatory between the two crowns^ 
muft neceflarily be only , a vain ilkfion, v6id of ufe or re- 
ality ; or that it might even happen^ that in the end they 
may prove die fource of intricate difputes, and dangerous 
and captious altercations i and the King having no other 
view hut- to concur with the upright intentions of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, in acceleratii^ and confirming the blef-- 
ling of peace to both nations, his Majefty only offers to 
agree to the aforelaid ep<Dch, on the two following "condi-' 
lions : 

1 . That every thing, which ihall be happily adjufted 
between the two crowns, in relation to their particubr war# 
ihaU be made obligatory, final, and conclufive, indepen- 
dent of the fate of the negotiation at Augft)ourg, which 
is to compofe and terminate the diiputes of Germany, and 
to re-eftablilh a general peace- 

2. .That the faid definitive treaty of peace between 
Cjreat-Britain and France Ihall be concluded, figiied and 
ratified, or preliminary articles to that end, between thi) 
and the firft of Auguft next. 

The reftitution of the prizes taken at fea ihall be regu* 
lated according to the refpeAive terms which are vfual fol* 
-different poxxs of tiio globe; which terms are to be eoih- 
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I pated from the day of the fignature of the ^d definitive 
* treaty, or of preliminary articles of pezct^ in cafe a ratifi- 
cation enfues. 

The King, defiring farther to facilitate die felutary wouk 
tof peace, as far as reafon and juftice will permit, declares, 
iTxoreover, that with regard to Belleifle, . his Majefty will 
agree, in the faid future treaty, to enter into compenlatic^ 
for that important conqueft. 

With regard to farther compenfetions for any part of 
the other xonquefts made by the crown of Great-Britain, 
his Majefty relerves himfelf, till he ihall learn what are the 
tnoft Chriflian King's defires in that refpedt, which when 
he Ihall know, his Majefty will open hinaf^lf with perfect 
fincerity and good faith* 

We lee by this memorial, the epochs ^hich England 
•required to determine the Uli PoffidetiSy were i^rther dif- 
Cant by two months than thofe offered by France ; and it 
was evident, that as the enterprize iigainil Belkifle had de* 
termined England to defer /her anfwer with regard to the 
lepochs, fo the fuccefs of that expedition had made thcra 
tefolve to fix the term of^July for Eurq>e> fpecified in the 
Englifli memorial^ inftead of May, which was propofed 
by the French memoriaL 

England made the epochs Ihe affigned depend . on two 
conditionsi The firft of thofe conditions departed both 
from the letter and the fpirit of the memorial of the 2 6th 
of March : for although France had propofed to treat of a 
peac^ feparately with England ; neverthelefs his Majefty -s 
r intention w^s not regulated by this principle of the negoti- 
ation, that peace could be concluded with England, with- 
out providing for the peace of Germany. In fad:, the 
memorbl of the 26th of March, from which the court of 
England drew fuch advantageous arguments, opened with 
this expreffion, ^* The moft Chriftian King is defirous that, 
the particular peace of France with England ftiould be 
united with the general peace of Europe**' 

The fecond condition, , with refped to difcuffing and 
fettling the articles, fo that they might be figned and rati- 
6ed by the iftof Auguft, was very difficult to be fulfilled 
in regard to a war, which extended over the four quarters 
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of the globe, this condition propofed by England not beuig 
known to France till the end of June, 

France returned no fpecific anfwer to the memorial o( 
the court of London ; but verbally acquiefced, as far as 
poffible, to the iibcond condition : and with regard to the 
firft, the King required the confent of the court of Vienna, 
to conclude a feparate peace with England. This confent 
was neceflary, fince, from the beginning, as is before- 
mentioned, it was agreed between her Majefty and his 
allies, that they fhould treat of peace feparately ; but that 
all the belligerent parties fhould come to a conclufion to- 
gether. 

Though the Emprefs Queen was perfedtly fenfible of 
the prejudice which the alliance might fuftain by a nego* 
tiation in Germany, at a time that France was at peace 
with England ; yet her Imperial Majefty,: to oblige the 
King, agreed, on this occafion, to facrifice her own inte* 
reft to the defire which his Majefty exprefled for the efta- 
blifhment of peace. This princefs confented to the fepa* 
rate 'accommodation of France with England, upon this 
exprefs and ecjuitable condition, that nothing ihould be 
therein ftipulated, which might be contrary to the intereft 
of the Houfe of Auftria. 

The conclufion of the Britifti memorial contained a pro* 
pofition for France to make fome overtures with regard to 
the compenfations. The King availed hbnfelf of this inti* 
mation, and ordered a memorial to be prepared, including 
fpecific propofitions, which put the negotiation in a proper 
train, and fixed its bafis on exprefs and determinate points* 

France was perfectly fenfible how difadvantageous it was 
to her, to make her enemies acquainted with the favoura- 
ble conditions which it was agreed to allow them, in orde^ 
to fucceed in the re-eftabliihment of peace : flie was con-* 
fcious, that it was juft and reafonable for France, who 
made the firft propofition of £/// i^ojfidetisy to wait till 
England explained herfelf concerning the compenfations s 
but Ihe flattered herfeUV tliat England was fincerely defi-' 
rous of re-eftabliftiing the union between the two crowns; 
and the advantages, which would redound to England 
from the oifers of France, were fo vifible and exterffivr^ 
that there was no fufpicion that the court of London would 
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iocreafe the difBculties of a negotiation, which France was 
zealous to terminate without dela^^, and to the fatisfaftioa

V. The iflands cdled neuter, ^bre Ddminlca, Saitt Vin- 
cent, iSaint Lucia, and Tabago. The two firft arc de- 
cupled by the Carribeei, under the prdte&i6n of France, 
according to the treaty of 1 660 : they Ih'all i^main in the 
condition they have been fince that treaty. 

The Crown of England has h(k yet (heWn my tide, 
which gives them a right over the two feft ; neverfields, 
it (had be a matter of i^egociation between the tWo croWm> 
cither that the four" iflands fliall remain abfolutely neuter, 
or that the two poflcfled by the Carrfbbees alone fliali bk 
declared neuter ; and that Englafid Aiall ^nter into poffef- 
fion, as fovere^, over the ifland of Tat'agD, in the fame 
manner, as France over that of St. Lucia, faving, at all 
times, the right of a third pdffeiS, With whcMm fhe two 
crowns will explain themfelves, if fuch a r^ht exifb.

from intfending to fettle any thing td her JWejijdicfe> pro-*

f;otiatioiis at the Congrefs at Augfbourg, which \% to re- 
ftore p3 ice between the Emprefs and the King of Pruffia ;

Though, during the courfe of the prefent war, 
the article of former treaties 'which guaranty the fucceffion 
to the Throne of Great Britain^ according to the prefent 
cftabliftiment, * has not been infringed, neverthelefs the 
King is well difpofed to comprize that guaranty in the 
future treaty, if the King of En^and detires it; 

The prifoners made on each fide, as well by fea 
as'land, ftiail be:* let at libetty, and fent home without 
ranfom, immediately on the ratification of the peace.

AS It is iflential, and i^eeable to the defire of France 
and England, that the projected treaty of peace 
Ihould ferve as a bafis 'fdr a lolid recoiKitiation between the 
two Crowns, which mky tk>t be liable ^ to be interrupted by 
tte tntereife of a third power, and the engagements which 
cither ohe w the other may have entered into .previous xq 
a^ix reconciliation, he prqpoies that the l(Cii% of Spaia 
fliall be invited to guaranty the future treaty of peace be- 
tween his M^jefty and the King of Great Britsuu. This 
i^iarantry "will 6bviate all prefent and futwe-incanveniences 
with r^ard to the folidiiy of- the peace. 

The iCing will not di%uife from his MajeCly, that the 
ilifferences of Spain with England fill him with apprehen- 
iions, and' g^ve turn Toom to fear, that, if ihey are opt 
sKljufted, they Will occafion a freih war in Europe and 
America. The 'King of %ain has commujiicated to his 
'M^jefty the three articles which remain to be difcuffed 
between his Crown and the Crown. of Britain: which 
tre, . 

1- Thereftitution of (omt captures which have been 
made, during the prefeht war upon the Spaaifli Flag. 
. a. The privilege 'for the Spaniih nation to filh upon the 
Banks of Newfoundland. 

3. The demolition of the Eaglilh lett4ements made upon 
•Ihe'Sptoiib territories in the Bay of Honduras. 
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The{e three aiticles may be eafily adjiifted agreeable tc^ 
fhe equity of the two nations i and the King earneftly 
wiflies, that fome accommodations ittay be thought on, to 
the fatisfadion of the Spanifli and Englilh nations, with 
regard to thefejaiticles ; but he cannot diifguife from Eng- 
land the danger he apprehends^ and of which he muft 
neceflarily partake, if thefe objedts, which feem nearly to 
concern his Catholic Majefty, Ihouid be the occafion of a 
ivar. His Majefty, therefore, deems it a principal point 
bf conlideration in concluding a firm and advantageous 
J)eace^ that, at the fame time that that defirable point 
ihall be concluded between France and England, his Bri- 
tannic Majefty ihouid teriTjinate his differences with Spain^ 
and agree to invite his Catholic Majefty to guaranty the 
treaty which 19 to teconcile (pray Heaven for ever) hia 
Majefty and the King of England* 

As to what remains^ his Majefty does riot intimate hisf 
apprehenfion in this relpefl: to the Court of London, hut 
ivith the moft fincere arid upright intentions to obviate 
every impediment which may arife hereafter to difturb the' 
Union of the French and Englilh nations ; and he defire^ 
his Britannic Majefty, whom he /uppofes influenced by 
the fame good wifhes, freely to communicate his fenti-' 
ments bri fo cflential an objedts 

• 

The precaution of France td enlure fhe folidity of th;e? 
peace, comprized every objeft which could conduce to that 
end. The fuccours which his Majefty and the King of 
England afforded their allies in Germany, left a fource of 

'war ftill fubfifting, and an expcnce detrimental to both 
nations. 'JThe King judged, that the moft natural means 
to put an end to the difputes which the fuccours to be af- 
forded their refpeftive allies niight produce, would be to 
come to an agreement between France and England, that 
France, on her part, fliould not yield any kind of fuccour 
to the Emprefs-Queen, and in like manner, that England 

■ fliould be bound not to furnifli any afliftance to the King 
cf Pruffia. It would have been a violation of good faith 

" to have ftipulated this -withdrawing of all fuccoUr, without 
the conferit of the allies. The King required the content

SINCE the memorial of the propofitions from Francp 
was formed, and att the i^iftant that the courier was 
ready to fet out for London, the King received the con- 
fent of the Emprefs Queen to a feparate peace with En- 
gland, but upon two conditions : . 

I. 'To keep poffeffion of the countries belonging to the 
King of Pruflia. 

2* . That it Ihall be ftipulated, tha^: the King of Great 
Britain, neither in his capacity of King or El€d:or;^, Ihail 
afford aay fuccour, either in troops, or of any kind what- 
ever,- to the King of Pruflia; and that his Britannic Ma- 
jefty wiU^ undertake that the Hanoverian, Heffian, Brunf- 
wickian, and the other Auxiliaries* in alliance with Hg- 
.nover, Ihall not- join the forces of the King of. Pruflia, in 
like manner as France fh^Il. engage, on her part, not to 
yield fuccour of aqy kind to the Emprefs Queen, nor her 
allies. . ' . / , ^ 

Both thefe conditions appear fo natural and equitable m 
themfelvps, that his Majetty could not do othervvife than 
^cquiefce in them, and he hopes that the King of Great 
Britain., will be ready to -adopt them* 
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Upon; reading thefe vouchers with attention, it maybe 
obferved,' that the memorial containing the propofitions, 

, clearly €;xpl4ins the means of ^ reconciling France and En- 
gland with' refped: to ^ their • particular intercflis : and that 
the i>o^y^No,.XIX.. removes all obftacks which the fuc- 
cours to be given to the allies in Germany might throw hi 
the way of a reconciliation between the t wo . Crowns. In 
fad, Avhat could be more jufl: and advantageous both to 

^ France and England, in the circumllances in which they 
flood, than wholly apd abfolutely to withdraw from the 
war in Germany. Laflly, in order to prevent the flames

Thefe Articles are not digefted into the form, nor in the*

evidently demonftrates the fincerity and peifeverance of his 
Majefty*s difpofition, wid) refpeft to his intentions ahd re- 
folutions for the accomplifliment of fo great a bleflkig as ' 
that of an entire peace between the two crowns. 

The firft article of this fketch entirely deprived the 
French of the liberty of fifliing for cod ; and the demoli- 
tion of Dunkirk required in the 4th article, only reftored 
this liberty in part> with certain limitations, and under 
certain reftri&ions, which were not explained. 

From the fecond article, one might infer th?it England 
pietended, not only to keep an exclufive poffellion ot all / 
Canada, but alfo to make herfelf miftrefs of all the Neutral 
Countries between Canada and Louifiana, to be nearer at 
hand in order to invade tlic feft Colony when flie fliall think 
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The third Article confirrred the/ntirje pofiefiion of the 
African Coall hi favour of the Englifh, and deprived the 
Fren^ of all Settlement in that part foir the K^ro trade. 

The ninth entirely annihillated the French Eaft India 
Company. 

• The feventh and thirteenth did qpt appear conclufive. 
In faa, by thefirft, England propofed that France fhould 
eyacqate Gerniany, and in the fecond Ihe agreed, that the 
tn^o Crowns Ihould fupport their Allies in that part of 
Europe. 

Thefp Apfwcr?, and a)l thofe which England has mack 
jfii the courfe of the negociation, evidently manifeft that 
the Court of London is averfe to all recon<;iliatioh. 

Thf Artiplt^^ which declare the Advantages which Eng- 
land would fecure,' are clear, ' decifive, ai;id even didiato^ 
rial ; thofe which concern the interefts of France, are ob- 
ji'cUre, fubjeft to various conftru<9:ions, and leave a train 
of difcijffiohs, which,' by leaving the fource of the war ftill 
fobfifting, would ftill have redounded to the prejudice of 
france, if (he had agreed to admit the claintis of England. 
' Thefe reflections did not efcape his Majefty^s penetra- 
fton, Neverthelefs hi i Majefty unwilling to take upon him- 
lelf the rupture of a JSiegociation, which, on his part^ 
propoftd*the welfare of mankind, he orderecj a reply to b^ 
made to the Anfwet from Englahd, Article by Article, in

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J^ Wajcfty's forces, and of which the conqueft is con- 
ncfted with the Britilh War, fince the rupture of the ca- 
pitulation of Clofter Seven, and Vvhich may be feparated 
from the Wat of the^ Emprefs-Quccii with the King of . 
Pruffia. 

But as to what concerns Wefel, Gueldres, and other 
countries in Weflphalia, belonging to the King of Pruffia, 
which are aftually in pofieffion of the Einprcfs-Queen,' 
and where juftice is adminiftered in the Name of her Im- 
perial Majefty, the King cannot ftipulate to furrender the 
Conquefts of his Allies ; and luch an evacuation, neither 
. in fact nor by right, can take place, without the confent 
of the Emprefs-Queen, at the Congrds of Auglburg ;• 
that Congrefe being to affemble, in order to teraiinate the 
differences which have arifen in the Empire, and particu-. 
larly thofq which have occafioned the War between her 
Imperial Majefty and the King of PrufEa. 

8. T^t King accepts on thefe Conditions ; and in coa- 
4Sderation of the Ceffions made by France, in North Ame- 
rica and Africa, as well as in regard to the fettlement of 
iDunfcirk, the reftitution of the Ifland of Guadaloupe and 
6f Marigalante. 

9* The French Eaft-India Company have fulfilled the 
tonditi(His of the Treaty made between Meff. Godeheu and 
Saunders : That of England has not obferved the fame 
punftuality. However that may be, the King is willing 
to acquiefce in the 9th Article of the UUimatum of Eng* 
land^ in relation to Alia. 

10. The King perfifts, with regard to the Captures 
made before the War, in the contents of the 1 2th Article 
of the iirft Propofitions. M. Bu^y is authorized to deliver 
a Metfiorial exprefsly on this fubjeft ; and every one is 
perfuaded in France, that this Objedt neither can nor 
ought to break off the Negotiation between the two 
Crowns* 

II. The Emprels-Queen enjoys full Sovereignty in the 
towns of Oftend and Neuport ; the King has only lent 
his forces to his Ally, to fecure thofe places. England ha5 
Tip right to impofc kws upon the King and the Emprefs, 
contrary to the will of the Kii^g and of her Imperial Ma- 
Jefly, who do not in the Icau violate the Treaties of the 
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Houfe of Auftrta with the States General, A^ to whi." 
rcmain<j, his Majeity readily declares, that his intentioa 
never was to keep pofiefEon of the faid places after the 
cftablilhment of peace* , - 

12. The 1 2th Article of the Ultimatum of England 
does not feem liable to any difBculties, while the terms of 
the intended Sufpeniion Ihall be obferved and maintained 
with fincerity. 

13. In AnAver to the Declaration made by Mr.'Stanley, 
that in cafe of a feparate Peace between Frince and Eng- 
land, his Britannic Majefty would conftantly continue, in 
the capacity of an Auxiliary, to aid his Ally the King of 
Pmffia with all his power, and with the utmoft iritegnty, 
in order to accomplifli the happy iflue of the War, and 
the pacification of Germany, the D. de Choifeul, in the 
name of the King, his Mafter, has declared to Mr. Stan- 
ley, that his Majefly, with the fame view to the general 
pacification, will alfo fupport his faithful AUi5S with all hi^ 
forces, and to the utmoft of his power, and will take every 
precaution which his approved fincerity and integrity fli^ 
Higgeft to him, in* order to preverit the fepa^rate peace of 
France with England, from being prejudicial to them. 

It is in confequence of thefe fentlments, that the King), 
with the confent of his Allies, is willing to 'fUpiilate, that 
he will grant no fuccour of any kind to his Allies for the 
continuance of their War againft the King of Pruflia ihiit 
his Majefty neither can nor will enter into fuch an engage- 
merit, unlefs his Britannic Majefty will * enter into the like 
agreement with refpedi: to the King of Priiflja. 
- The Propofition of leaving Frsnce at liberty • to fend 
forces into Silefia, is unfavourable, from particular circiim- 
ftances, to the interefts of the Emprefs, and cbniequently 
inadmiffiable. 

The^ King, therefore, perflfts in' the Propofition? .cqih 
tained in the loth Article of his firfl: Memorial. All thai . 
Can be negotiated with refpeft" to thefe points, muft be*^thc 
• liberty' of affording fuccours in money to the relpcdtive Al- 
lies, fofoon as it Ihallbe pofitively alc(^rtained that no pow- 
cf ftiall be at liberty to fumifh them any fupplies of men, 
or warlike ftores, under any denomination whatever.

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14.. The King accepts the 14th article ofthe UUimdtum 

of 'England. 

It is hoped that the Court of Qt6&t Bfitfiin, will allowr 
the precifion of the anfwers to their Ultimatum, as weh as 
die readincjs with which the King endeavours, even tohi* 
prejudice, to ufe all ijaeans to, bring about a reconcibation 
with the King of ;Great Britain.

SI R, 

I Have acquainted my Court with the letter ojf the 24th 
<if laft month, with whifh your Exceilency honoured 
me, on returning the memorial I laid before you, in rela- 
tion to the intereftg of the Court of Spain with refped: tq 
En^and, ,and the note which I.thqught it my duty to 
communicate, with regard to the intention of the King 
my Mafler, concerning the neceflary fteps to put a flop to 
hoflilities in Germany* 

. The King, Sir, orders me to acquaint your Excellency, 
that as to what relates to the int^reft of the Catholic King, - 
his Majefty's precaution expr^iied in the memorial which. 
I remitted to you,- ris in confequence of that fincerity which 
he profefles cooftantly to adopt in, the courle of aU his ne- 
gotiations. . The memorial which your Excellency has 
returned me, neither contains any menaces, nor any offer 
of mediation. No other fentiment can be inferred from 
it, than that of the finc^re defire which his Majefty enter- 
tains, that the projefted peace between France and Eng : 
landf nxay be firm and durable. .Mqreover, thq Kii^ 
refers himlelf to his Catholic Majefty concerning the man- 
ner in which this memorial wa^ tec^iYed and remitted,; 
but his Majefty has charge"d me to declare to your Excei- 
lency, that lb long as Spain Ihall approve of it, his Ma- 
jefty will interfere with the interefts of that Cipwn, with-f . 
wt defiftingpn accQunt pf ^a repi^lfe from the. power who 
pppqfes 14s good of^^s. 

With 
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. Witk refpcft to the matter of the note, likewife returned 
by your Excellency^ and which relataes to the two neceflary 
conditions of the ptopofed expedient for evacuating the 
countries ftibducd by his Majefty's arms, liis Majefty ex- 
phins himfelf fully on that article in the Uliimatumy in 
anfwcr to that of the Court of London; His Majefly has 
ordered me to declare further to you in writing^ that he 
will rather facrifice the power which God has given him, 
than conclude any thing with his enemies, which may .be 
contrary to the engagements he has contracted, and that 
jgood faith in which he glories. If England will under- 
take to yield no fuccour to the King of Pruffia, the King 
will engage, on the other hand, to afford none to his 
allies in Germany; But his Majefty wll not adopt the 
liberty of fuccouring his allies with a fupply of men, \)e- 
caufe he is fenfible of the difadvantage which the prefent 
fituatiotl of the armies might occafioh to the Emprefe 
Queen^ His Majefty may ftipulate not to aft for the 
benefit of his allies, but he neither can 'or will corifent td 
any condition which may be detrunental to them* 

It remains for me to obferve to your Excellency, how 
greatly my court was aftoniihed, as well at the ftile of the 
letter you wrote to me, as at the Ultimatum of England^ 
This ftile, which is fo little conformable to the propofi- 
tions of France, betrays the aVerfion of the Court of Lon- 
don to peace. The King, who is very far from Infifting 
on forms, when the happinefs of Euroi>e is at ftake, has 
ufed every endeavour, in the anfwer to the Ultimatum j 
which, without injury to the honour of his Grown, were 
judged moft effectual to recall the Britilh Court to fenti- 
ments of pacification : your Excellency will judge, from 
the Ultimatum of France, that I am ordered to acquaint 
you with what facility the Kingj forgetting the* imperative 
ftile, fo unfit for negotiation, which England makes ufe 
of in her anfwers, enters into the views of the Britifli 
Court, and endeavours, by the facrifices be makes, to 
engage them to adopt the ftipulations of a realbnablc 
peace. 

If your E^fcellency is defirous of having a conference 
with me on the fubjed: of the l/ltimatum, I will attend 
your commands^ and I ih^l be very earineft to teftify the

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dfijj^iition of my Court, to make a happy- Iflae of the 
negotiation on foot, as alfo the peculiar regard with 
which, &c.

At length, as the Biitiih Miniftry had feemed to refent 
the memorial relative to Spain, his Catholic Majefty autho- 
xized his _ Ambaflador at London, the Count of Fnentes, 
to remit the following note to Mr. , Pitt, which isi the in- 
terpretation of the memorial,

THE moft Ghriftian King, who wilhes to make the 
peace^ concerning which he propofed to treat wiA 
lingland, at once eiFe(9:ual and durable, entrufted his in- 
tentions with the King niy Malier, exprdling the pleafure 
with which he embraced that oppormnity of acknowledge 
ii^ his fenfe of the reiterated offers whicli bis Catholic 
Alajefly had made both to him and England, in order 'to 
facilitate a juft and lafting reconciliation. 

It is !from thefe principles of fincerity that the moft 
. Ghriftian King propofed to the Kin^ my Matter the gua- 
ranty of tlje treaty of peace, as a meature which might be 
equally convenient to France and England, and at the 
fame time affured him of his fincere intentions with refpedt 
to the facrifices he propofed to make, in order to reftore 
tranquility to Europe, by an honourable and lafting peace.

The confidence which the ^ing my !M&fter repbfed in^ 
France^ gave that^ tourt'rctom tb' teftify to hijs Britannic 
Majefty mp (ingefity of Aieir intentions for the re-eflabKft- 
ment of peace, iince, by propofing the guaranty of Spaiflj. 
they exprefTed their finccre d^fire oF feeing the interells of 
Spain fpttkd at the fame time, which might one day re- 
kindle the flarties of a new \vzr, which af jf^refent they 
wifh to extinguilh. ^ , ^^ 

If the intentions ' of the irfofl ChVi&ai? ICih^" ari3 the' 
King my Matter did not feem fraught with finceVity, the 
King my Mailer flaf ters himfelf, that his Britannfc Majeffy 
will do him the juftice to confidef his in that light, fince,' 
i( jthey were founded on any other pf irfci{)le, his' Catholic 
Majefty giving full fcope to his greafrieiS, would feave' 
ipokcB froni himfelfj and as became his dignity; 
' I nsuft fiot pmit to inform you, that the King my 
lifter -wiil learn with furprize, that the memorial of 
France csould raife a fentiment in the breafl of his Britannic 
Tv'ajelly, entirely oppoiite to the intentions of the two 

Sovereigns. • :; ^ 

But his Catholic Majefty vvill always be pleaiedy when- 
ever he . fees that they make that progrefs which he has[ 
icver delired, in the negociation of .peacey whether it be 
Separate between France and England, or gena^al^ ; as his 
^ncere wifhes are to make it perpetual, by obviating every 
fource which might hereafter unhappily renieW the war. 

Fot this reafon, the King my Mafter flatters himfelf 
that his Britannic Majefly, animated with the feme fenti- 
ments of humanity towards the public trahquillit}^, wilf 
exprefs tlie fame intentions of terminating the difputes of 
England, with a power which has afforded fuch Reiterated 
proofs of her friendfhip, at the fame time that & is prd-'

The King: ordered M. BufTy, by the inftruaiohs which?

With regard to Africa, the King's Miniftef was 
authorized to conient to the ceffi(>n required by England, * 
fo that the exportation of negroes might be confirmed to 
France by fome expedients Equally eafy and fure; ^d his 
Maj^fty made the facrifice oi Dunkirk, in compenfatipn. 
of the fecurity of filhing in the Gulf of St. Lawrence> in 
favour of his fubjefts. 
. As to what concerns Afta, the King authorized M. 
Bufly tQ agree that the French and Englilh India ccHn*- 
'panics, Ihould adjuft their refpeftive interefts among them- 
felves, upon condition that they fufpend hoftilities during 
the negotiation, and that the advantages on either fide 
ihould be confidered as a compenfation with regard to the 
relpe<3:ive interefts of the two Crowns.

'It is/not neCeflTary to coi^teft the principle that the qght^ 
tf cxercifing hgftiiiti^s does not always refult from the for- 
mality 
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mality oi a declaration of war ; but as k is impnrfHcabfe 
for two Princes who make war on each other^ ta agree 
Wween them which is the * aggrcflbr with regard to the 
©ther, equity and humanity have dictated thefe precau- 
fions,' that where an unforefeen ritpture happens fuddenly, 
and without any previous declaration, foreign veflcls, 
'Srhich, navigating under the fecurhy of peace and cf I 
treatJes^ happen at the time of the rupture to be in either 
<)f the rcfpefltive ports, Ihall have time aod foil liberty to 
ifekhdraw themfelves. I 

This wife provifion, fo s^eeable to the rules of good 
fiatb, conftitutes a part of the kw of nations, and the 
wtklc df the treaty which fanftifies thefe precautions ought 
it> be faithfuHy executed, notwithftanding the breach erf" 
t&fe othfer articles of th^ treatj^,' which is the natural cc«i* 
fequencc of the war. 

♦ The Courts of ' France and Great Ritain ufed this falu- 
tary precaution in the treaties of Utrecht and Aix la Cha- 
peBe ; in the firft, by the nineteenth article of the treaty 
of peaces and in the fecoiid of the treaty of Commerce : in 
the fecond j by the third article which renews and confirms 
Aefifft.' -^ . . -- 

If thefe treaties allow a protedbn to the refpedlive fub- 
jeft s 'wli(> miy have Ihips ill 'the ports of either of the 
po^^ers, becaufe, having no" opportunity of knowing that 
^ ruprure' has fallen out, they failed linder the fecunty of 
peace and ur^^^cr the f^iirh of treaties } by a parity of rea- 
fonv pU the ot her f.ibjetts who 'are not ifihabitants of the 
lefpedive ports, who liave fhips at fea^ fhouH enjoy the 
fimc fecurity for their veiFels, fn whatever part of the fea 
they fhouid be failing, otherwife it Would follow, that the 
Sovereigns provide tor the prefervation of one part of their 
fubjecb^ from the miferies of a fuddefa ruJ)tiK'6,^ to ivhich 
they expclc the reft, which is abfolutely repugnant to the

It is upon this principle that the King of France jreftored 
to England the Englilli Veflels which were foui)d in the 
jiorts of France, at the time of the rupture, or tajcen at 
ka before the declaration of war. 

If his l^jefty had not caufed thofe veffels'to be rcftored, 
his Biitannic ^^aefiy might have alledged that he retained) 
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the French veflcls by way of feprifals ; but the puTtidhiality 
of France in corifoxniing to the treaties of Utrecht and A'pc 
ia Chapelle^ and to the principles refulting from thencej 
give England no pretence for. refufing to fulfil engage- 
Jiicnts which W^ reciprocal. 

• The ^burt of France therefore does not doubt but that 
the Court of England will agree to order the reftitution of 
the {hips taken, by the Englifh from the French^ befoire 
the declaration of the war. - • i' . . • ; .: 

The King llkewife ordered his Myiif^er to reprefent, 
with its fiili force, the utility which would tedound to the 
two Crowns by the total defertion of the war in Germany^ 
His Majefly moreover required M. Buffy, after having 
iifed hts utmoft endeavours to perfuadethe Britilh Miniftry- 
to acquicfce in propofitions fo advantageous to England, 
to wait for frefli inftrudions, if the Court of London 
ihould refufe the conditions offered in the Ultimatum of 
France, the King being refolved to carry his compliance^ 
3S far as poffible, in order to infpire the King of England 
with pacific difpofitions. 

V, rThe Ultimatum of France, of the cth Auguft, arrived 
at London .the 8 th of the fame month : M. Bully wrote 
lb Mr. Pitt ; that Minifler returned him the following 
anfwer on the 15th. ... » . :

The many deliberations of 'the Britifh court, and the 
delay, from the 8th to the 50th of the fame month, of die 
anfwer to the Ultimatum irf France, renewed the hopes of 
reconciliation between the two crowns. At length the an- 
fwer came, and Mr. Stanley remitted on the firft of Sep- 
tember to the Duke de Choyeul* 

^Jbe Anfwer of England to the Ultimatum of Ffancc, 
received the \ft of September, 1761. 

The Anfwer of the Britilh Court to the Ultimatum of the 
Court of France, remitted the 17th of Auguft, by M. 
Bufly, Minifter Plenipotentiary of the Moft Chriftian 
King, to the Secretary of State of his Britannic Majefty 
oi the Southern department. 

THE Moft Chriftian King having repeatedly declared, 
in the Ultimatum of the court of France, remitted 
to Mr. Pitt by M. Bufly, as well as in the Memorial of 
the propofitions of peace, which was remitted by the Duke 
de Choifcul to Mr. Stanley, that, if the negotiation enter- 
ed upon between the two crowns has not the defired effed, 
all the articles conceded in that negotiation by France, 
cannot be confidered in any cafe as points agreed upcm, 
any more than the Memorial of the month of March laift, 
in relation to the Uti foffidetis ; the King declares, inr re- 
turn, that if the conceffions his Majefty has made to bring 
4ibout peace, fhould not be accepted by his moft Chriftian 
Majefty, the important reftitutions offered to France, as 
well as the other circumftances herein after exprefled, can- 
not for the future be confidered as given up. 

L The King will not defert his claim to the entire and 
total ceffion of all Canada and its dependencies, without any 
•new Hmic^ or exceptions whatever; and likewife infifls ott 
the compleat ceffion of the ifland of Cape Breton, and of 
the other iflands in thfe gulf and river of St. Laurence. 
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Canada, according to the lines of -its limits^ traced by 
the Marquis de Vadreuil himfelf, when that' Governor 
iiirrettdcred the faid province by capitulation to the Britilh 
General Sir J. Amherft, comprehends on one fide the lakes 
Huron, Michigan and Superieur ; and the faid line drawn 
to the Red Lake, takes in,^ by a ferpentine progrefs, the 
river Ouabachi, as far as its junftion with the Ohio, and 
from thence extends itfelf along the latter river as far in- 
clufively as its influx into the MiflifEppi. 

It is in conformity to this ftate of the limits made by the 
French Governor, that the King claipis the ceflion of Ca- 
nada, a province which the court of France moreover has 
offered anew by their Ultimatum to cede to his Britannic 
Majefty, in the mojt extenjive manner, as exprefled in the 
Memorial of Propofitions of Peace, of the 13 th of July. 

As to what concerns the public profefEon and exercife of 
the Roman Catholic religion in Canada, the new fubjedts of 
his Britannic Majefty Ihall be maintained in that privilege 
without interruption or moleftation ; and the French inha- 
bitants, or others, who may have been fubjefts of the 
moft Chriftian King in Canada, ihall have full liberty and 
po^yer to fell their efFefts, provided they difpofe of them 
to thefubje&s of his Britannic Majefty, and to tranfport 
their property, as well as their perfons, without being re- 
ftr^ined from their emigration under any pretence what- 
ever, (unlefs in cafe of debt, or for the breach of criminal ' 
laws) it being always underftood, that the time granted 
for the faid emigration ftiall be limited to the fpace of one 
year, to be computed from the day of the ratification of the . 
definitive treaty, 

IL As to what refpefts the line to be drawn from Ptio- 
Perdido, . as contained in the note remitted by M. BuflTy 
of the 1 8th of this month, with regard to the limits of Lou- 
ifiana, his Majefty is obliged to reje<9: fo unexpefted a 
propofition, as by no means admiflSible in two telpeCts, 

I . Becaufe the faid line, under colour of fixing the li- 
mits of Louifiana, annexes vaft countries to that province, 
•which, with the commanding pofts and forts, the Marquis 
de Vandreuil has, by the moft folemn capitulation, incon- 
teftibly yielded into the poflelfion of his Britannic Majefty, 
under the defcription of Canada ; and that confequently, 
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however contentious the pretenfions of the two cro'MS 
may have been before the war, and particularly with refped 
to the courfe of the Ohio, and the territories in that paft 
fince the furrender of Canada, and the line bf its limits 
has been traced as aforefaid by the Marquis de Vandreuil, 
all thofe oppofite titles are uij^ted, and become valid with- 
out contradiction, to confirm to Great-Britain, with all the 
reft of Canada, the poUeflion of thofe countries on that 
part of the Ohio which have been heretofore contefted. 

2. The line propofed to fix the bounds of Louifiana 
cannot be admitted, bec:!ufe it would comprize in another 
part, on the fide of the Carolinas, very extenfive countries 
and numerous nations, who have always been reputed to 
be under the , protedion of the King, a right which his 
Majefty has no intention of renouncing ; and then the 
King, for the advantage of peace, might confent to leave 
/the intermediate ' countries under the prote(Sion of Great- 
Britain, and particularly the Cherokees, the Creeks, the 
Chicafaws, the Chaftaws, and another nation, fituate be- 
'tween the Britifh fettlements and the Mifliffippi. 

III. The King refers to the third article of the Uhima- 
turn of England concerning the ceflion of Senegal and its 

-<lependenc?es, as well as the illand of Goree, in the moft 
ample manner, as exprefled in the fald article ; and his 
Majeily renews the declaration which has been made by 
Mr. Stanley, that if the court of France would fuggeft any 
-reafonable expedient to provide themfelves with negroes, 
which m-jy not be too detrimental to the interefts of the 
•Britiih fubjedts- in Africa, he will willingly enter upon a 
difcuifion of this fubjedt. • 

IV. The important privilege granted by the 13th arti- 
cle of the treaty of Utrecht, under certain lim.itations and 
reftridtions, to the fubjefts of France, for fiihing and dry- 
ing their cod filh on a certain part of the banks of New- 
foundland, has not been refufed by Great-Britain, but 
<:onnefted with a reciprocal fatisfaftion on- the part of 
France, - with regard to the indiipenfable objedt of Dun- 
kirk, vv'hich -the King has required, and ftill requires : it 
is therefore on condition^ that the town and port of Dun- 
iiirk ftiall be put in the condition it ought to liave been in 
by the lait treaty of Aix la Chapclle, that his Majefty coo- 
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fents to renew to France the privilege of fifhing and of dry 
ing their fifli by virtue of the treaty of Utrecht, upon the 
aforefaid diftrifl: of Newfoundland. 

As to the demand which. his mod Chriftian Majefty has 
ftirther made, that his fubjeds may fifli in the gulf of St. 
Laurence, as alfo to have a port there without fortifications^ 
and fubjeft to the infpedtion of England, as propofed on 
the part of the EL de Choifeul in his conferences with Mr. 
Stanky on that head, which port fhould merely ferve as a 
ihelter to the fifhing boats of the French nation which Ihall 
laad there i the King, to manifeft to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty and to the whole world, the fincerity of his inten- 
tions with regard to peace,., will* confent, 

J. To grant the French fubjeits the privilege of fiihing 
in thtr guS' of St* Laurence, upon this exprefs condition, 
that is to fa^y ; That the faid French fubjedts jQiall abftain 
from that particular fiChery on all the coafts appertaining 
to Great-Britain, whether on the Continent or on the iflands 
fituated itt the faid gulf of St. Laurence, which- fi&ery the 
proprietors only of the faid coafts have conftantly enjoyed 
and always exercifed ; feving always the privilege grajited 
by the 13 th article of the treaty of Utrecht, to the fubjeds 
of France, to fifh and dry their cod fifli on a part fpecified 
on the banks of Newfoundland, which privilege is propofed 
to be renewed to France as aforefaid. 

2. The King will confent to cede to his Majefty the ifte 
of St: Piepre with its port, which ifte, with refped to that 
part of Newfoundland fituate between the bay of Placentia 
and the bay of La Fortune, . ftands eaft fouth eaft, and its 
port opens to\vards the north eaft, the interior part of 
which port is called Bourgway ; the ifland of St. Pierre, 
which the King is willing to cede, is divided by a little 
ftreight from another ifland, known by the name of Ma- 
tjuelon or of Michelon, which lies to the north of the faid 
ifle of St. Pierre. 

To the ceffion of the faid ifle, as above-mentioned, his 
Majefty annexes four indifpenfible conditions. 

1 . That France, on no pretence, nor under any deno- . 
mination whatever, fliall ered any fortifications, either in 
the faid ifle, or in its port, and that ftie fliall not keep any 
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troops there, nor maint^ any military eftabliihment 
whatever. 

2. That the faid ifle and the faid port fliall only ferve as 
a flielter for the fifhing veffels of the French nation, and 
that France fhall not fijffer the veflels of any other nation 
whatever to partake of the convenience of this flielter for 
the fifhing boats. 

3. I hat the poffeflion of the ifle of St. Pierre, as afore- 
faid, fliall not be conftrued in any cafe to confer, trant 
mit, or participate in any manner whatever the leaft right 
or power of filhing or of drying cod fifli in any part of the 
coafl: of Newfoundland, beyond the diftridt exprefly flipu' 
lated and fixed for that purpoie, by the 13 th article of the ^ 
treaty of Utrecht, that is to fay, a Loco Cape Bonavi^a 
nuncupato^ ufque ad extremitatem ejufdem Inful^e feptentrio- 
nalenif indeque ad Latus occidentak recurrendo ufque ad 
Lacum Pointriche appellatum^ 

4^ That in virtue of the ceflion of the faid ifland as| 
aforefaid, an Englifl^ commiflary fliall be allowed to refide 
there, and the commander of the Britifli fquadron at New^ 
foundland fliall be at liberty from time to time to infped 
the faid ifle and the faid port, to fee that the fl:ipulatioDS 
above exprefled are punftually obferved. 

V. The propofition of an alternative fuggefl:ed by the 
court of France, in relation to the ifles ot Tobago, St. 
Lucia, Dominica, and St, Vincent, commonly called 
Neutral Iflands, is by no means admiffiblc. The King, 
however, from a principle of moderation, continues his 
inclination to agree to an equal partition of the faid four 
iflands, to be afcertainpd in the future treaty between the 
two crowns. 

VI^. The King confents to reftore to his moil Chrifl:ian 
Majcfly, 

1 . The important conquefl: of Belleifle, with the artil- 
lery, &c. which was therem at the time of taking the laid 
ifland, 

2. His Majefty like wife agrees to refl:ore to the moft 
Chrifl:ian King the fertile and wealthy ii^and of Guadaloupe, 
with that of Marigalante, with the artillery, &c. which 
wa$ therein at the time of taking the laid iflands. 

VII. The 
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VIL The ifland of Minorca Ihall be reftored to his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, as likewife Fort St, Philip, in the con- 
dition it flood, and with the artillery therein, &c. at the 
time of taking the faid ifland and fort. 

VIII. As to what regards the reflitution and evacuation 
of the conquefts made by France over the King^s allies in 
Germany, and particularly of Wefel and the other territo- 
ries of the King of Pruflia, his Majefty perfifts in his de- 
mand relative to that fubjedt in the 7th article of the C////- 
fm^um of England ; it beipg always underftood, that all 
the places belonging to his Majefty 's allies in Germany 
ihall be reflored, with the artillery, &c, found in them at 
the time of taking the faid places. 

IX. With regard to the fuccour to be afforded to the 
King of Pruflia on the j^rt of the Britifli crown,, as an 
auxBiary, after the conclufion of the feparate peace be- 
tween Great-Britain and France, his Majefty remains in 
the fame inflexible refolution, which he declared at the firft 
overture of the prefent negotiation, that he will never defift 
from giving conftant fuccour to the King of Pruflia, as an 
auxiliary, with efficacy and good faitb^ in order to attain 
the falutary end of a general pacification in Germany, 
With this view, his Majefly^ far from propofing to leave 
France at liberty to fend armies into Silefia, without being 
limited to the number ftipulated in btr aiiual engagements 
wilh the court of Vienna^ (a circumflance not to be found 
in any part of the Ultimatum of England) has uniformly 
declared, as the 13 th article of the faid UUimatum pro- 
fefles, that Great-Britain and France fliall be at liberty to 
lupport their relpeftive allies as auxiliaries, in their par- 
ticular conteft for the recovery of Silefia, according to the 
engagements entered into by each qrown. 

The King declares at the fame time^ that his Majefty 
has neither the intention nor the authority to take upon 
him to inhibit and forbid any foreign troops from entering 
into the fervice and pay of the King of Pruflia, however 
his Majefty might be inclined to confent not to furnifli, 
but by means of fubfidy, thofe fupplies which Great-Bri- 
tain Ihall judge convenient to grant his Pruflian Majeftyj, 
in puriiiance of her engagements. 

R 4 X. With 
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X. With regard to the captures made after the com- 
mencement of hoftilities^ and before the declaration of 
war, the\King continues of opinion, that fuch a demand 
on the part ot France is neither juft nor maintainable, ac- 
cording to the moft inconteftible principles of the rights 
of war and' of nations* 

XL Concerning the evacuations of Oftend and Nieu- 
port, the King cannot but refer to the moft exprefs and 
irrevocable ftipulation of the moft folemn treaties, and cxy 
preffed in the 1 1 th article of the Ultimatum of Great-Bri« 
rain, as alfo to his declaration relative to that liibjed r and 
his Majefty relies on the fincerity of the declaration on the 
part of France ; that is to fay, that '* the intention of his 
moft Chriftian Majefty never was to keep poflefiion of the 
aforefaid places after the return of peace.'* 
,^ XII. In regard to the ceflTation of hoftilitles, the King 
perfifts, in every rcfpeft, in the fame intentions^^ declared 
in the 12 th article of the Britifh Ultimatum^ 

XIIL As to what concerns the French Eaff-India Com^ 
pany, he can only refer to the 9th article of the Ultimatum 
of England, with regard to. which no difagjeement feems 
to fubfift. 

XIV. As to the prifoners of war, the twcfTourts feem 
to agree perfeftly on that head.. 

The court of France cannot but perceive from this an- 
fwer, the fincerity of his Majefty's intentions, as well as 
the moderation which dire<9:s' his Majefty towards the 
means of reconciliation with the moft Chriftian King.

Tlie D. dfe Choifeul had leveral conferences with the 
EngUfti Minifter on the ftibjedt of this anfwer ; but M- 
Stanley,, in thofe conferences, as well as through the whole 
courfe of the negotiation, did not appear to be authorized 
by his court to come to any agreement with relped: to the 
difficulties which occurred, nor even to elucidate thofe ob- 
fcurities v/hich occurred in the Englifli anfwers, and par- 
ti<;:ularly in the 9th article of the laft anfwer from the court 
of London. As this Minifter was confined to* the letter of 
the anfwer given by his court, this circumftance abfolutely 
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put a ftop to ail eclairciflement on thefe points, and took 
away every expedient for removing the obftades of the ne- 
gotiation. It was judged proper in France, in order to 
obviate thefe difEculties, to fend a new Memorial to Eng- 
land, as a final anfwer to the court of London. This 
Memorial was fent to M. Buffy the 9th of September.

The lafi Merrwrial of. France to England, the ^tb of 

September, 1761. 

The Memorial of France to the Anfwer of England, tranf- 
mitted to the Duke de Choifeul the ift ot September, 
by M. Stanley the Minifter of his Britannic Majefty. 

THE King accepts the declaration of th<? King of Eng- 
land contained in the preamble of the Anwer, and 
renews that which he before made to his Majefty on thfs 
head, in fuch manner that it is concluded between the two 
courts finally and without >aaibiguity, that if peace is not 
the refult of the prefent negotiation, all that has. been faid, 
written and negotiated between the two crowns, fince the 
Memorial of the 26th of March inclufive, to the moment 
of the rupture, Ihall be void and of no effe(3:, and ihall 
not be brought as an argument in favour of either of the 
parties, in any future negotiation .of peace. 

Article 1. The King has declared in his firft Memorial, 
and in his Ultimatum^ That he will cede and guaranty to 
England the pofleffion of Canada, in the moft ample man- 
ner ; his Majefty perfifts in that offer^ and without difcuf- 
fing the line of its limits miarked in a map prefented by 
Mr. Stanley ; as that line, on which England refts its de- 
mand, is without doubt the moft extenfive bound which 
can be given to the ceffion, the King is willing to grant it. 

His Majefty had annexed four conditions to his gua- 
ranty : it feeais th.at England agrees to them : the King 
only conceives, that the term of ojie year for the fale of 
the French efiedts, and for the emigration, is too fliort, 
and his Majefty defires, that it may be agreed to extend 
the tertii of one year to eighteen months at leaft. 
. As the court of England has added, to the firft article of 
their Anlwer to the entire and total ceflion of Canada, as

agreed between the two courts^ the w(H'd Depindencies ^ it 
15 neceflary to give a ipecific explanation of this word^ 
that the ccflicm might not in the end occafion difficulties 
l^etwcen the two courts with regard to the meamng of the 
word Dependencies^ 

II. The firft paragraph, with refpeft to the limits of 
Louifiana, contained in the fecond article of the Anfwer 
from England, is agreed to by France. The fecond pa- 
ragraph is neither juft nor explicit, and it is finally pro- 
pofed to exprefs it in the following terms. 

^* The intermediate Savage iiations between the Lakes 
^Eod tiie Miiiif£ppi> and within the line traced out, Ihall 
be neuter and independent under the protediion of the King, 
and thde without the line on the fide of the Englifli fliall 
be Kkewife neuter and independent under the proteftion of 
the King of England* The Englifli traders alfo fliall be 
jprohibited from going among the Savage nations bey<Mid 
the line on either fide ; but the laid nations fliali not be re* 
ilrained in their freedom of commerce with the French and 
]&)glifli, as they have exerciled it heretofore." 

IIL Although France is fenfible how oppofite it is to 
principles of conciliation^ that the party which cedes fliould 
propole to. the party who has conquered and would main- 
tain the cefficn of pofleffions which are not pertedly 
^nown ; though tliere is no doubt, but that the manner 
which England requires is liable to innumerable difficulties, 
neverthelels the King, to teftify his acquidcence in every 
expedient which may conciliate the two crowns, is willing 
to declare to England, thathe will guaranty the pofleflion 
of Senegal and tjoree to that crown, provided England, 
on her part, will guaranty the pc^eflion of the fettlements 
of Anamaboo and Akra, on the coaft of Africa. 

The fourth article of the anfwer includes variety of ob- 
jects, each of which requires a particular explanation. 

England always endeavours to conneft the liberty of 
fiftiing and of drying the fifli on part of the coaft of New* 
foundland, granted by the 1 5th article of the treaty of 
Utrecht, with the ninth article of the fame treaty, which 
llipulates thfe demolition of Dunkirk : it is given in anfwer 
to England for the fourth and laft time, that thofe two fti- 
pvlations of the treaty of Utrecht have nothing in common 

between 
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between them, unlefs that they are both comprized in the 
iaid treaty ; and that the conceffion exprefled m favour of 
the French in the thirteenth article of that, treaty, is a 
cornpenfation for the cefEon of Newfoundland and Anna* 
polls Royal, made on the part of France to England by 
the twelfth and thirteenth articles of the lame treaty. 

But to the end that the two Courts may clearly under- 
ftand each other on this head, and for the furtherance of 
peace, the King agrees to. demoliih the works which have 
been made for the defence of the port of Dunkirk fince 
the beginning of this war, to fill up the bafon which con- 
tains the fliips of war, and to deftroy the buddings be- 
longing to the rope yard : but at the fame time his Ma^ 
jc&Y will leave the trading port, which will not receive a 
frigate, lubfifting for the good of England as well as fos: 
the benefit of France. She will alfo undert^e not to 
fbfFer any maritime military eftablifliment in that port ; 
but the cunette Ihall be left ftanding round the place for 
the falubrity of the air, and die health of the inhabi*- 
tants. 

As to the filheiry and the drying of filh on the Banks of 
Newfoundland, the King requires that the thirteenth 
article of the treaty of Utretcht be ^ponfinned by the pre- 
fcnt treaty. 

Concerning the condition propofed by England^ with 
refped: to' the liberty of filhing in the Gulf <h St. Law- 
retice, France agrees, that beyond the port of Newfoundr 
land fpccified by the thirteenth article of the treaty of 
Utrecht, the French (unlefs in cafe of accidents) cannot 
land on the coafts appertaining to the En^iih in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, whether to dry their fim, or to fpread 
their nets on the faid coafts ; but without thefe two excep* 
tions the French Ihall beat liberty to fifti, without mol^f- 
tation, in all parts of the faid Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

Witli refpeft to the ceffion of the ifland of St. Pierre, 
the fmallnel's of that ifland, and its fituation near Plai- 
fance, make the King of opiilion that fuch a Ihelter will 
be illufory, and will rather ferve to breed contefts between 
the two nations, than to procure the accommodations for 
the filhery of the French fubjefts. 

The 


The King had required the ifland of Cape Breton, or 
the ifland or St. John ; his Majefty had even rcftrained 
himfelf to the little ifland of Conceau, and now makes 
the fame propofition to his Britannic Majefty ; or if the 
King of England, for reafons unknown to France, cannot 
agree to the ceflion of the ifle of Conceau, it is propofed 
to add to the ceffionof St. Pierre, theiflands of Maquelon 
or Michelon, two iflands, of which one, which is St» 
Pierre, is but three leagues wide, and Michelon but two. 
However inconfiderable thefe two fettlenients may be, 
which do not properly make one, the King will accept of 
them, and will even oblige himfelf, i • That neither in 
one or the other ifland, or in that of Conceau, if England 
cedes the latter, there ftiall be any military eftablifliment ; 
France will only maintain a guard of fift}^ men to enforce 
the police, which it will be necelftry to maintain in thofe 
iflands. 

2- As far as poflSble, confidering the weak guard of the 
police, the King will prevent all foreign veflek, evea 
EngliHi, from landing at thofe Iflands. 

3. France does not pretend to fifli and dry their fifh on 
the Coafl: of Newfoundland, but in purfuance of theftipu- 
lation of the, 1 3th article of the treaty of Utrecht, pro- 
vided it be underfliood that the French may fifli and dry 
their fifli On the Coafl:s of St. Pierre and Michelon. 

4. Laflilyi, the Kings allows, that an Englifli Comrrif- 
fary fliall bef«efident in the faid. ifland, to be witnefs tothc^ 
■pundiuality -wjth which the- ftipulated condition of the 
treaty fliall be obferved. 

The partitioai of the four neutral Iflands muft be fpeci- 
fied between the two Courts in the preliminaries ; France 
accepts the partition of thofe Iflands propofed by England^ 
provided that St. J^ucia be declared to make part of the 
partition to be regulated in favour of France. 

VL The King, without entering into any dlfcuflion of 
the 6th article, agrees to this article as well as to the 7th.. 

VIII. The King, with i^gard to the 8th Article, refers 
to the 7 th Article of his Ulttmatum. It is not in his Ma- 
jefty's power to evacuate countries, which appertain to his 
ally the Emprefs Queen. 

IX The 
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IX. The ninth article of the aniwer of England-requires 
ibme explanation, for it is worded in (uch a manner as 
not to convey any precife meaning ; it fuppofes relpeftive 
engagements on the part of the King towards the Em- 
prefs, and on the part of England towards the King of 
Pruffia, to which the two Courts are ftrangers. France 
does not fuppofe that the King of England can hinder the 
allies of his Crown, fuch as the Sovereigns of Hanover, 
Caflel, and Brunfwick, from joining their forces with 
thofe of the King of Pruffia ; but without entering into a 
needlefs difcuffion, the King is refolved, for the fake of 
peace, to make the moft important facrifices, and at the 
lame time unalterably determined, to grant nothing in the 
future treaty of peace, which may be contrary to the 
ilipulations he has entered into with his allies. It is with 
their confent, and with mutual concert, that the King pro- 
pofes to England, in relation to the war in Weftphalia, 
the I oth article of the memorial of his Majefty 's propofi- 
tions, and the 7 th and 13 th articles of the French Ulti- 
matum. The King abides by thefe articles in anfwer to 
the 8th and 9th articles of the anfwer of England ; not 
xefufing, nevertherlefs, to treat of any frelh propofitions 
ivhich England may make on thefe heads, which fhall be 
communicated to his Majefties allies, and to which his 
Majefty will liften, with the confent of the Emprefs, if 
.they are not contrary to his Majefty's engagements with 
4:hat Princefs- 

X. France is of opinion that her propofition in relation 
-to the captures in which the King's fubjefts are interefted, 
•are fo juft, that Ihe abides by them, and refers to the 
1 2th article of his propofitions on that head. 

XL The King, after figning of the treaty, even of the 

prelimmaries, will give a declaration under his hand, to 

.the King of England, by which his Majefty will declare 

.that his intention never was to bring the towns of Oftend 

and Nieuport under his dominion. . 

XII. Provided that die terms of the ceflation of hofti- 
lities may not be prejudicial to either Crown, France w31 
agree to them. 

XIIL France adopts the negotiation between the India 
•Companies of the two nations, on condition that the nego- 
tiation Ihall be concluded at the fame time with that be-

tween the two' Crowns, and to that eflfedt, each company 
fliall enter upon their negotiation without delay^ and (hall 
name commiflaries for that purpofe. 

XIV. This article will meet with np ditBculty. 

The Court of England will do juftice to the confiderable 
accommodations which the Court of France has teftified 
in this memorial, towards a reconciliation between the 
two Crowns. 

It may be coUeded from this memorial, that the firfl: 
article of the Englifh anfwer was granted in the full extent 
which the Court of London required ; France only defired 
eighteenth months, inftead of a year, for the emigration. 

By granting the firft part of the fecond article, which 
cedes the whole current of the Ohio to England, France 
propofed in regard to the fecond point of that article, to 
agree upon the nations which fhould be reputed neutral 
between Canada, Carolina, and Louifiana : This propo- 
sition was the more reafonable, becaufe that by agreeing 
on this divifion of the pofleffion of the two nations, an 
equitable fyftem was adopted, difcuffions about the limits 
were prevented for the future, and France did not incur 
the riik pf lofing the colony of Louifiana, whenever it 
pleafed the Court of London to invade it. 

England, in her anfwer, perfifted in requiring France 
to name the pc^ffions which the king defired to have on 
the coaft of Africa. The third article fatisfied that de- 
mand. 

The King, in the fourth Article, agreed to the demo- 
lition crf^ Dunkirk, as far as it was poflible ; for it will not 
be pradticable, as after the peace of Utrecht, to eredt 
afrefh a dam againft the fea, which would inevitably carry 
it away prefently. As to what remained, it was offered 
to demolifh every thing at Dunkirk which had the-appea**- 
ance of a military port. Every one muft be fenfible ho 
mortifying fuch a demolition muft have been to France. 

They agreed that the liberty of fifhing in the Gulf c 
St. Laurence, and upon, the banks and coafts of Nev 
foundland, Ihould be the compenfation for the demolitio 
of Dunkirk. They accepted the ceflion of the lile of S 
Pierre, on conditions more than burthenfome : the unio. 
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of Micheloti to St. Pierre was of the Icaft confequeiice, 
^nd the D. de Choifeul even affured Mr. Stanley that hdk 
a cei&on would not be infifted on. 

It is true the King reje<5ted the infpedion of the EngBih 
Admiral, and that his Majefty was refolved rather to re* 
fuik the poffeiEon of St Pierre, than to agree to fuch an 
inf|)ed:ion, which was ufelefe for the maintaining the ftipu- 
lations of the treaty, and injurious to the dignity of the 
3French nation, as that condition feemed to oe propofed 
only with a view to manifeft, on the part of England, an 
ill-timed fuperiority. 

The other articles of the' French memorial explain d£ 
themfelves, with fufficient precifion, the fincere and pacific 
intentions of his Majefty, 

The eighth and ninth articles of the anfwer of England, 
cxnild not be agreed to in the fl)rm they ftood ; they re- 
quired at leaft, especially the laft, fome exptanadon: 
For how could the King caufe Germany to be evacuated 
by his forces, and at the fame time fulfil his engagertient 
with the powers of the Empire his allies ? There was a ^ 
manifeft confradiftion in this propofition. One might 
fiippofe that England intended, by the ninth article, that 
France, after having evacuated Weftphalia, fliould be at 
liberty to difpatch forces into Bohemia or Saxony to the 
aid of the Emprefs Queen. But not to mention that fuch 
a march would have been as difficult as deftruftive to the 
King's army, is it probable that his Majefty, however 
clofely he may be connected with that Princefs, fhouM 
abandon his pofleflions in Germany, conquered from his 
real enemies, to march his armies at a diftance from his 
frontiers, without any communication, fend his troops to 
the aid of this ally, and make war upon the King of 
Pruffia, who is not his diredt' enemy ! 

Such neverthelefs was the propofition of England, 
The King, in his memorial, repeated what he had faid 
before, that the two Crowns Ihould equally remain at 
peace in Germany, as in the other parts of the world, or 
that England Ihould propofe fome plam and honourable 
method to conciliate his Majefty^s good faith towards his 
allies, with his Majefty's defire of contributing no farther 
to the war 'in Germany. 

M.de 
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M* de Buffy remitted the memorial of the 9th of Sep- 
tember to Mn Pitt, on the 1 3th of the fame month, and 
without having received any anfwer to that memorial on 
the part of the Britiih Court, Mr. Stanley wrote to the D. 
dc Choifeul the following letter, and received the anfwer 
underneath on the fame day. 

A&-. Stanley's Letter to the Duke de Choifeul, of the 20th 

September, 1761. 

SIR,' 

I Have the honour to inform }^our Excellency, purfuant 
to the orders I received yefterday from my Court, that 
as the Court of France has not agreed to accept the pro- 
pofitions contained in the laft anfwer from the Britilh 
Court, the King my Matter has ordered me to requeft a 
paflport of you, to return to England ; my Court expedls 
alfo, that M. Bufly will, on his part, receive the fame 
orders. 

As the ftate of war has no influence over the perfonal 
fentiments of the King of England, with regard to their 
moft Chriftian Majefties, he is perfuaded that they will 
take part in the event of his marriage, and I have letters 
in my hands by which he communicates that happy event 
to their Majefties. I have the honour to fend your Ex- 
cellency the copies, and I take the liberty. Sir, to confult 
your better intelligence, to inform myfelf of the mcift fui- 
tablc majiner of remitting thefe letters, in purfuance of 
my credentials, and according to the eftabliflied cuftom 
of your Court.

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England and fome ochet Coidit^ would pretehd, that the 
engagements of the King with his Catholic Majefty, and! 
the propofition made by France> to conciliate the diffe- 
rences of Spain with England at the fame time with thofe 
which were the principal objed df the negotiation, had fo 
difgufted the court of London, that for that reafoti only 
flie refufed the terms for the conclufion of peace. It is 
true, as has been ihewti already, that the Britifh ^finifler 
haughtily rgedted the expedient, which his Majefty's pru- 
dent precaution induced him to fuggcft to England, with 
a view to conclude a firm peace, and to entirely obviate 
all obftacles wli:h might oppofe the continuance of that 
tranquility, which his Majefty laboured to re-eftablifli : it 
is true likewife, that fince the firft K&moiial of France, 
there was no farther notice of the . differences of Spain in 
the propofition made by the court of VerfiuUes to that of 
London : his Cathotic Majefty has even declared to die 
' King, that if the objects, which concerned the Spaniih 
monarchy, (hould embarrafs the negotiation arid iietard the 
peace, he agreed that thofe points fliould be no farUier ne- 
gotiated on the part of hb Majefty. In fad, to repeat 
It once more, fince the firft Memorial of France, there has 
been no more mention of Spain. It cannot be ima^nol, 
therefore, that the interefts of his Majefty*s allies have 
proved an obftacle to the pacification. It remains, there- 
fore, to examine whether the negotiation has been broken 
off with refpeft to the articles which are thefubjeftsofthc 
particular difcuffion between the two crowns. 

' It is necefl'ary to recollect here, agreeable to the repre- 
fentation in the opening of the Memorial, what were tht 
poffeffions acquired fince the commencement of the war 
between the two crowns, to the time when the negotiatioa

England had conquered from France in North- Ameri- 
ca, Canada, and the ifles Royal and St. John, fituateia 
the gulf of St. Laurence : in South America, the illcs d 
, Guadaloupe and Marigalante : in Africa, Sen^;al, and 
tlie iiland of Goree : in Afia, Pondicherry and the French 
Settlements on the coaft of Coromandel. 

In Europe, the ifland of Belleifle, attacked fince the 
o[i^ning of the negotiation, and fubfequent to the epodis 
-of :uaiu ^Cy proiX)fcd X^f the court of France. 
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- The Ufi foffiiitis of France comprized in Afia, the Eng 
lilh fettlanents on the coaft of Sumatra, and other advan- 
tages on the fide of the Mogul, of which they had yet re- 
ceived but imperfeft accounts. In Europe, the ifland of 
Minorca, the Landgraviate of HelSe/ the counrry of Ha- 
nau, and the town of Gottingen in the Eleftorate of Ha- 
nover. Laftly, France had re-eftabliihed, or could have 
avaikfib herfelf of tlie liberty which the infraction of the 
cneaty erf Utrecht gave her, to re-eftablilh the port of Dun- 
jkirk« 

. The King offered to guaranty Canada to the Englilh in 
the utmoft extent which the court of London required. 
, His Majefty propofed, that the right of filhing and of 
drying their fiih on the coaft and on the banks of New- 
fbunmand, Ihould be confirmed to France, and on that 
condition ihe coniemed to the demolition of Dunkirk* 

The King propofed to reftore the ifland of Minorca to 
England, for the cefiion of Guadaloupe and Marigalante. 

, His Majefty agreed to evacuate Hefle, the county of 
Maoau, and Gottingen, provided that one of the two iet- 
dements Ibe had loft in Africa were reftorcd to her. 

The Indian Con^anies of the two nations were to treat 
^Qoiiceming their particular pacification, agreeable to their 
recipfoail intereftSi 

IfthereduAion of Bellcifle fliould be acknowledged a 
l^al cohqueft, though undertaken; after the propofition of 
Uti p^gUefiSy France agreed, that the pofleflion of that 
important ifland flu)uld remain to England. 

Who can pretend to fey, after the foregoing reprefen- 
tation, that France has not fcrupuloufly purl'ued; in all her 
propofitions, the principle of her Memorial of the 26th of 
March ! Can any one, at the fame time, deny that the 
oompeniations, offered by the King, were not as advanta- 
geous for England las flie could delire } 
' Therefore it evidently follows, that the allies of France 
in Grennany could have been no obftacle to the peace, 
iiace they take no part in the war which is carried on in 
Weftphalia, nor are affifted by tlie King's forces in the 
war maintained in Saxony, Silcfia, ^nd Pomj^fania. More- 
over, it was propofed to England, o!!l tbe^part of France, 
that the two courts fliould ablbjuteiy with<feaw themfelvcs

It is equally demonflrable, that Spain cannot be alfedg- 
ed to have been an impediment to the parification; as the 
King did not renew the propofition he made to vmite- the 
accommodation of the* differences of that crown, .with the 
treat}*^ und?t negotiation between the courts of Veiiaillbs 
and London, and his Catholic Majefty approved of tjieir 
filence in this behalf. 

It is certain, that the conditions and compen&ti^ns crf^ 
fered by France, for the concluiion of afeparatcpeacewitk 
England, arc all for the advantage of .the latter power ;. 
that the court of London, had ftie been inclined to peaice, 
could not make claims beyond her ccttK[Uefts ; and thai: 
the court plainly and clearly gave up every thing, which 
was not compenfated by fome rcftitution on her part. 
- This detail necefiarHy leads to the queftipn, which tte' 
whole univerfe, that fuffers by tlie miferies of war, riiufb 
neteflarilvhnake : -What then has been the motive of the 
rupture ot fuch an important . negotiation ? That motive, 
has no other princij^le than " the poCtive averfion of the 
cdOrtijof London. ro> peaea: it has proved impdffible.tain- 
fufe a coisriiiatin^ fpiric into a court lefolved to^rpctuate^ 
the war, and tefe lififioencai by the-*^al interefts of the 
kingdom and the deftrattion of tifervhtonan Ipecies, than- 
inflated with the fuccefs ihe has had, and greedy; joftl^. 
advantages ihe has farther in view, r . 

It is wkh regret, that the- King finds himfdf obliged to 
continue an oppofitbn by force to the^progrefj oifth^ ^11^- 
bitious defigns of his <gnemies, and under an impoffibility : 
of ptOGUriiig his' people that repufcy: which •hi«:>Mijefty 
wiiherd for their welfare. The Kin^ trufts, that ErovU 
dcnce will difappoint thofe vafl- projedbj^ whidi Engljjnd 
' fca'rCe endeavours to difguife, and which threaten Ihe'fe- 
curity of every Potentate, His Majeliyy * invariaTjile iix las • 
pacific difpofitions, will be always ready to concur in every , 
expedient, which may- be judged proper to re-eibiblilh'the 
public tranquility j and will make no difficulty of facrifiee^' 
ing, even his own interefts, to the glory andconioiiitioa'

In the Name of the moft Holy Trinity. 

THE King of Great Britain,- and the moft Chriftian 
King, animated with the reciprocal defire to re^efta^ ' 
bUih union: and good underftanding between them, as 
well for the good of mankind in genera^, as for that of 
their refpeftive kingdoms, ft^tes, and lubjecfts, having 
reflected, foon after the rupture between Great Britain^ 
and Spain, on the ftate of the negotiation of laft >ear, 
(which unhappily had not the defired effeft) as well as 
on the points in difpute btween the Crowns of Great 
Britain and Spain ; their Britanni<?k and moft Chriftian 
Majefties began a correfpondence to endeavour to find 
means to adjuft the differences fubfifting betv^^een their faid 
Majefties. At the fame time, the moft Chriftian King 
having communicated to the King of Spain thefe happy 
difjK)fitions, his Catholic Majefty was animated with the 
fame zeal for the good of mankind, and that of his fub- 
jeds, and refolved to extend and multiply the fruits of 
peace by his concurrence in fuch laudable intentions. 
Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Catholic Majefties, 
ha^ng, in confequence, maturely confidered all the above 
points, as well as the different events which have hap- 
pened duting the courfe of the prefent negotiation, havcj^ 
by mutual confent, agreed on the following articles, which 
Ihall ferve as a bafis to the future treaty of peace.

The treaties of Weitjphalia of 164^ • thbfe of Ma- 
drid between the crowiis of Oreat-Britaip and Spa^.of 
1667, and 1670 J the treaties of pea^e of Nimj^ex^, rf 
1678, and 1679 ; of Ryfwyck of 1697 ; thoife o£ peace 
iind of commerce of Utrecht of 1.7 13 ; that of Baden df 
I714 ; the treaty of the triple ialli^qe of thp H^^e of 
1717; that of the quadruple aljij^nce of London of 1 7 1 8. j 
the treaty of i)eace of Vienna of 1 7 3 ^ ; the definitive treaty 
of Aix la Chapelle of 1 748 ; and th^t of 'Mfidtld, betv^^n 
the crowns of' Great-Britain and Spain, of 1750 ; as well 
as the. treaties, between the crowns of Spain and Portugd, 
of the i3tk oif February,.

^ IV, Ks moft Chriftiain Maj^y renounces ail pi^te^nfions; 
tvhicfr he htki henetofoie' fontied, or mig^t hive fornied^^ 
jbcr NOya Scotia; <»* Acadia, i6 alt it& patts, at)d guaranties 
the wIi(rie^of it; and with all its dependencies^ to the Kin^ 
crf^ Great ft-ittfin t Moreover, his moft Chriftlan Majefty 
c&ies; atrid guatafttieitd his fiid Britannick Majeftj^ itf 
foil . right; Cadtdd;.with alt its dependencies^ as well as 
riie iflarid of Cape Brtton; and all the othef Illands' and 

' Coaffs| in the gu}|^b and rivef df St. Laurence, and in 
^eral; civery ming;. &at depends dn the faid Countries; 
Larids^ Ifland^, and Coaffs; with the fovereighty, pro- 
perty, pofieffibn; and alf tights acquired by treat}^; cif 
bdienfriie; which the moft Chriftian King, arid the crowh' 
of France, have hady till nbvv, over the faid Countries,' 
filands, Landi^, Places, Coafts; and their inhabitants^ fd 
Aat the moft Chriftiad Ring- cedes afid Makes oyer the 
whole to the faiid Kitigy and to the crown of Great-3ritain;

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"will, in confequence, give the moft preclfe and moll effec- 
tual orders, that his new Roman Catholick fubjedts iMf 
profefs the worlhip of their religion, according to the rites oif 
the Romifli Church, as far as the laws of Great Britain per- 
mit. His Britannick Majefty further agrees, that the 
French inhabitants, or others who had been fubjedb v 
of the moft Chriftian King in Canada, may retire, with 
all fafety and freedom, wherever they fliall think proper, 
and may fell thtir eftares, provided it be to the fubjeds of 
his Britannic Majefty, and bring away their effeds, as well a$ 
their perfons, without being reftrained in their emigration, 
under any pretence whatfoever, except that of debts, or of 
criminal profecurions .: The term, limited for this eooi- 
gration, fliall be fixed "to the fpacc of eighteen months, 
to be computed from the day of the exchange of the rati- 
fication of the prcfent treaty. 

V. The fubjedts of France fliall have the liberty of 
fiflung and drjing, on a part of the coafts of. the ifland of 
Newtoundland, fuch as it is fpecified in the Xlllth artidb 
of the trcatj^ of Utrecht ; which article is renewed and con- 
firmed by tlie prefent treaty, (except what relates to the 
Ifland <^ Cape Breton, as well as. to the other Iflands and 
Coafts, in the mouth and in the gulph oi St. Laurence :)^ 
And his Britannick Majefty confwts to leav« to the fub- 
jedts of the moft Chriftian King, the liberty of fifliing in 
the gulph St, Laurence, on condiriou that the fubjeds of 
prance do not exercife the faid fiflierj'^, but at the difliancc 
of three leagues from all the coafts belonging to Great 
Britain, as well thofe of. the continent, as thofe <Jf the 
Iflands fituated in the faid gulph St. Laurence. And as 
to w^hat relatps to the fifliery on the coafts. of the Ifland of 
Cape Breton, out of the faid gulph, the lubjedts c£ tjie 
moft Chriftian King fliall not be permitted to exercife the 
laid fifliery, but at the diftance of fifteen les^ues from the 
coafts of the Ifland of Cape Breton; and the fifliety oa, 
tiie coafts of Nova Scotia or Acadia, and every where clfc 
out of tlie faid Gulph; fliall remain on the foot of former 
tjreatie** 

VI. The King of Great Britain cedes the iflands of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon, in full right, tQ his moft Chrif- 
U»i\ Majefty, to ferve as a flieller to the French fisher- 
men j 
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ttifen } and his faid moft Chriftian Majefty engages not to 
fortify the faid iflands ; to ereft no buildings upon them^ 
•but merely for the conveniency of the fifliery ; and to 
ke^p upon them a guard of fifty men only for the 
police. 

VII. In order to re-cftablifli peace on foUd and dur- . 
able foundations, and to remove for ever all fubjedt of 
difpute with regard to the limits of the Britilh and French 
territories on the contbent of America ; it is agreed, that, 
for the future, the confines between the dominions of his 
Britannick Majefty, and thofe of his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, in that part of the world, Ihall be fixed irrevocably 
by a line drawn along the middle of the River Mifiiflippi, 
from its fource, to the River Iberville, and from thence, 

•by a line drawn along the middle of this River, and 
the Lakes Maurepas and Pontchartrain, to the fea ; 
and for this purpofe, the moft Chriftian King cedes in full 
right, and guaranties to Im Britannick Majefty, the River 
and Port oi the Mobile^ and every thing which hfe ix>fleA 
fes, or. ought to.poffefs, on the left fide of the River. 
Mifliffippi, except the town of New^Orleans, and the 
ifland in which it is fitqatedy which fhall remain to France ; 
provided that the navigation of the River Mifliffippi, fliall 
be equally fi:ee, as well to the fubje&s of Great Britain, 
as to thofe of France, in its whole breadth and length, 
fipm .its fource to the fea, and exprefly that part, which 
is between the (pd ifland of New Orleans, and the right 
bank of that River, as well as the paflagc both in and out 
of its mouth : It is further ftipulated, that the veflels be- 
longing to the fubjefts of either nation, ftiall not be . 
ftopped, vifited, or fubjeded to the payment of any duty 
whatfoever. I'he ftipulations, inferted in the IVth arti-» 
cle, in favour of the inhabitants of Canada, fliall alfo take 
place, with regard to the inhabitants of the countries ceded 
by this article. 

VIII. The King of Great Britain fliall reftore to France 
the iflands of Gaudeloupe, of Mariegalante, of Defirade, 
of Martinico, ^.nd of Bellifle ; and the fortrefles of thefe 
iflands fti^U be reftored in the fame condition they were in, 
when^ they were conquered. by the Britiflx arms; provided 
tfeat his Britannick Majefty's fubjefts, who fliall have fet- 
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tied in the faid illands, or thofe who (hall haye any com* 
mercial affairs to fettle there, or in the other places reftoreil 
to France by the prefent treaty, ihall have liberty to fell 
their land) and their eftates, to fettle their affairs, to re- 
corder their debts, and to bring away their effedts, as well as 
their pcrfons, on board veff^s, which they Ihall be perr 
mitted to fend to the faid iflands, and other places reftorecl 
as above, and which ihall fepe (gc this ufe only, without 
being reftniined, pn account c^ their religion, or under any 
jOther pretence whatfoever, except thatdf <»bts, orpf crinwnal 
profecutiotls : andforfihispurpote, the term dfeighteenmonthf 
1^ allowed to his Britapnick Majcfky's fubje£b, to l^e coax^ 
puted from the day of the exchange of the ratifications of the 
piefent treaty ; but, a^ the Uberty, granted to his Britah*. 
mck Mai^fty's fubjafts, to bring away their ' perfons md 
their effects, in vefflbb pf their nation, maybe liable tor 
abuies, if precautions were not taken to prevent them ; ii 
has b^n expreily agreed between hir Britaneick Maje% 
apd hi; moil Chriilian Majefiy, that the number c{ £ngl£^ 
veilels,' which fliall have leave to go to the i|aid ifland$ 
and places reflored to France^ fliall b6 limited^ as well ^ 
the number of tons qf each* one ; xhsit they ihajl go in 
balkift ; ihall i^t |ail at a fixed tiine ; and ihall n^ake obe 
voyage oply, all the effeds, belongihg to the £ngUih, 
being to ht embarked it the fame time. It fias been fiir* 
ther agreed, that liis moil Chriftian Majefty' ihall caiiie 
the neceffary paflpcirts to be given to the laid veflels'; that, 
for the gfeatcf fecurity, it ihall* be aUoWe4 to place t\i?o 
French Clerks, or Guards, in each of the faid veiletls, 
which fhall be vifited in the landing places, and ports of 
the fajd iflands, and p|9pe$» reftored to France, and that 
the merchandize, which ijiajlbe found therein, ihall be 
confifcatcd. ' ' ........ 

IX. The moil Chriilian King cedes and guar^ties to 
his Britannick Majefly, in full ri^t, the iflands of Gre- 
nada, and the Grenadines, with the fame ilipulations iq 
favour of ' the inhal)itants of this Colony, inferted la the 
I Vth article fqr thofe of Canada : And the partition of 
the iflands called neutral, is agreed andfixed^^ fo that thofe 
of St. Vincent, DomJnico, and Tobago, fhali reitiain in 
full light to Great Britab, and that of St. Lucia ihsdl 
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delivered to France, to enjoy the feme likewlfe in full 
right : and the high contradting parries guaranty the par- 
tition fo ftipulated. 

X. His Britannick Majefty &all reftore to France the 
ifland of Goree in the condition it was in when conquered f 
d.nd his moft Chriftian Majefty cedes in full right, and 
guaranties to the King of Great Bifitain the River Senegal, 
with the forts and faftorjes of St. Lewis, Podor, and 
^[jralam, and with all the rights and dependencies of the 
laid River Senegal. . 

XI. In the Eaft Indies, Grpat Britain Ihall reftore t<> 

France, in tlie condition tliey are how in, the different facf 

fories, which that Crown pofleffed, as well as on the coaft 

of Corocnandel, and Orixa, as on that of Malabar^ as 

alfo in Bengal, at tHe banning of the year 1 749. And 

Kis moft Chriftian Majefty renounces all pretenfio^ tp the 

acqulfitions which he has made on the coaft of Coro? 

xxiandel and Prixa, fince the faid beginning of the year 

J 749. His moft Chriftian Majefty fliall reftore, on his 

fide, all that he may conquered from Great Britain, in the 

Eaft Indies, during the pfeilent war ; and will exprefly 

caufe Naftal and Tapanoully, in the ifland of Sumatra, tq 

be reftored ; he engages further, not to eredt fortifications^ 

or to keep troops in any part of the dominbns of the Subal^ 

of Bengal. And inorder to prefervefuturepeaceontheCoaft 

6f Coromandel and Orixa, the Englilh and French fliall ac- 

inowledge M*ahomet Ally Khan tor lawful Nabob of the 

Carnatick, and Salabat Jing for lawful Subah of the 

Decan ; and both parties fliau renounce all demands and 

preterifions of fatisfadtion, with which thev might charge 

each other, or their Indiaq^Uies, for the depredations, or 

pillage, committed^ on the ope ilde, or qi\ tl^e other^ 

during the war. . 

Xll. The Ifland of Minorca fliall be reftored to his Bri'» 
tannick Majefty, as wdl as Fort St. Philip, in the fame 
condition they were in, when conquered by the arms 
of the moft Chriftian King 5 and with the artillery which 
was there,- when the faid WancJ, and the faid fort were 
taken. ' 

' XIII. The town and port of Dunkirk fliall be put into thy. 
ffate fixed by the laft treaty of Aix la ChapcUe, and be 
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former treaties. The Cunette fhall be deftroyed imme- 
diately after the exchange of the ratifications of the prefent 
treaty, as well as the fprtg and batteries which defend the 
entrance on the fide of the fea ; and provifion Ihall be 
made, at the fame time, for the wholefomenefs of the air, 
and for the health of the inhabitants, by fome other 
means, to the fatisf^ftion of the King of Great Britain. 

XIV. FraiTce (hall reftore all the countries belonging tq 
the Ele&orate of Hanover, to the Landgrave of Hefle, to 
the Duke of Bmnfwick, and to the Count of La Lippe 
Buckebourg, which are, or Ihall be occupied by his moft 
Chriftian Majefty arms : the fortreflfes of thefe diflferent 
countries fhall be reftored in the fame condition they 
were in, when conquered by the French Arms ; ajid 
the pieces of artillery, which Ihall have been carried elfe- 
where, fliall be replaced by the lame number, of the lame 
bore, weight, and metalr 

XV. In cafe the ftipulations, contained ifi the Xlllth 
article of the preliminaries, Ihbuld not be compleated at 
the time of the fignature of the pirefent treaty, as well with 
regard to the evacuations to be made by the armies of 
France of the fortrefles of Gleves^ Wezel, Guelders,' and 
of all the countries belonging to the King of* PniiSa^^is 
with regard to the evacuatioas to be made by th^'Britifli 
and French armies of the countries whifh they ofccupy ici 
Weftphalia, Lower Saxony, on the Lower Rhine, the 
Uppet Rhine, and in all the Empir? ; and to the |-etrea(: 
of the troops into the dominions of their refp^ive Sove* 
reigns : their Britannick, and moft Chriftian Majefties pro^ 
iDiie to proceed, bond fide^ with aU the difpatch the' cafe 
will permit of, to the laid -evacuations, the entire comple- 
tion whereof they ftipulate before the 15th of March nextj 
or fooner if it can be don^ ; and their Britattnick smd moft 
Chriftian Majefties further engage, anfl promife to eacl^ 
other, not to furniftv any fuccours, of any kind, to their 
refpedtive allies, who fliall cpntinUe engaged in the war 
in Gerrpanj''. 

XVI. The decifion of the 'prizes made, ih' time of 
peace, by the fubje^:? of Great Britain, on the Spaniards, 
ihall be referred to the Courts of juftice of the Admiralty 
of Great Britain, conformably to the rules eftabliflied 
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among all nations, fo that the validity of tie faid prizes, 
between the Britiih and Spanifli nations, £halj he dejcidcd 
and judged, according to th^ law of nations, and accord- 
ihg to treaties^ in the courts of juftice of the nation, who 
fhall have made the capture. 

* XVIL His Britannick Majefly Ihall caufe to be dcr 
rnolifhed all" the fortification's yvhich his fubjjefis. fhalj 
have erected in, the Bay of Hoiiduras, arid othef 
f)lacc? of the territory of Spain in that part of the 
world, four months after the ratification of the prefent 
treaty : and his Catholick Majefly Ihall not permit his 
Britannick Majefty fubjeds, or their workmen, )tobedif- 
turbed, or molefted, under any pretence whatlpever, in 
the faid places, in their occupation of cutting, loading, 
and carrybg away Logwood ; and for this purpofe, ,they 
inay* build without hindrance, arfl occupy, without inter- 
ruption, the' houfes and magazines, necefiary for them, 
for their familiesi and for their efFefts : and his Catholick 
IjVfajefty afliires to tliem, by this article, the full enjoyment 
bf thofe 'advantages, and powers, on the Spanilh coafts 
and territories, as .above Itipulated, immediately after the 
ratification of tl>e prefent treaty. 

' XVIIi: His Catholick Majefly defifls, as well for him. 
felf^ as for his fucceflbrs, from all pretenfion^ which he 
may have formed^ in favour of the Guipufcoans, and 
other his fubjefts, to the right of fifhing in the neigh- 
bourhood of the ifland of Newfoundland. 
' "XIX;The King of Great-Britain itall reftore to Spain 
^11 the territory which he has conquered in the ifland of 
Cuba, with the fortrefs of the Havana ; and this fortrefs, 
as well as all the other TortrefTes'of the faid ifland, Ihall 
be reflored in th^ fame condition " tEcy were in when 
conquered by- his' Britannick Majefly 's arms; provided, 
that his Britannick * M^efly's fubjefts, \' who fhall have 
fettled in the laid ifland, rellored^.to Spain by the pre- 
fent treaty, or thofe who fhall have any commercial 
affairs to fettle" there, fhall have liberty to fell their lands, 
and their eflates, to fettle their affairs, to recover their 
debts, and to bring away their efFedls, as well as their 
peribns, on board vefTels which they fhall be permitted to 
f^ndto the faid ifland reflored as above, and which fhall 
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fenn? for that ufe only, without being reftrained on account 
cf their religion, or under any other pretence whatfoever, 
jcxcept that of debts, or of criminal profecutions : Aftd for 
this purpofc, the term of eighteen months is alldwed to hs 
Britannick Majefly's fubjech, to be compiled from the 
jday of the exchange of the radfications of the prefent 
/jrrcaty ; but as the liberty, granted to his Britiafinick Ma- 
jelly's fobjedrs, to bring away their perfons, and their 
cffcfts^ in veflels of their nation, may be tiabk to abiifes, 
if precautions were not taken t6 prevent them ; it has* 
been exprelty agreed, between his Britaiiriick M^efty ^nd 
Jns GathoKc^ ^lajefty, that the number of Englilh veflfels, 
which Ihall have, leave to go to the faid ifland reftored to 
Spa'iD, ihali Jbc limitedj^ aS well as thb number c^ tons c^ 
each one ; that they ihall go in ballafi: ; ihall fet iail at ^ 
fixed time j a^d ihall make one Voyage only ; alt the cf-^ 
fedis belonging to the Ehgliih being to be embarked at 
the faoK time : it ha§ been fuithei* agreed, that his' Catho* 
Kck Majefty Ifcatl ^u^ the neceftary paffports to be givea 
to the faid veflels ; that, for the greater fecutity^ it ihaH 
Ijc alfowed to pl*ce two Spaniih clerks, or guafd's, in each, 
cf the faid velfels, which ihall be viftted in the landing- 
places, and ports of the faid liland reftoired to Spain, anrf 
ttm the mercliandizc, which ihall be found therein, ifeall 
be confifcatftd.

that Spain poiTelTes on the continent of North- America, to 
the Eaft, or to the Soiidi-Eaft, of the river Miffiifippi. 
.AtkJ, in general, every thing that depends op the iaid 
countries and lamJs, with the foVereignty, prdpfetty, pof- 
fe^on, and all rights, acquired by treades or othefwife, 
which the Catholick King, and the crown of Spain, have 
had till now, over the ftid countries, lands, pkces, ^d 
their inhabitants ; fo that the Catholick King cedes and 
makes over the whole to the faid Kii^, at^d to the cfdwn 
ttf Great Britain, and that in the moff atapk manner arid 
form. His Britannick Majeily agrees, on his iidii^ tb 
grant to the inhabitants of the countries above ceded, the 
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iiberty of the Cathdic religion : he will confequentiy glvo 
the moft exprefs and the moft^ffedtual brde^, that h\% 
new Roman Catholic fubjedls m^y profefs the worihip of 
their religion according to the rites of the RcMniih church, 
as far as the laws of Great- Britain permit. His Britan* 
nick Majefty farther agrees, that the Spanifh inhabitants, 
or others whp had been fdhjeds of the Catholiirk King in 
Jtiie faid countries, may retire, with all fafety and freedom, 
ivherever they think proper ; and may fell their eftates^ 
provided it be to his Britannick Majcfty*s fubjeftsj and 
bring away their eflfe^s, as well as their perfons, without 
being reftrained jn their emigration, undar any pretence 
>vhaS)ever, except that of debts, or of-crin>inal piofecu- 
|:ions ; the tejrm, limited fcjr this emigration^ being fixed 
to the ipace of eighteen rtionths^ to be computed from 
the day of the exchange of the ratifications of the prefent 
treaty. It is moreover ftipulated, that his Catbolick Ma- 
jefty ihall havg power to caufe all the effefts, that may be- 
long to Kim, to be brought away, whether it be artiHery 
pT otJier things, 

XXL The Frei>ch and Spanifli troops fliall evacuate all 
the teiyitorie^, lands, towns, places, and caftles, of his 
liis moft faithful Majefty^ in Europe, without any referve, 
which ihall have been conquered by the armies of France 
and Spain, and fhall reftore them in the fame condition* 
they were in when conquered, with the fame artillery, and 
l^mmunitiori, which were found there: And with, regard 
to the Portujguefe Colonies in America, Africa, or in the 
^ft Indies, if any change Ihall have happened there, all 
jthings fliall be-reftor<?d on the fame footing they were in, 
and conformably to the preceding treaties which fiibfifted 
|)etween the Courts of France, Spain, and Portugal, be- 
fore the prefent war. 

XXIL AH the papers, letters, documents, aqd archives, 
which were found in the countries, territories, towns, and 
Idaces, that are leftcMred, and thbfe belonging to the couh- 
. tries ceded, ihall be, refpeftively and bond fide y delivered, 
br furniihed at the fame tinie, if poflible, that poflefEoa 
is taken, or, at lateft, fourn\onths after the exchange of« 
the ratifications of the prefent treaty, in whatever pjace* 
jthe faid papers or documents may be found*

. XXIIIr All the countries and territories, which majT 
have DCen conquered, in whatlfoever part of the world, by 
the arms of their Britannick and moft Faithful Majefties, 
as well ^'by thofe of^ their mofl: Chrillian and Catholick 
Majefties, which are not included in the prefent treaty, . 
cither under the tide of ceffions, or under the titje of refti- 
tptions, fhall be reftored without difficulty, and without 
rpquiring any compenlations. 

XXI V, As it is neceliary to afljgn a fixed epoch for the 
ifrftitution^ and the evacuations, to be made by each of. 
the high contrafting parties, it is agreed, that the Britifli 
and Rench troops fliall comfdeat, before the 15th of 
Mardi next, all that ihall reiiiain to be executed of the . 
Xllth and Xllltb ardgles of the preliminaries, figned the 
3d day of Kojeember laft, widi regard to the evacuation 
to be made in the Empire, or ellewhere.

coin of Great-Britain : and in order .to prelerve a iuft 
, equality between the Ruffian and Britifh merchants, with 
regard to tlie exportation of provifions and other commodi- 
ties, it is further ftipulated,. that the fubjedts of RufEa fhatt 
pay the fame duties on exportation, that are paid by the 
Brltiih merchants on exporting the fame effefts from the 
ports of tht Ruffia ; but th«n each of the High Contr^di- 
ing Parties fliall referve to itfelf the liberty of making, in 
the interior parts of its dominions, fuch particuTar arrai^e- 
ments as it Iball .fin4 expedient for encouraging and extend- 
ing its own navigation* The Ruflian merchants Ihall enjoy 
• the lame liberties and privileges as the Britifh merchants of 
the Ruffian company enjoy ; and, as the defign of the two

VII. It is agreed, that the fubjedts of Great-Britain , 
may, in all the towns and places of Ruflia, where freedom 
of trade is permitted to any other nation, pay for the coi^a- 
modities they purchale in the fame currcirt coin of Ruflia, 
which they take for the commodities they fell, unlefs in 
their contraSs they have ftipulated the contrary ; and this 
coight to be equally underftood of Ruffian commodities 
in the dominions of Great-feritain. 

VIII. In the places where embarkations are ordinarily 
jjiade, permiflion fliall be granted to the fubjed:s of the 
High'Contrafting Parties, to load their Ihips and carriages 
v^tn, and trainrport by water or by land, all fuch forts of 
commodities as they fliall have purchafed, (with an excep- 
tion, however, of thofe whofe exportation is prohil^ited)

XL All caitonV thoit^Hi mulkets, piftoby bombsy' 
grenades, bullfcts, fc^lfs/ rafeesV flint-ftones^, matchesy 
'lowder, faltpetre, fulphur,breatt-plates,pikes, fwcfrds, beftsy 
cartouqh-bags, faddles and bridles, bfeyond th6 quantity 
that may be neceflary for the ufe of the Ihip ; or beyona 
^^^2it every man ferving on board the ihip, and fevcry pd^

XII. If, what God forbid ! the peace fhould tome to

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<:()rififcat<id ; but they, fhall be allowed, atleaft, the fpace 
<)f one year, to fell, difpofe, or carry oiF their efFetts,, and 
to retire where ever they jpleafe ; a ftipulation that is to be 
eguallv underfjtood of all fhofe who mall be in the fea ox 
iand(ervice: and they Ihall farther be permitted, either 
at or before their departure, to confign the effefts which 
they Ihall not as yet have difpofed of, as well as the deb^ 
that Ihall be due to theni, to fuch perfons as they l^^U 
thjnk proper, la ordet to difpofe of thein according '\o 
their defire^' arid for their benefit ; which debts, the debtors 
ihgll Jib . .obliged to pay iri the fame manner as if no 
fucb rupture had happened.

iaid effeft? and commodities Ihall be preferved and reftored 
to them, upon their giving a modefate recompcnce to thpfe 
who* fliall hive aflifted them' in laving their lives, tlieir

XIV. Permiflion ftiall be. granted to Britiili nierchahts • 
to build, buy,* fell, arid hire houfes in all the territories and 
towns of Ruffia,' excepting, however, with regard to the 

fttniffiorfdf building ^n'd buying houfes in thofe towns 
fijjffia,' which have particular rights of burgeiftiip and 
privileges iriconfifterit with filch indulgence ; and it is expreff- • 
Jy fpecified^^that it St. Petdrfburg,- Mofcow, and Arch- 
angel, the fioufes which the Britllh merchants fliall buy, 
orcaufe tdbe built; fliiill be exempt fuom all quartering of 
Ibiaiers, as long as they Ihall belong to. therij, and ihall be . 
inhabit3cd by them ; bilt^ with regard to thfe houfes which 
they Ihal! hire or let, thelS Ihall be fubjedt tq all the u^iial 
charges of the tdwn ; the tcplaiit and landlord fijttling that 
matter bctT;^een them. As to every oth^r towa of Iluffia^ 
the' htwfes \vhieh they ffiail purchaiH, or caufe to be l^uilt, 
. in the fame mariner as thofe which they fliall hire or .let, 
ihall not be exempted -from the quartering of foldierSi ' 

Vt)t. II. Y Permiffioa 
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ion ihall UkcwUe be granted th« Ruffian merchants 
to build, buy, fell, and let houfes in Grrait-Bqts^iti and 
Ireland in the fame manner as is done by the fobjtfls qt 
the moft favoured nations* They ihall enjoy the ftoeeif- 
ercife of the Greek religion in their bojufes, pr in fil(% 
places as are deftined for that purpc^c ; and, in lilfe naannor 
the Britilh merchants Ihall enjoy the free exetQife ^ tift 
Prptellant religion. The (ubjefts of either powec, eftahr 
li^ed in Ruflia or in Great-Britain, ihall have power to 
dilj^ofe of their eftates, and to leave them by will to whoro- 
ibever they think proper, following the cu^om wd law$ of 
their own proper country. 

XV. Paflports ihall be g;ranted to all Rritiih fulgcdj, 
wbo defire to quit the dominions of Ru0ia» t;wo iponth^aitwr 
they Ihall have fignified their defign of dej)^rtiiig> without 
obliging them to give fecurity ; and if, in th^t time, thpre 
appear no juft caufe for detaining thefn, thfsy fhaiS be al- 
lowed to go ; nor ihall they be obliged to. apply for that 
piirpofe, to any other quarter than to the cjoUege of cpmr 
merce, or to that which may hereafter be eftabhlhed in. its 
place. The fame eafy methods of depaxting ihajl, upon 
like occafions, and agreeable to the cuftom of the country, 
be granted to RuiSan merchants, who want to quit t]be 
dominions of Great-Britain. 

XVL Britifli merchants, who ihall hire or employ 
domeflics, ihall, in this particular, be oblj^d to co^fynn 
themfelves to the laws of this empire. And" Ruffian mpr- 
chants ihall be equally obliged to do the %ue in. Great- 
Britain. 

XVII. In all law-fuits and other proceedings, the Bii- 
tiih merchants ihall be amenable only to the collie, of 
commerce, w to that which Ihall hereaftpr, be dtabUiih^., 
for the adminiftration of juftice betw^^ m^rcba^ts. . l^t^ 
if it fliould: happen that the Britifh merch^ntsi iKoiild hayc 
iaw-fuits in any place at a diftance frpin. the abovemen- 
tioned college of commerce, both they a|id the a4ver&. 
party ihall prefer their complaints to the, magiitrate q£ the 
laid towns, '\^th this provifo, however, that the Bntiih 
merchants Ihall have the right to appeal from the fci^tewc 
of the magiftrate, and to demand that of the. coUege o£ 
commerce, if they find themfelves aCTricved.

at be to make proof in the couffe of Juftice ; Itlli le($ fl\all 
^he fttd books or^ papers be taken or detained from theriu 
^f> how6\^^r, the cafe flioulU' happen, f hat any Britifh 
merchant becomes bahkfiipr, he . ftall be amenable at St. 
'Peteriburg to the college of commerce, of to that which 
ihafl heitafteric eSftabRllicd for the adminiftration 61 juf- 
tice in mercantiie affairs, and in other i-emote towns,-, tb 
the magiftrate of the place; and he ihall bd proceeded 
;amft) according* to the laws that are or Ihall bejiiade 
ff this purpofe* Nevetthelefs, if the Britifh merdiahts^ 
without beconiing bankrupt, refufe to pay their deljtt, 
whether to the treafiiry ofilier Imperial Mejefty, or to iii^ 
dividuals, it ihall be lawftil to Jay an arr^fl upoii part of 
'their'feffeds equivalent to their debts ; and, jti cafe thefe 
^tefFeftS'Ihould not be fufficient fot difcharging fuch debts, 
they mayxhem(elvesT)e arrefted arid' detained In cuflody, 
'Until fUch time as the greater j>art of their cr^itors, as. 
vwell with rcfped: to hurxiber, as to the Value of their 
itjfpeftive dehiands, have confeiited to their enlargement.

■^* XIX. Ih cafe of coppl^ipts ^m law-fuits, three perfons 
lOf fair and iihblemiihed dferafter, among the foreign mer- 
chadt9^ Ihall^ wifli' a proper regard to circumftances, be 
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jpmed by the coII^jc of commerce,' and where there is no 
nJch college, by the magiftrate, to examine the books and 
papers of the parties ; and the report they Ibail make to 
the college of commerce/ or to the magiftrate, of what 
they (hall find in the faid books or papers, fhall be held a 
good proof. 

XX. The commillioners of the cuftoms ftiall have the 
charge of examining the fervants or clerks of the Ruffian 
merchants, when they caufe their goods to be entered, 
whether they have, for that effedl, the orders or full 
jxjwers of the mafters ; and if they have not fuch,: they 
Ihall not be credited. The fame conduft fhall be obferved 
towards the fervants of the Britiih merchants ; and, when 
the faid fervants, having the orders or fbll powers of their 

^mafters, Ihall cajufe their goods to be entered on account 
of their mafters, thefe laft fliall be as refponiible as if 
.they themfelves had caufcd them to :be entered. AH the 
tluffian feh'ants employed in. the fliops fliall like wife be 
legiftered, and their mafters fliall anf\\er for them in the 
'affairs of trade, and in the bargains which they make in 
their name. 

XXI. In cafe the Ruffian merchants, who are indebted 
to the Britifli merchants, withdraw from the places of 
their abode to other parts or diftricts, the college of com- 
merce, after complaints fliall have been made to them on 
the fubjed, and proofs of the debts have been adduced, 
fliall cite them three times, allowing them a fufCcient 
fpace, to appear in perlon ; and if Sity do not appear 
within the term prefcribed, the faid college fliall condemn 
them, and fliall . fend^ at the expence of the pkintifT, an 
exprcfs to the governors and v^^ywodes, with orders to put 
the fentence in execution, and thus fliall oblige the debtors 
to pay the funis fpecified. 

XXII. The brokerage fliall be fettled withjuftice-,' and 
the brokers fliall be relponfible for the quality of the goods 
and fraudulent package, and (hall be obliged, after fuf- 
ficieht proofs produced againft them, to make up the lofies 
to which they have given occafion. ' - r 

. -XXIII. -A regulation fliall be made to prevent the 
abufcs that may be committed in the ^lackage of leather, 
liemp, and flax ; and, if any difpute happen between the 
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T^uyer and the feller, concerning the weight or the tare, 
the commiffioners of the cuftoms Ihall determine it accord- 
ing to equity. 

XXIV. In order the more effedhially to encourage and 
promote the trade of Great-iBritain, it is agreed, that for 
tKe future, the Englilh; woollen cloths, hereafter fpecificd, 
fliall not pay any greater duties on entfy^ thah are fettled 
in this article ; * viz. Engliih cloth for the ufc of the fol- 
diery, ihall pay (in rixdoUars) only two copecs (or pen-- 
nies) for every ariheen (or 7 1 -J: yards) as a duty on entry;'* 
coarfe cloth of the county or York, fcnown in the Ruffian . 
Tariff by the name of Coftrog)'', fliall only pay two copecs* 
for every ariheen ; broad flannel Ihall only pay one copec 
per ariheen ; narrow flannel Ihall only pay three-fourths of 
a copec per ariheen, all as dutips on entry. And in -every 
iihing that regards the inipofts and duties payable on the 
importation or exportation of commodities in general, tha 
fubjefts of Great-Britain fliall be always confidered and 
treated as the moft favoured nation. 

XXV. The peace, friendlhip, and good unJerftanding 
Ihall continue for ever between the high contradting par- 
ties ; and, as it is cufl:omar}'' to fix a certain term to the 
duration of treaties of commerce, the abovq-mentioned 
high cbntrafting parties have s^eed, that this treaty Ihall 
continue for twenty years, counting from the day of fign- 
ing; and, after the expiration ot that term, they may 
agree upon the means to renew and prolong it. 

XXVL The prefent treaty of navigation and commerce 
Ihall be approved and ratified by his Britannitk Majefty, 
and by her Imperial Majefty ; and the ratifications, in 
due and lawful form, Ihall be exchanged at St. Peterfl>urg, 
in the Ipace of three month, or fooner if polfible, count- 
ing from the day of figning. 

In witnefs whereof, we the under- figned, in virtue of 
the full powers graAted to us by his Majefty the King 
of Great-Britain, and by her Imperial Majefty of all 
the Rjiflias, have figned the prefent treaty, and there- 
to fet bur feals. Done at St, Peterlburg, this 20th 
day of June,^ 1766.

vinces, and thiir ftibjefls, hmn the peace and .good 
ftLeiwSiq^, wWchfubfiftsl^twaeni3bcthr«ficyefaidpQ 
AM whCFea^ it is neceiSary , th*t thgt peace be not only 
prdfcrved invigiate^ but be iikfswlfe ftipcngth^^ by fiirocr 
and qlofer tio, by which s^ Iteong^M* faAHidatk^ may be 
laid ff«r na^intainii^ the general pciioc mA tratiqifiKty rf 
Europe, ^fHch A^ above-ftid powers -enc^voMi:^ wkh aft 
thdr myit^ to fupport : they \mt thcrefcore, &ir the oomr 
TOo»;gRpd of ^1, refplved to enter into a mutaal alliance ; 
and for that pqrpc^e have granted their iiitl powers aod 
inih^fti^ yisu the moft fcrene and laaofi potent PriM 
Anne, by the Grace of God, ^Queen «f Gr^t-Britain, 
Frapfc, ^ Iceland, to Paul Metbuen, Elq; her Am- 
baffjjdof Extraordmary in Portx^l ; ifihe naoft lereftft aKu 
mpft potent Prince, Peter, hydie;grAce ofGod, King of 
Pogrt^^l and the Algarves on this fide ; and beyond the 
ieas ia Africa, Lord of Goiney, and of the com^elt ' 
«nay^ti<>l^ and cdtomense of Ethiopia, Arabia, Terfial 
India^ Sg^ toPon Nonb de MettoAlvares Pereira, His 
n«pr Iciirfman^ Dufce of Cadaval, Marquis of Ferrdra, 
£cc. to I>Qn Enmanuel Felles de Silva, Marquis bf 
Al^^e?, &c. to Don Francifco de Tavota, Count of 
Ato^r-i ifc. to. Don Regno Monterio, Lord erf" Alva, &c. 
and to Don Jofeph de Farria great hiftoriographer of the 
kingfJ?©; and die high and mighty lords the ftate* 
geoif ajrolf tte unified provinces, to Van Francis &honem- 
beig : whipb: plenipotentiaries, by virtue of the abovc- 
fai45fulfcpa)ms. (which, before the figning of this treaty, 
i^fenfflBitlly C3cchanged^ examinedi and admitted) aftfer 
m^nBly/eind- delibcratdy weighing the matter, have, in' 
the napje of their above-iaentioned fovereigris, agreed and 
co^n«ditOijriic following terms and articles. 

A-^ 
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Art. f. All former treaties l>etweeii the above-dkf 
|)6wers, are hereby approved, confirmed, and ratified,^ 
and are ordered to be exaftly arid faithfully obfefved,' ex- 
oej>t in fo far as by the prefent treaty is otherwife provided 
and eftablifhed ; fo th^t there ihall be between the faid 
kingdoms and ftj^es^ their people and fubjcfts,' a fincere 
ffiendfbip and |ierfeft arhify: They Ihiall, all of them, 
mutually affift one another ; and* each of the fald powers; 
ihall promote the intereft and advantage df thie refty as if 
* it were his' own; . '; . , 4 

Hi If ever it fliall hap^ri"; thaf the Kings dif Spaiff 
and France ; either the prefent or future' ; th&t both , of 
. them together, or either of them "feparately, Ihall make 
war, or gifve occafion to fufpfe£t that they intend to makp 
- War, upon the' kingdom of Portugal,' either on the con-^ 
tinent of Europe, or in its dominion^ beyond feaa ;; her 
Majeliy, the Queen of Great-Britain, and th'd L^^rds,' the 
States-general, Ihall ufe their friendly offices' with the laid 
Kings, or either of them, in order to perfuade them to^ 
obferve die terms of peace towards Portugal/ and hot to' 
make war upon it. 

Ill, But thefe good offices not proving fiiccefsful/ but 
altogether innefiaSiual, fo that war Ihall be made by the 
aforefaid Kings, or by either of them, upon Portugal,- 
the above-mentioned powers of Great-Britain and Holland/ 
Hiall make war,, with all their force, upon the fotefaid 
Kings or King, who fliall carry hoftile arms into Portugal ;' 
arid towards that war which Ihall be- carried on in Europe,' 
they ihall fupply twelve thouland men, whom they fhall' 
arm and pay, as well when in quarters^ as in adlion j and' 
the faid high allies ihall be obliged to keep that number of 
men complete, by recruiting it from timd to tiitie at their 
own expence. ^ 

.IV, And in this cafe alfo, the aforefaid powers of Great- 
Britain and Holland, ihall.be obliged to keep and main- 
tain upon the coaft of ,Pdrtijgal, and in its hiirboiirsi a' 
competent number of men of war, to defend the faid coaib' 
and harbours, the trade and merchant-ihips, froni all 
hoftile* attempts ; fo that if it ihall appear, that the* iaid 
harbours and lliips arc ia- dai^er of being attacked \;^ith a 
greater force by the enemy, the laid high allies Ihall be 

obliged 
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bibliged to fend to .Portugal fuch a tiumber of men of wa^ 
"as fliall be equal, or even luperior^ to the fhips and force 
of the enemy, ^^o fliall rheditate an attack upon the ahoye- 
'iaid fliips and harbours. 

V. But if the (orcpaid Kings of Spain and France, or 
leither of them, fliail make war, dr giVe occafion tofufpefl: 
that they intend to make war, uJ>on the provinces or 
dominions of Portugal beyond feas,* the above-mentioned 
powers of Ghreat-Britain and Holland, fliall furnilh to his 
Tortuguefe Majefty fuch a number of men of war, as (hall 
be equal, or even luperior, to the Ihips of the enemy ; fo 
that ne may be able not only to pppofe them, but even to 
prevent fuch attack or invafion, as Ipng , as the war flialj 
laft, or occafion require. And if the eneniy Ihall take 
any town, or feize any place which they may fortify, in 
the fbrefaid provinces and dominions beyond feas, thefe 
fiiccours fliall continue until fuch town or place be ifully 
recovered, or more towns and places, if more fliould be 
taken. 

VI. All thefe auxiliary fliips fliall be fubjeft to the com- 
mand of his Portuguefe Majefty, fo that they fliall per- 
form whatever fliall be enjoined by his faid Majefty ; and 
if they fliould fail to the Portuguefe provinces and domi- 
iiions beyond feas, they fliall there likewife perform what- 
ever fliall be enjoined them, in the name of his Majefty, 
l)y his viceroys and governors. * , .. ^ ' 

VII. When thefe auxiliary fliips of the hvo powers of 
Great-Britain and Holland fliall be joined with the Por- 
tuguefe fliips (in which cafe they muft always affift them) 
the admiral of the Portuguefe fleet, who has the right of 
carrying the flag, fliall give fignals, and fuhimon to a 
council of war, which fliall be held in his own cabin ; 
and the lame admiral of the Portuguefe fleet fliall iflue the 
neceflary orders for executing thofe points, which fliall 
have been refolved upon in the council of war ; which 
points the admirals of the auxiliary fliips fliall execute,' each 
with his own fliips. 

yilL But if, at anytime, the fliips of the three allied 
nations fliall be conjoined in order to attempt any thing, in 
which all the allies are equally interefted, the admiral, 
who has the right of carrying the flag, and has under hii

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command tiie greatdl numbers of ihi^ of his own nadoQf 
Ihall enjoy the right and privilege mentioned in the fomiGr 
article, viz. of givmg figoals, of fummoning to a council 
of war in his own cwin, and of doing every other thing 
requifite, as b above (pecified 

IX. The twelve dioufand men, which tfie powers . of 
Great-Britain and Holland are bound to fumiih to his 
Portuguefe Majefty, and to maintain at their own ezpence^ 
and occafionally recruit, during the continuance of the war, 
as ftipulated in the diird article of this treaty, ihall befub- 
jeft, not only to the fupreme commaitd of his Portuguefe 
Mag^y, but alib to that of his. commanders or generals^ 
and even of fuch of his officers, as by their rank in the 
army are iuperior to them. But for breach of orders^ and 
for the crimes and enormities of which they ihall be guilty, 
they ihall be puniihed by the commanders or generals cf 
their 6wn army, in the fame manner as the Portugueie 
themfelves are puniihed by martial law, elpecially for diofe 
crimes which regard the violation of religion, 

X. The high allies ihall, in the cafe above-mentioned, 
grant fidl libert}^, and all kind of aid and aflifbince to the 
commiflaries of his Portuguefe Majefty, to export from 
their territories and harbours, all forts of military ilorcs, 
fuch as powder, balls, arms, com, and every other kind 
of ammunition, that fliall be deiired of them, as well be- 
longing to the fea as the land fervice ; and that too at the 
iame' price as the iaid high allies are wont to purchafe them 
for their own ufe, and without die leaft alteration in the 
charge. 

XL If ever it ihould happen that the Kings of Spain 
and France, or either of them, ihould make war upon the 
kingdom of Great Britain,^ or the-States of the United Pro- 
vinces, his Majeily the King of Portugal Ihall ufe his 
friendly offices with the faid Kings, or with either of them, 
' in order to perdiade theoi to obferve the terms of peace 
towards the forefaid kingdom of Great Britain, and the 
States of Hie United Provinces. 

XIL Butthde good offices not proving fuctcfsful, but 
alto^ther inefleftual, fo that war ihall te made by the 
foreiaid Kings, or by either of tliem, upon the kingdom 
6f Great Briuin, or the Statea (^ the United Provinces ; his 
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IMajeftjTj the King of Portugal, ihall, in like manner, be 
bound to make war, with all his force, upon the forefaid 
Kings, or upon either of them : and in diis caie likewife 
the forefeid two powers of Great Britdn, and the States of 
the United Provinces, Ihall fumifli him with the feme &c- 
cours of men and Ihips, as in the preceding aticles ais 
ftipukted, in cafe the King^ of France or Spain, or either 
of them, fliould make war upon Portugal, and eveiy 
thing ihai^ be executed in the manner there fpecified. 

XIIL As well in the firft, as in ^he fecond manner of 
carrying on the war, hk Majefty the King of Portugal^ 
Ihall be bound to maintain ten ihips of war for hb own 
d^ence, and that of his allies ; with this provilb, how* 
ever, that if both the Spaniards and the French, or the 
Spaniards only, fliould make war upon the high allies, in 
diat ca(e, the ten fluips of war of his Portuguefe Majefty, 
Ihall not be bound to depart fix>m the coaft of Portugal^ 
becaufe, while in that ftation, they will be of very pest 
life in dividing the force of the enemy : but if war Ihoidd 
be made by the French only, it fliall then be lawfuLfor 
the Portuguefe fliips to afiift the high allies, in conjunaioa 
with their own fleets. 

XIV. No peace nor truce fliall be made, but by Ae 
common cdnfent of the three allies ; and this league fliatt 
be perpetual and eternal. 

XV. The perlbnal privileges and freedom of trade, 
which the fubgeds of Great Britain, and the States of the 
United Provinces, at prefent enjoy in Portugal, the Portu- 
guefe fliall, in their turn, enjoy in the dominions of Great 
Britain and the States of the United Provinces. 

XVL If from the copies of the treaty, in which an 
agreement was made concerning Bombay, between the 
crowns of Portugal and Britain, it fliould appear, that 
either party has tranlgrefled, or not fulfilled the terms of 
that convention, every tiling fliall be regulated according 
to, the fpirit of the faid treaty. , 

XVII. Portuguefe fliips fliall not be obliged to pay 
apy thing for cafliing anchor in the port ot Mallacca, 
unlefs the other nations of Europe are obliged to do the 
fame« 

XVIII. Pir*. 
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' XVIII. Piratical Aips, of wjiatever nation, fliall not 
only not be permitted or received into the ports which thdar 
Portuguefe and Britannick Majefties, and the States* 
General of the United Provinces, poflefs In the Eaftlndies, 
but fliall be deemed the common enemies qf the Portuguefe^ 
the Englifti, and the Dutch* 

XIX. In time of peace, there fliall be admitted into 
the greater ports of the kingdom pf^ Portugal, ^ ^ips of 
jvar of each of the nations of Great-Britain, and^elJmted 
Provinces, befides other fix Ihips, which were permitted 
by virtue of former treaties ; fo that in the whole, twelve 

. fliips may be admitted, and all in the fame manner as the 
former fix were permitted^ And into the lefler ports, 
Aere fliall be admitted fuch a number cf fliips as diey . 
tail conveniently receive. 

XX. The faid plenipotentiaries promilr, that their 
above-mentioned fovereigns fliall ratify ttis treaty, in due 
and lawful form j and that the ratifications flidlbe ex- 
changed in this royal city of Liftx)n, within the fpace of 
thfee months, counting from the time of (ubfcribing. 

• In witnefs whereof, *e the above-named Plenipoten- 
tiaries of her Majefty, the Queen of Great Britain, and of 
the high and mighty Loirds the States-general of Ae United 
Provinces, have figned this inftrument, and thereto fet 
our feals. And the plenipotentiaries of his Portuguefe 
Majefty, in order to avoid the controverfy that fiibfifts 
concerning the prerogative of the place between the crowns 
ctf Great Britain and Portugal, haVe, agreeable to the 
manner and cuftom obferved between the two Crowns, 
ifeparately figned and fealed another inftmment of the 
fame tenor, changing only thofe particulars, which on ac^ 
count of this circumftance, were to be changed.
